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MERCANTILE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 



In presetiting a brief history of the Association, we cannot help remarking 
the increased fiu;ilities at present afforded for moral and intellectual develop^ 
ment to all classes in the community, and especially to young men. 

When we contrast the Schools, Lyceums, and Libraries of the present day, 
with the scanty and imperfect means of education possessed by our predecea* 
Bora, we have great reason for gratitude to those who have furnished these priv- 
ileges ; and a heavy responsibility rests upon us rightly to improve them. 

Among the many useful institutions with which our city abounds^ there is 
none, perhaps, which exerts a more powerful and favorable influence than this 
Association. This will at once be apparent, when it is recollected that its 
members have opportunities for debate, declamation, and composition, access to 
the newspapers of the day, and all the periodical literature of this country and 
England, and a large and well-selected Library. 

The record of the events connected with its formation and prioress necessa- 
rily presents few items of interest to any but its members ; and is only valuable 
as an incentive to other institutions to imitate the perseveiance and energy of 
its founders. 

The first meeting was held at the Commercial Coffee HousO) on the 11th of 
March, 1820, and was composed principally of merchants* clerks. It was voted 
unanimously that immediate measures be taken to establish a Library and 
heading Boom ibr the use of young men engaged in mercantile pursuits ; and 
Messrs. Theodore Lyman, Jr., J. G. Gibson, Samuel A. Otis, N. A. Barrett^ 
*lliomas Gorham, James T. Blanchard, Lynde M. Walter, Charles J. Johnson, 
lEdward Codman, Henr^/^tA. Davis, and Samuel W. Pomeroy were appointed 
a committee of organization, thus forming the first association of the kind in the 
United States. 

This committee proceeded at once to the duties assigned them, by procuring 
Citable rooms in Merchants' Hall, Congress Street. A Constitution was subse- 
quently adopted, of which the principal features were, that no perscm in busi* 
Hess for himself, shonld be allowed a voice in its affairs ; the age necessary Hat 
membership to be not less than fifteen years ; the temun of admission all annvdi 
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assessment of two dollars, and the presentation of a book upon signing the 
Constitution. 

For the ensuing 6fteen years, the Institution progressed very slowly, accom- 
plishing, however, its object, though subject to frequent reverses, resulting 
partly from a want of interest amont; the members, but mainly from a deficiency 
of pecuniary means. Indeed, at times, it appeared as if the whole scheme 
would be entirely abandoned, and it was chiefly owing to the active exertions 
and untiring zeal of a few devoted friends, that its existence was maintained. 

In 1835, to remedy this difficulty, an appeal was made to the merchants, 
and seven hundred dollars were at once subscribed towards a permanent fund. 
This liberal act infused new spirit into the members ; numerous accessions were 
made to their numbers, and the elot^ution class was established. This last 
measure exerted a most favorable influence in promoting the prosperity of the 
Association. 

On the 11th of March, 1836, the sixteenth anniversary was celebrated by an 
address from G. W. T^ler, Esq. 

On the 20th of June following, a severe calamity was experienced in the 
destruction, by fire, of the cabinet of curiosities, and several valuable paintings. 
Many of the books were also very much injured by water. 

This , unexpected event, instead of pro(iucing discouragement, incited the 
members to renewed exertions. At a meeting called for consultation, forty-two 
pledged themselves to introduce one hundred and fifty new associates within 
three months, or pay into the treasury the amount of their assessments. Spa- 
cious and convenient rooms were at once obtained in School Street, the want 
of which had long been felt, and had always been no slight obstacle to the 
progress of the Institution. 

The seventeenth anniversary was celebrated by an address from Mr. Isaac C» 
Fray, Jr., and a poem by Mr. A. L. Stimson. 

We cannot forbear mentioning a most interesting incident, which occurred 
at this time, showing the good feeling which existed among the members. One 
of the mo3t active members died, leaving his family in indigent circumstances. 
Through the influence of Mr. Edward Stearns, a prominent membt>r, a fund 
was raised amounting to five hundred dollars, entitled the Benevolent Fra- 
ternity Fund ; and one hundred dollars a year, for five years, were voted to the 
fiunily of the deceased, and promptly paid. 

In 1838, the Anniversary was one of unusual interest The address on the 
ocasiou was delivered by his excellency, Edward Everett, and the poem by 
Mr. James T. Fields, to a large and brilliant au<iience. 

Tht; first course of lectures before the Association, was delivered this year by 
J. S. Buckingham, Esq., of England, on Egypt and ^Qalestine, and consisted of 
sixteen lectures. 

The nineteenth Anniversary was celebrated by an address from Hon. Rufus 
Cboate, and a poem by Mr. T. R. Gould. 

An extraordinary excitement at the annual election of officers immediately 
following, and the strenuous exertion of the respective parties to elect their 
candidates, added upwards of three hundred new members to the ranks, in the 
abort space of one mouth. 
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The twentieth Anniversary was celebrated by an address from Hon. Caleb 
Cashing, and a poem by Mr. E. P. Whipple. 

In 1841, the lease of the rooms in School Street having expired, and being ill 
adapted to the growing wants of the members, the rooms in Amory Hall were 
obtained, and occupied for the first time on the 20th of September. 

The anniversary address this year was delivered by John Neal, Esq., and the 
poem by Mr. Isaac F. Shepard. In April, 1842, the Boston Marine Society 
deposited with the Association their extensive cabinet of curiosities, containing 
abont two thousand rare and valuable specimens, which, added to our former 
collection^ forms an appropriate and attractive ornament to the rooms. A 
most excellent address was delivered on the twenty-first anniversary, by Rev. 
George Putnam, of Roxbury, and a poem by Mr. George F. Beck. 

For several years the project had been repeatedly discussed of establishing 
a course of public lectures, but had never been adopted, from want of encour- 
agement. In 1842, however, a plan of operations was submitted by Mr. E. C. 
Cowdin, which after mature deliberation was accepted, and the course subse- 
quentiy proved triumphantiy successful, both as regards the elevated character 
of the lectures, and the numbers of the audience. The lectures having caused 
large accessions of members, an increased call for books was produced which it 
was impossible to satisfy. As soon as this fact became known, Hon. William 
Sturgis and Hon. Abbott Lawrence made application to Messrs. Amos Lawrence, 
William Lawrence, Nathan Appleton, John P. Gushing, David Sears, William 
Appleton, John Bryant and Robert G. Shaw, who, with themselves, immedi- 
ately subscribed one hundred dollars each for the pmrchase of books. In July 
following, the Society for the Difiusion of Useful Ejiowledge, through their 
President, Hon. Daniel Webster, also subscribed five hundred dollars for the 
same object. 

These amounts were expended in the purchase of standard works in English 
literature, and the Library now contains upwards of six thousand volumes, and 
is undoubtedly one of the best of its size in the country. 

The lectures have been continued to the present time, each year, during the 
winter season, with signal success, and to their establishment may be attributed, 
more than to any other cause, the present highly prosperous state of the As- 
sociation. 

In 1845, by the advice of Hon. William Sturgis, application was made to the 
Legislature for an act of incorporation, which was readily obtained. Shortly 
afterwards a communication was received from Hon. Thomas H. Perkins, in- 
closing five shares in the Merchants* Exchange (valued at twenty-five hundred 
dollars), and suggesting the propriety of making efforts to raise a fund for the 
purpose of erecting a building for the use of the Association. During the year 
this suggestion was acted upon, and resulted in the receipt of nine thousand 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars. This amount, although, of course, insuffi- 
cient to accomplish the object intended, yet when added to the previously in- 
vested fund, made a total of sixteen thousand dollars, which authorized us in 
leadng, on the first of January, 1848, for the term of five years, the elegant and 
convenient rooms now occupied by the Association in Bromfield Street. 

The opening of the rooms, on January 2nd, 1848, was celebrated by an ad- 
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dress firom Mr. Daniel N. Haskell, and a poem &om Mr. S. A* Dix, both mem- 
bers of the Association, whose productions have since been published. 

We would briefly add, in conclusion, that our most heartfelt thanks are due 
to those merchants who, by their timely donations, have enabled us to replenish 
the library and relieve ourselves from pecuniary embarrassment ; to the con- 
ductors of the city press, for their liberality in supplying the rooms with their 
publications ; but above all to those past members, who, by their hearty sympa- 
thy, and imtiring labors in our behalf, sustained the institution through all its 
vidssitudes, imtil success rewarded their exertions.

AN ACT 

To Incorporate the Mercantile Library Association. 

BE it enacted by the Senate and House of ReprcsentativeSj in General Court 
assembled f and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Sect. 1. Alexander L. Stimson, Nathaniel P. Kemp, Elliot C. Cowdin, 
M. A. Herrick, Alonzo C. Haskell, G. Francis Thayer, their associates and 
saccessors, are hereby made a corporation, by the name of the Mercantile 
Library Association, of Boston, for the purpose of diffusing and pro- 
motiiig knowledge among young men now engaged in, or destined for the me> 
cantile profession, with all the powers and privileges, and subject to all tlie 
duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Be- 
yised Statutes. 

Sect. 2. The said corporation may hold real and personal estate, to be used 
for the purposes aforesaid, not exceeding in all the value of fifty thousand 
dollars, the legal title of which shall be in five trustees, to be appointed by a 
majority of the members of the corporation, and all of the said trustees shall be 
of adult age, but subject in the care and management and disposal thereof to 
the control and direction of a majority of a joint board, consisting of the said 
trustees and of the board of directors for the time being, which board of direc- 
tors shaU not consist of more than thirteen members. 

Sect. 3. Persons engaged in mercantile pursuits, or preparing themselves 
therefor, and above the age of fourteen years, shall be eligible as members of 
the corporation, and entitled to vote and act as officers thereof; excepting that 
no person under twenty-one years of age shall be a trustee.

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BY-LAWS. 



ARTICLE I. 

Sec. 1. Anj- young man eligibleby the Cbarter can become a member of 
the Association by signing these By-Laws and paying into the Treasury the 
sum of two dollars, payable in advance. 

Sec. 2. Every member shall be subject to an annual assessment of two 
dollars, payable in advance. 

ARTICLE II. 

DIRECTOBS. 

The Board of Directors of the Association shall consist of a President, Vice- 
President, Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and 
eight Directors. They shall be elected with written ballot, by general ticket 

ARTICLE III. 

PRESIDENT. 

Sec. 1. The Preddent, when present, shall preside at all meetings both of 
the Association and Board of Directors, and in case of an equal division of the 
members on any question, shall give the casting vote. 

Sec. 2. The President shall have power to call special meetings of the Board 
of Directors and Trustees, whenever he may deem it expedient 

ARTICLE IV. 

VICE-PBESIDENT. 

The Vice-President shall preside in the absence of the President, and per- 
form all the duties of that office. 

ARTICLE V. 

SECBETABIES. 

Sec. 1. The Corresponding Secretary shall be the organ of the Association 
in its conference with other societies and the public. He shall retain copies of 
all letters written by him, and record the same in a book kept for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. The Recording Secretary shall affix his name to all the advertise- 
ments and notices emanating from the Board of Directors, or from the Associa- 
tion (if not otherwise ordered), he shall attend all meetings, and in the absence 
of the President and Vice-President shall call the same to order, and shall ac- 
curately, and at large, record the proceedings in the Journal of the institution, 
which shall be deposited in the rooms, subject to the inspection of the members. 
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ARTICLE VI. ' 

TBEASURER. 

Skc. 1. The Treasurer sliall hold all the funds of the Association, except 
the property invested in the name of the trostees, subject to the order of a 
majority of the Joint Board of Trustees and Directors. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer shall pay no bill unless sanctioned by the Board of 
Directors and signed by the Chairman, he shall make a report semi-annually, of 
aU his receipts and disbursements, and for the better security of these trusts, 
he shall assure to the Trustees the sum of five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 8. The above sections shall not be construed to prevent conmdttees 
appointed for special purposes from holding funds accruing to them during the 
performance of their duties, they being at all times responsible for such funds. 

Sec. 4. Notice shall be given to the members, by the Treasurer, of their 
asseasments becoming due, at least one week before the expiration thereof. 

ARTICLE VII. 

DIBBCTOBfi^ 

Sec. 1. The Board of Directors shall meet on the first Monday of every 
monUi for the transac^on of business; they shall have eontrol of the general 
affairs of the Association^ they shall have power to make such regulations as 
may be found necessary for the better government of the Association, which 
shall be submitted to the members for their approval. They shall examine the 
Library, and make an annual report to the members on the state of the As- 
sociation. 

Ssa 2. At all meetings of tibe Board <^ Directors, seven members must be 
present to .proceed to business* 

ARTICLE VIII. 

TBUSTEB8. 

Sec. 1. The Board of Trustees shall be chosen for the term of three years, 
and may continue to hold office until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 2. Should any vacancy occur in tiie Board, it shall be filled for the 
unexpired portion of the term. 

Sec. 8. The Joint Board of Trustees and Directora shall Bieet on the first 
Mondays of January, May, and September. 

•Sec. 4. At all meetings of the Joint Board three Trustees and seven Di- 
j^ectors shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Sec. 1. At all meetings of the Assoeiatioii twenty members must be pre-^ 
-sent for the transaction of business, except when it is proposed to alter or 
.amend these By-Laws, when fifty members must be present. 

Skc. 2. Thb annual meeting for the election of officers shall be holden on 
>the third Wednesday in ApriL 

Sec. S« There ^haU be^a meeting of the Association on the Friday eTemng 
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sncoeeding the first Monday in every month, at such hour as the Directors may 
appoint, for the transaction of any business that may come before it 

Sec. 4. The Becording Secretary shall call meetings of the Association 
when deemed expedient by the Board of Directors, or whenever requested in 
writing by fifteen o£ the members, and he shall cause notices to be conspicuously 
placed in the room, at least one week previous, expressing the hour and pro- 
bable business of such meeting. 

Sec. 5. If at any meeting of the Association, a member doubts the decision 
of a vote, he may call for a division, and the members voting on each side 
shaU then be counted by tellers, appointed by the chairman, and the result 
declared by him. 

Sec. 6. When a motion has been made and seconded, it shall be put in 
writing if desired, and read by the chairman before the same be open for dis- 
cussion. 

Sec. 7. When a motion is imder discussion, no other shall be received, ex- 
cept to adjourn, to lie on the table, to postpone indefinitely, or the call for the 
previous question ; which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they stand arranged. 

Sec. 8. No member who did not vote with the majority on any question, 
shall move the re-<ion8ideration of the vote. 

Sec. 9. Voting by proxy shall not be allowed. 

Sec. 10. If at any meeting of the Association, questions should arise which 
are not treated upon in the before-mentioned By-Laws, they shall be decided 
by an appeal to ** Jefferson's Manual." 

ARTICLE X. 

literary exercises. 

Sec. 1. Begular meetings shall be held for improvement in Declamation, 
Debate, and Composition, on such evenings as the Directors may appoint, 
during the months of October, November, December, January, February, and 
March. 

Sec. 2. Committees on Debate, Declamation, and Composition, shall be 
chosen to consist of three each, the Chairman of each committee to be chosen 
from the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Debate, to furnish ques-. 
tions for discusdon, and to provide suitable persons to open and carry on the 
same. , 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Declamation to engage 
persons to declaim on evenings set apart for that purpose. 

Sec. 5. The Committee on Compontions shall receive all pieces, and read 
such as meet their approval. 

Sec. 6; Any member whose compositions shall be rejected by the Commit- 
tee, can appeal from their decision, and the matter shall be referred to a 
committee consisting of ihe Chairmen of the Committees on Debate and 
Declamation, and the President, ex-offido, who are empowered to take such 
action as they may deem expedient 

Sec. 7. A tany meetbg of the Association held for the purpose of Declamar 
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tidn, there shall be but one exercise on the same evening. On the evening 
appropriated to Debate, there shall be but one eiercise, provided, however, 
that this By-Law shall not be so construed as to preclude the discussion of more 
than one subject on that evening. At the meetings for Composition there may 
be a debate on such subjects as the members shall decide. These exercises 
shjdl take place in the following order, viz : Declamation, Debate, Composition. 

ARTICLE XI. . 

BOOKS. 

Sec. 1. A member upon application to the Librarians, may take out one 
volume from the rooms, or he may remove both volumes of any work comprised 
in two volumes of duodecimo or smaller size, and retain the same two weeks, 
(except those works specified in Section 2), at the expiration of which time an 
extension of one week shall be given if desired, after which time, there shall be 
no extension, nor shiall the same person retake either of the same volumes until 
they shall have remained upon the shelves of the Library one entire evening. 

Sec. 2. The Directors shall have power to limit the time of retention for 
new books during the first six months after their purchase, which time shall be 
conspicuously marked on their covers ; and th^y shall also have power to with- 
hold from circulation such volumes and periodicals as may be injured thereby. 

Sec. 3. If at the expiration of the time specified in Sees. 1 and 2, for the 
retention of any book or books, the same are not returned, the sum of ten cents 
shall be imposed and demanded, for every week so retained, and a retention 
of one day over the stipulated time, shall inc^^ the same penalty. 

Sec. 4. If any member shall refuse to pay the amount of any fine or fines, 
which may be assessed him, his right to remove books from the Library shall 
be suspended until he complies with the requirements. 

Sec. 5. 1£ any proprietor shall lose or deface a volume, he shall replace 
the same, or present an equivalent in money. If it be one of a set, he shall 
receive the odd volumes at a fair appraisal, or make an ample recompense. 

Sec. 6. All books shall be returned one week previous to the annual exam- 
ination. 

Sec. 7. Member^ shall not take out books on another's page, without a 
written order, and if any books so taken are lost, the Librarian shall be held 
accountable therefor. 

Sec. 8. No member shall have the liberty to transfer his right to take out 
books, to a person not a member of the Association. 

ARTICLE Xn. ' 

If the Trustees or Dlrectoi-s in their several official capacities shall neglect 
the performance of their duties, or shall not administer the laws of the Associ- 
ation efficiently and equitably, on written complaint of fifteen members, a 
meeting shall be called and a committee appointed, consisting of two members 
and one Director, who shall report and refer the subject to the members of the 
Association, and they shall censure the accused, remove from office, or fully 
exonerate, as the circumstances of the case may warrant . ^ 
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ARTICLE Xm. 



The distinction of Honorary Member shall be conferred on any person, by a 
¥ote of a majority of the members present at any regular meeting. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

EXPULSION OF MEMBERS. 

If any member shall wantonly create a disturbance at any meeting of the 
Association, or misrepresent its character abroad, or devise or take part in any 
measure, designedly to injure the Association, or shall purposely deface the 
books, the room, or its appurtenances, on written complaint of fifteen membensi 
a meeting shall be called and the matter referred to a committee of two Direc- 
tors and one member, who shall investigate the charges and report at a future 
meeting, when, if the same be made apparent, he shall be reproved, or deprived 
of his privileges of membership, always allowing the accused ample opportu- 
nity to excuse or extenuate his conduct 

ARTICLE XV. 

These By-Laws shall not be altered or amended unless by the written votes 
of three fourths of the members present at a meeting called exclusively for the 
purpose. 
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ARTICLE I 

The Booms of the Association shall be opened every day (except Sanday) 
at 1 o'clock P. M., and closed at 10 o'clock. 

ARTICLE n. ' t 

LIBRARIAN 

Sec. 1. A Librarian shall be appointed by the Board of Directors, nrhose 
duty it shall be to attend to the Rooms every day on which they are opened. 

Sec. 2. He shall keep a record of all books, magazines, maps, charts, pa- 
pers, and all other property belonginj? to the Association, arrange them in proper 
order ; and keep an accurate account of all books delivered to members. 
^ Sec. 3. He shall keep a full and accurate catalogue of all books belonging 
to the Association, which shall be open to the inspection of members. 

Sec. 4, He shall ascertain once in two months, by an examination of the 
account of each member, all books not returned in due season, and shall cause 
the same to be procured of the members in default. 

Sec. 5. He shall collect all fines and assessments, and pay the same over to 
the Treasurer ; and shall submit to the Board of Directors a monthly report of 
the same, together with the names of all persons who have become members of 
the Association during the month. 

Sec. 6. For the faithful discharge of his duties, he shall give bonds in the 
sum of five hundred dollars. 

ARTICLE in. 

The Board of Directors shall, from time to time, appoint one of their num- 
ber, who shall be styled the " Director for the week," and whose duty shall be 
to have the general supervision of the internal afiairs of the Association, to re- 
ceive strangers who may visit the rooms, and to repress any disorderly conduct 
on the part of the members. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Members shall not remain covered in the Rooms. 

ARTICLE V. 
No loud conversation shall be permitted in the Reading Room. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

A member shall not assume the liberty of arranging the books or periodicals, 
or of performing any of the minor duties which deyolVe npon the Librarian. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

Section 1. No member or officer of the Association, shall enter the Rooms 
at unseasonable hours, (except on business,) to remove books, pamphlets, news 
papers, or any other property belonging to the Association. 

Sec. 2. No member shall take from the Rooms any book belonging to the 
Institution, unless the same be recorded ; or remove a newspaper from the fil0. 

Sec. 3. Any member who shall deface any book belonging to the Association, 
by marking upon it with a pencil, or otherwise, shall be considered amenable 
to Article XIY. of By Laws. 

ARTICLE Vm. 

MEETINGS. 

If different opinions shall be expressed regarding questions of order, or mode 
of debate, upon subjects before a meeting of the Association, such opinions shall 
be governed by the decision of the presiding officer, and if such is objected to, 
then by an appeal to the members present ; and if any individual persists in op- 
position to such decision, his right of membership shall be suspended. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A member shall not be permitted to interrupt another, unless it be to call him 
to order, or correct a mistake, nor be permitted to pass unnecessarily between 
the presiding officer and the person speaking. 

ARTICLE X. 

Members shall have the liberty of introducing a friend, not a resident of the 
city, to the privileges of the Rooms, except that of removing books from the 
Library, for the term of one month. 

ARTICLE XL 

Should A member transgress any article of these regulations, he shall be 
reported to the Board of Directors* who may tak^ such measures thereon as they 
may deem proper.

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The Board of Directors of the Mercantile Library As« 
sociation, in obedience to constitutional requirement, and 
according to the usual custom, respectfully submit to the 
members their Annual Eeport of the progress of the In- 
stitution, with a statement of its affsdrs and the success 
which has attended their labors during the official year 
ending this day. 

ROOMS. 

Early in our administration, the importance of opening 
the rooms of the institution during a portion of the day 
as well as evening for the better accommodation of mem- 
bers became at once apparent, from various causes. The 
growth of the Association caused such an increased de- 
mand for books from the library, that it was quite impos- 
sible to furnish members with volumes in the time pre- 
scribed by the regulations. After mature deliberation 
by the Board of Directors respecting the feasibility of the 
plan, it was referred to the Association. 

At a special meeting held October 18th, a vote was 
passed almost unanimously, instructing the Board to take 
such action as the demand required. The rooms were 
accordingly opened from and after December 1st, at one 
o'clock, P. M., and closed at ten o'clock. Although the 
season was most unfavorable for the commencement of 
this experiment, when viewed as a means for mcreasing 
the number of members, yet the result thus far, has friUy 



equalled the reasonable expectations of the government. 
This change should not be wholly regarded in its financial 
bearings. While it has doubtless added to the attractions 
of the Association and augmented its numbers, it has also 
afforded additional advantages to the members, in the 
facilities given them of access to both the library and 
reading room. 

LIBRABY. 

The committee to whom this important feature in our 
institution has been intrusted, have endeavored to study 
the wishes of the members by using all possible care and 
judgment in their selections. To meet the more imme- 
diate demand for books we have procured duplicate vol- 
umes of works already on the catalogue, for which there 
is a continual demand. We have also with a view to 
the permanent interests of the Association, aimed to pur- 
chase standard works that will enrich our library, as we 
conceive that much of its future usefulness depends upon 
the judicious selection of books which are not for a day, 
but for all time.

The alteration m the tune of opening the rooms of the 
Association, as before noticed, has enabled the govern- . 
ment to establish the responsible situation of librarian 
upon a new plan. 

We now employ but one person, who alone is respon- 
sible for all the details of business in this department, 
and whose entire time is . devoted to our service. This 
has given greater efficiency to the perfoimance of the du- 
ties ; the books are arranged in better order, and great 
unprovement has been made in the facilities of transfer 
and delivery. The board of direction were peculiarly 
fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Swett, the 
present incumbent, whose intimate knowledge of the 
various interests of the institution, and whose devotion 
to his duties are so conspicuously manifested, that we 
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bear cheerfiil testimony to his intelligence and capa- 
bility. 

NEWSPAPERS ^ND MAGAZINES. 

Since opening our rooms during the day, this impor- 
tant part of our institution has demanded the utmost 
care and attention. . ^ 

The increiased number of newspapers now regularly 
received, has required more space in the reading-room. 
It has been found necessary to remove the series of works 
of reference, including the Encyclopsedia Britannica, and 
others of like character, with books of engravings, maps,

Our financial balance as shown from . sale of tickets, is 
not so large as on some of the previous yeats, yet the 
Association has realized indirectly, quite as much, conse- 
quent upon confining their sale exclusively to members. 
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The size of the lecture haU, which is capable of seating 
about three thousand persons, compelled us to lunit the 
number of tickets but we firmly believe that were thei:e 
a hall to be obtained in Boston of greater capacity, five 
hundred more tickets could have been sold. 

From the yery general fayor with which these exer- 
cises haye been receiyed, we cannot but view with satis* 
&ction the last course of public lectures as, being emi* 
nently successful.

This sum has been paid into the treasury of the Asso- 
ciation. 

In view of the increased demand for tickets, we would 
respectfully suggest to our successors, that the price be 
fixed at two dollars. They would no doubt be as readily 
disposed of ; and while it would add to the funds of the 
Association, it would at the same time enable the lecture 
committee to present more varied attractions than they 
now find it in their power to do. 

LITERARY EXERCISES. 

The weekly exercises of Declamation, Debate, and C(xn« 
position, have been unusually attractive, each department 
of which has received the unwearied exertions of their 
respective committees. The good influence which these 
exercises produce, it is scarcely posdble to estimate too 
highly. 

BOOK-KEEPING AND PENMANSHIP. 

Fern^anent arrangements halve been made for instruc- 
tion in the above branches, under the tuition of Messrs. 
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Payson & Dunton, successors to Messrs. French & Fos- 
ter. The same advantages are offered members as here- 
tofore. 

COINS AND CUBIOSITIES. 

Several additions have been made to our collection, 
which, together with those deposited in our Rooms by 
the Boston Marine Society, are in a good state of pre- 
servation. 

Our expenses during the present administration have 
been somewhat enhanced from the increased expenditures 
consequent upon opening the rooms in the daytime, 
building of alcoves, and other alterations in the library 
room, the issuing of a catalogue, and various other ne- 
cessary outlays that will not occur another year. 

We are not enabled to show any increase of our 
already invested fiind, but we have the satisfaction of 
surrendering the Association to our successors free from 
debt, with a larger balance in the treasury than that of 
any former administration. The policy adopted by the 
government has been to meet the more immediate wants 
of the members by purchasing books, believing a well 
stocked library to be the safest investment, and from 
which the members will realize the surest returns. The 
government deeply regret that during their official term, 
circumstances have arisen in the history of the institu- 
tion, which have excited attention from the public in re- 
lation to its character and standing. We refer to the 
disturbances at the meetings of the Association for the 
purpose of stating that the hall at which the meetings 
are held will not comfortably accommodate more than 
one quarter of our members, and during any period of 
interest it has been found impossible to preserve that 
degree of quiet and order which is desirable. 
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Few institutions or corporations which contain so 
large a number of members, can point to a history so free 
from records of disorder as this Association. As the 
society increases in numbers it is desirable that those en- 
rolled among its members should cultivate those feelings 
of conciliation and courtesy, and recognize those laws 
which are so essential to the harmony and usefulness of 
all associated bodies. 

In thus surrendering the trust repofr^ in them, the 
government cannot but congratulate the members upon 
the exalted position the Association has attained in the 
community. Viewing the increased advantages now pre- 
sented, without any augmentation of the terms of mem- 
bership, we may safely calculate that its continued pros- 
perity is sure and certain.

ADDRESS. 



The place and occasion naturally suggest three topics 
for our consideration. The Institution, at whose invita- 
tion we are assembled ; the class of persons composing 
that Institution; and the social position these individ- 
uals sustain in their relations to society. The As- 
sociation, its members, and their social position, are the 
three prominent points to which I now ask your kind at- 
tention. 

And, first, allow me to remark that, to render the occa- 
sion useful and profitable, it is of the highest importance 
that the speaker should be fi-ank, — ^fearless, — ^fi*ee, — ^true 
to his own convictions; and that the audience should 
clearly appreciate that the only force, by which they can 
be truly benefited, hes in truth, spoken in sincerity, and 
listened to by awakened judgment and manly candor. 

This Institution has been so often before the pubUc 
within the few past years, that, to this audience at least, 
but little is required to be said respecting its history. A 
generation of men has not passed away since its organi- 
zation ; and those of its founders, who survive, are yet in 
active life. Still, this library is the oldest, of its kind, in 
the country ; and among similai- institutions maintains, as 
yet, its pioneer position. 

For the first twelve years of its existence, this Associa- 
tion occupied rooms in the building formerly known as 
Merchants Hall, which stood at the north-east comer of 
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Congress and Water streets. In 1832, it was moved to 
No. 93 Washington street, where it remained but one 
year, owing to its inabiUty to pay the rent. In 1833, 
rooms located No. 53 Washington street were leased, 
which were occupied till 1836. For the five years next 
succeeding, two rooms in Harding's Gallery, in School 
street, were occupied. In 1841, the Association leased 
larger and better apartments, in Amory Hall building, 
which have been occupied till the present time. 

This splendid and convenient suit of rooms are in great 
contrast with the narrow and uncomfortable quarters for- 
merly occupied by our members. Let the present gen- 
eration, who are connected here, see to it, that these days 
of prosperity be not echpsed by those which are past, 
when adversity gave energy to the few members who were 
connected with the Society. 

In glancing at the records, four distinct movements can 
be named, which have exerted great influence upon the 
character, and present- position and condition of the In- 
stitution. These are, the estabUshment of a fund, in the 
year 1835 ; the introduction of the weekly literary exer- 
cises, in 1836 ; the public lectures, in 1843 ; and the act 
of incorporation, passed in 1845. I have named these in 
their chronological order. But were they arranged in the 
order of their true value, the second would take its place 
before all the others. 

Without the literary exercises, the fund would lose half 
its efficacy. Without the fund, the lectures would never 
have been estabUshed. With no fund, we should not de- 
sire a charter. Yet charter, and fund, and lectures, nei- 
ther singly, nor combined, constitute the true glory of our 
Association. These can, and do exist, united in one 
body, and yet they do not attract crowds, with the degree 
of sympathy and interest our members exhibit. 



The introduction of the weekly Uterary exercises was 
the primal cause, the fountain and source, to which the 
present prosperity of the Association can be distinctly 
traced. We cannot suppress a smile, as we read the re- 
corded actions of the two rival parties, at the period these 
exercises were introduced. The agonizing cries of the old 
conservative members, who opposed the movement ; their 
rallying watchwords of ** innovation, — old paths, — ^well 
enough, — departed glory, — and Ichabod." 

These were no match for the young members, full of 
zeal, and panting for action, whose banner bore on the 
breeze the triumphant words," improvement, — ^progress, — 
excelsior ! " As might have been expected, youth, energy 
and zeal carried the day ; and the old party was soon put 
out of sight by the advancing host, attracted by the nov- 
elty and interest excited by the change in the character 
of the Institution. 

The adoption of these weekly meetings breathed into 
the then sickly and feeble society " the breath of life," 
and, we may almost hterally add, " it became a living 
soul." Let me assure the members, that whatever shall 
tend, in the most remote degree, to lessen the attractions, 
and distract the attention and attendance of the members 
from these meetings, is at war with the highest interests, 
and antagonistical to the best good, of the Association. 

These exercises have ever been the faithful mirror 
which has reflected your true condition. As they have 
been attractive and well attended, as they have failed in 
interest, and lost their hold upon the attention of the 
members, your other branches have been affected by pow- 
erful sympathy ; and the history of these weekly debates, 
compositions and declamations, for the past ten years, 
would be a history of the most essential advantages 
afforded by the Society. Let me respectfully and earnestly 
urge, upon the younger portion of the members, the im- 
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portance of these meetings, in introducing members to 
each other, and in affording a field for the display of 
whatever talents they possess. Your books, which are 
worth the reading, will be read with more attention and 
interest by the speakers and listeners at your Tuesday 
evening meetings ; while those which are not worth perus- 
ing will stand a better chance of the neglect they deserve, 
by the elevation of taste, and quickened thought, in the 
minds of those who might otherwise be tempted to take 
one of them as the companion of his leisure hours. 

So strong are my convictions of the utility of these ex- 
ercises, and of their value in enabUng you to make judi- 
cious selections in the election of oflScers ; of elevating 
and cultivating those who take part in them; of their 
influence in inducing members to continue their connec- 
tion from year to year ; and of the continued interest felt 
by those who, from various causes, are compelled to with- 
draw from our ranks ; when I observe that the Association 
has been of the most service to those who have been most 
efficient in this department, — ^I am compelled to admit that 
we could better afford to stop our pubhc lectures, to sink 
our fund, yes, even to vacate these new and beautiful 
rooms, and to ask the legislature to take back their parch- 
ment charter, with its honored autographs, than to give 
up these frequent gatherings, where mind meets mind, 
truth and error grapple, where character is developed, tal- 
ents find the standard of their influence, where mental 
culture is the natural growth of action, and where the 
young mind is brought in close proximity with all shades 
of opinion, and variety of character; where contact with 
living men is the school, and animated nature the best 
instructor. 

I ask, in all seriousness, what is an institution worth, 
which is generously endowed, but wanting a Uving, acting, 
practical ability for good to those connected with it ? 



Of what earthly use are immense Ubraries, without U»e 
men to explore for their hidden treasures ?-^— What are 
magnificent apartments worth, unless those who oecupy 
them are sensible . of their value, and can appreciate and 
apply them to some useful purpose ? 

What object so contemptible, as a corporation, with an 
immense government, a great name, high-sounding titles, 
but wanting in spirit, destitute of vitality, and bearing the 
same relation to our active, busy world, as do the bones 
of a mastodon in a lecture room I A vast carcass ; a great 
show of bones and teeth ; no power to bite or move ; and 
the wireSj by which the organization is kept together, vis- 
ible in every joint. But, unlike the noble remains of the 
animal, when the corporation shall have been overlaid by 
new creations, no man of science will dig for its bones. 
Its ashes will remain unmolested till the crack of doom 1 

Our Invested Fund has given the Institution a charac- 
ter, and placed its existence upon a sure and permanent 
foundation. Its officers feel justified in extending its 
operations, and in availing themselves of every means 
which is presented, to render the rooms more attractive 
to young men, and in procuring many valuable books and 
periodicals, which we have long wanted. 

The Public Lectures have been the means of greatly 
increasing the number of members, and of adding quite a 
sum of money to our funds. They have also placed us 
quite prominently before the public, and given the Insti- 
tution a character abroad, which is of great service. 

The Act of Incorporation has given us new privileges, 
placed our finances upon a safer footing, and has aided in 
securing the confidence of many merchants, whose good 
wishes and donations enable us to meet in these rooms 
this evening. 

The formation of a Cabinet of Curiosities was a subject

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which received the attention of the first memhers of the 
Institution. By their efforts, quite an attractive and 
novel display was collected. 

The Boston Marine Society, a few years since, depos- 
ited their collection with us. This mark of favor, from 
one of the oldest and most respectable charitable organi- 
zations in the country, has a two-fold value in our estima- 
tion. It enables us to ornament our rooms with the rare 
productions of foreign lands, while we feel it no small to- 
ken of interest and regard, from those whose friendship 
we prize ; as they represent a class of men of whom the 
nation has reason to be proud, as by their enterprise 

" Our nation's flag protects its wealthy sail, 
Br€ighU every tide, and charten every gale." 

When we look back upon the path through which this 
Institution has passed, and note the changes which have 
marked its progress ; the obstacles it has successively and 
successfully overcome ; when we recur to the self-sacri- 
ficing spirit and devotion of its members, and witness the 
success which crowned their efforts ; when we behold its 
present position and character, we feel that it is a subject 
jfor warm congratulation, for hearty thankfulness, and that 
this occasion is one of gratifying interest. 

This Institution has survived, through difficulties which 
threatened its very existence ; it has arisen, with renewed 
energy, over causes which have destroyed many similar 
organizations. It has triumphed, when poverty and neg- 
lect have unitedly opposed its progress. It has passed 
through times, when its pulsations were almost too faiut 
to indicate life and action. It comes down to us, a mon- 
ument of the efficaxjy and power of determined, resolute 
action. It stands, to-day, an object to teach us that pov- 
erty, neglect, and want, all vanish before an active and 
intelligent spirit. Its history gives assurance, that life 
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and energy can chase a thousand doubts, and put to rapid 
flight ten thousand lions in the way. 

It nowremams for those active in the government, and 
those to whom they shall, in turn, surrender the guidance 
of affairs, to so administer their official duties, that the 
Association shall withstand the greater dangers and more 
trying difficulties of luxury and affluence. This problem, 
time must solve. Our hopes are all erdisted in this mat- 
ter ; and I appeal to the members to resolve, that the trial 
shall prove to the world, that the Institution is alike im- 
pregnable to wealth and poverty, to neglect and popularity ; 
that its existence is demanded by the class for whom it 
was intended, and that its efficiency and usefulness keep 
pace with its age, its attractions, its wealth, and its 
extension. 

The Class of Persons, for whom these rooms are in- 
tended should not be lost sight of on the present occa- 
sion. Our charter indicates their qualifications to be 
"Young men engaged m, or destined for^ the mercantile 
profession." 

We have now 1200 members ; a very large majority of 
whom are between the ages of 15 and 25 years. 1200 
young men collected together, of any class in the com- 
munity, would make quite an interesting sight : but is 
not the interest increased when we know that that num- 
ber of young men are all engaged in active business ; 
that they are of the most interesting and influential 
class in this capital of New England; that in their 
ranks are represented every phase of the American char- 
acter, but that nine tenths of them are the sons of the 
substantial farmers, the prosperous traders, the enter- 
prising ship-makers, the intelligent mechanics, of Massa* 
chusetts and the northern portion of New England; 
that nearly every one of them is a graduate of the com- 
mon schools of which we boast, and that, to a very great 
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extent, the pecuniary condition o£ their parents is the 
one which Agur desired, for Providence has given them 
"neither poverty nor riches." 

Douhtless many of these young men have been taken 
from school at as early an age as was the late Dr. Bow- 
ditch ; that, like him, they might assist, by their industry, 
in procuring the means of subsistence to the family. 

Bead the names of our members ; mark the preponder- 
ance of Hebrew Christian-names. Examine the sur- 
names, and you find very few which are not noticed in 
the New England Genealogical Begister. Those names 
wiU meet your eye upon the muster-rolls of the revolu- 
tionary army; they were honorably represented when 
Wolfe fell at Quebec ; they appear upon the list of soldiers 
and sailors before whose valor the French struck their 
flag at Louisburg ; they were present when Gov. Endicot 
cut the hated papal ensign from the royal flag of 
England, &nd trod it beneath his feet in contempt. You 
will find them in Savage s edition of Winthrop s Journal, 
copied from the voting lists of Massachusetts, in the days 
when the road to the ballot-box led through the com- 
munion-table. You will find them in the records of the 
colony at the period when Gov. Winthrop wrote, in his 
journal, he '^ thought he should leave Salem and go to 
Massachusetts." 

These names are attached to the solemn covenant 
signed in the cabin of the May Flower, where, with one 
dash of the pen, a certain cure was adopted for the cor- 
ruptions and abuses of human government for centuries. 

These young men are the descendants of those who 
took Massachusetts, seven generations ago, a wilderness, 
bleak and inhospitable. Their industry, arms, and prin- 
dples, have made her what she now is. 

Free Labor, Free Thought, Free Schools, are the 
snacred trinity she has worshipped. Look around you, 
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and note the restdt. From the forests which have heen 
levelled, from the valleys which have heen exalted, and 
from the streams which now are turned to assist hmnan 
industry, a voice goes up which verifies the scriptural 
assertion, ^' There is that giveth and yet increaseth ; *' 
and also echoes hack the truth of the poHtical axiom, 
that " Freedom is the only certain cure for the evUs of 
Freedom."

Our members come from the great middle interest of 
New England, as it stands to-day. The city hoy, and the 
youth from, the country, here, for the first time, are 
brought together by a common impulse. 

In this throng, how many firesides and human hearts 
are interested. Upon the success or failure in life of 
these young men how many interests are involved* 
Should disgrace or crime overtake any one of them, would 
he be the only, or possibly the greatest sufierer ? And 
do I draw too imaginative a picture when 1 say that 
to-night, at this very hour, there is scarcely a town of 
any considerable size in the four northern New England 
States, which is not interested in our exercises through at 
least one representative in our ranks ? 

I might ask, what New England family is there which 
may not reasonably expect to have one of its number, a 
derk in Boston, connected with this Institution. 

I ask, in view of these facts, what society is there 
which can advance higher claims to the good will and 
munificence of the citizen desirous of bestowing his 
bounty where it will be of the greatest utility. Can any 
one organization show a wider field of usefulness, or ap* 
pear to the public more free from objection ? 

The New England Boy has the boundless earth be- 
fore him. Thanks to Heaven, his destiny, more than 
that of any other youth, is in his own hands. The 
daring and enterprising character of our population has

made it no novelty for him to find his fellow-countiymen 
wherever the genius of commerce has penetrated. 

He belongs to a race who are styled the Universal 
Nation ; but whose home-branch repudiates the idea of a 
^^Tuanifest" destiny. Wherever money can be made, or 
bold exploit attempted, Jonathan is sure to be at hand ; 
and, if we may credit the statement of a West Indian 
Governor, the confines of a hotter world would not arrest 
the progress of his acquisitive fingers. 

Wherever our hero sojourns, he carries his principle, or 
want of principle, with him, and his countrymen are 
blessed, or cursed, by mankind, according to the treat- 
ment they receive from the specimen they deal with. 

The great extent to which our population are scattered 
abroad, is hardly known to us. The children of the 
poorer class rarely remain at home long after they reach 
their teens. They leave the place of their birth one by 
one, and are not missed. The next brother takes their 
place; in his turn to follow in the footsteps of his 
brothers, who can with truth assert, " The whole bound- 
less continent is ours." 

While this diffiision among the poorer class is thus ex- 
tensive and universal, we shall find the same causes oper- 
ating among those whom we can designate as the middle 
class. Only one or two of the sons of a farmer or me- 
chanic follow the trade or profession of their father. 
One, perhaps, is educated; another goes to sea; one 
learns a trade ; and at least one goes into a store in the 
country or city. Respecting the one last named, we shall 
find, in too many cases, that he " runs for luck," and is 
peculiarly fortunate, if he obtains a situation where he 
can exercise his talents in the manner most favorable to 
their development. 

He, enters upon life with high hopes, and unclouded 
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prospects. The future is bright before him, replete 
with unborn joys, and full of day-dreams of happiness ; 
distant cities attract the attention of the young man, 
and, in his youth, he leaves the scenes of his childhood, 
the young circle of friends and neighbors, his father and 
mother, and the graves of his ancestors ; and when again 
his foot shall press the soil of his native town, he comes 
as a stranger and visitor; rarely ever as a resident. 

The numbers and proportions of this emigration can 
be but Uttle known in their aggregate results ; our opin- 
ions are generally based upon our own experience, in the 
immediate circle of friends and relatives. The extent, 
character, and tendency of this emigration, can best be 
illustrated, by reference to one of the brightest pages in 
the history of this Institution. 

Ten years ago, last October, one of our most active and 
beloved members died, leaving .an interesting family of 
sisters, with their mother, in destitute circumstances. 
One hundred and eight of our members came forward and 
raised a fund, by contributing one or two dollars each 
year, till the sum of five hundred dollars was paid the 
mother of their friend Torrey, in quarterly payments of 
twenty-five dollars each, for the term of five years. 

Those one hundred and eight young men signed their 
names in a book, where the plan was set forth, and 
also registered the names of their employers. Ten years 
only have elapsed since this benevolent scheme was 
adopted : a recurrence to that list of names, and in- 
quiries of the family and friends of those who have left 
us, give the following curious statistics. 

Of the one hundred and eight original subscribers, one 
hundred and two survive ; of whom sixty-seven reside in 
New England, and sixty remain in Boston. The forty- two 
who have left Boston are scattered, as follows : — eleven 
are now in the city of New York ; four in New Orleans ; five 
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reside in the state of Ohio ; two in New Hampshire ; two 
in Maryland, and one in each of the states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Alabama, and Arkansas ; two are now at sea ; 
one is reported as a resident " out west ; " one is a judge 
in Oregon ; and five reside in foreign lands, viz. : — one in 
Calcutta, two in the East Indies, one in Mexico, and one 
in the Sandwich Islands. 

Of the five who reside in Massachusetts, but away fii'om 
Boston, one is an editor ; one is in college ; one teaches 
school ; one is the cashier of a bank ; and one is a settled 
clergyman. Two reside in New Hampshire; one is a 
merchant, the other a missionary. 

Of the sixty who remain in Boston, forty-one are now 
in business ; twelve of whom are partners with those in 
whose employ they were at the time their names were 
registered. Eighteen only remain in the same situation, 
at the expiration of the ten years, of whom twelve, as 
above stated, have been admitted as partners. 

These one hundred and eight young men were in the 
employ of eighty-three different firms and corporations, 
fifty of. whom remain, and thirty- three only retain the 
same name and style of firm. Six of the original members 
have died ; two only in Boston, and at an interval of seven 
years firom each other. If mortality and morality have an 
intimate relationship, this fact tells its own story. Of the 
others who have departed, one died in Mobile ; one in 
New Orleans ; one breathed his last in France, whither 
he had gone to seek a milder climate ; and the dirge of 
the other was chanted by the elements, as a noble vessel, 
with her passengers and crew, went down into the depths 
of the Atlantic ocean. 

This authentic statement is made of the very best class 
of clerks ; those who had the pecuniary abiUty, and gen- 
erous disposition, to aid the relatives of their departed 
friend. They were employed by houses of estabUshed 
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reputation, where changes among the clerks are less fre- 
quent than with newer, or less fortunate houses, and yet, 
from Urn body, forty-one per cent, in ten years, are no 
longer with us ; and, so far as can he ascertained, hut one 
individual, horn out of Boston^ is now a resident in his 
native place. I would also observe, that the residences 
of the absentees are given Where they were at the last 
accounts ; and no allusion has been made to voyages and 
travels which are completed, and temporary residences in 
our own and foreign countries. 

What a stream of influence accompanies this tide of 
New England emigration ! Who can compute its amount, 
or gauge the extent of its power ? If these persons have 
all gone forth, — complete men, — embodying the best 
features of the New England character, and using eveiy 
means to advance either the moral or physical greatness 
of their new homes, who can question, that the places of 
their abode will have reasons for congratulation. 

This emigration is now greater than at any former 
period ; and if our Institution maintains its present posi- 
tion, each succeeding decade will find a larger proportion 
of its members scattered over the face of the earth. 

To these moving masses, our Association stands be- 
tween the schoolhouse and manhood. Most of our mem- 
bers come here fresh from school, at the very period when 
their tastes and habits are forming. Membership, here, 
occurs at the very turning point in their characters; 
and an accidental friendship or acquaintance, formed in 
these rooms, may give a new and better direction to their 
future career. 

New England, with lavish prodigality, makes ample 
provision for a decent education to every child bom within 
her borders. For more than two centuries, her schools 
have been her proudest jewels. She has guarded, witii a 
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watoMul and jealous care, that nothing shall come nigh 
to molest or hurt them. In times of peace and war, 
of plenty and want, she has never failed in this, her 
noblest work ; and, now, her ablest and wisest men are 
interested in these nurseries of thought, and teachers and 
preachers, legislators and citizens, are engaged in increas- 
ing the sphere of education, and elevating the standard 
of learning. 

Associations like this are demanded, to guide and dis- 
cipline the mind, and to direct the powers, and assist the 
energies, which the school has developed. The school 
has awakened thoughts, and given a thirst for knowledge : 
shall there be no fountain at which the youth can refresh 
himself, and gain new strength for future draughts ? Has 
tibe state done a kindness, in giving him a taste and crav- 
ing for mental food, if they are not to be gratified ? Is 
education complete, or are its best uses attained, unless 
it forms the basis of seK-culture and discipline ? How 
is a poor young man, with more wants than money, 
to avail himself of the treasures of hterature and science, 
unless some pubhc institution opens its doors, where he 
can participate as an equal, and feel that he has a riffhi to 
all its privileges ? 

Thb belations sustained by clerks to their employebs 
are a source of many troubles, and occasion unpleasant 
ti^oughts, and oftentimes result in mutual and reciprocsd 
hatred. Ip many departments of business, the compen- 
sation allowed to clerks is so small, that the sons of 
wealthy men have a monopoly of the places, which oper- 
ates unfavorably, two ways : it drives away a lai^e and 
Bheritorious class of young men, while it introduces imoth- 
er, who, from the very nature of the case, cannot take so 
active an interest, as those whom want and necessity urge 
forward. The influence of these rich clerks, in situations 
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where Utde or no compensation is aUowed, is very pemi- 
eious, in inducing habits of extravagance, inattention to 
business, and of substituting the swell manners and flash 
'appearauce of the roue, for the gentlemanly bearing and 
manly dignity of the good citizen. 

In branches of trade where a compensation is aUowed, 
it is generally too small for the interests of both partieB. 
EnUghtened selfishness would seem to dictate a reform in 
this matter. We are proverbial for our thrift, and have 
a character for knowing what investments will produce the 
best dividends ; and I submit, whether an investment, in 
the shape of increased salaries, would not exhibit as 
large returns, as any stock known to the board of bro- 
kers. 

Let any merchant reflect how large a portion of the 
details of his business is in the hands of derks, how 
powerful an agency they exert in his affiairs, how 
often he is the victim of their negligence, incompetency, 
or dishonesty, and he will perceive the great necessity for 
care in the selection ; and may we not hope a careful in- 
vestigation of the subject will lead him most cheerfiilly 
to pay ample remuneration for services rendered. Two 
poorly paid, dispirited clerks are not so valuable as one 
who takes an active interest in his employer s affiiirs, and 
goes to his business in earnest. 

A boy whose existence is an experiment, showing the 
lowest point at which body and soul can be prevented 
from dissolving their painful connection, is as far from 
being the Kving intelligence he was created for, and is m 
much below the level of his race, as are the jaded and 
broken-spiiited animals, we see carted about in cancan 
cages, below their brethren of the boundless forest. 

The best help, like the dearest law, is the cheapest ; 
and it will always be found the truest policy to practise the 
inspired precept, " the laborer is worthy of his hire." 
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There is a strange want of confidence exhibited in the 
intercourse between merchants and their clerks. Too 
frequently their conyersation resembles what may be 
termed cn^s^-examination. Confidence begets confidence. 
No man has so much talent and jpower as to be above 
learning many important points of intelligence, respecting 
both men and business, from his young men. Each of 
the parties moves in a different circle ; a^d the clerk, from 
the nature of his young companions, has equal means of 
obtaining valuable information his master enjoys. 

What would be said of a mihtary commander, and what 
would be his success and fate, did he not avail himself of 
all the talent and diversity of character in his subordinate 
officers? A mechanic is careful to attend to the sugges- 
tions of his workmen. A shipmaster should have the 
most perfect confidence in his mates and crew. And 
should a merchant lose all the advantages to be obtained 
from an active exercise of all the talents and means of 
information his clerks possess ? 

Another evil, attendant upon this intercourse, is the 
want of interest manifested by employers respecting their 
young men, during the time they are away from their 
places of business. In a very large majority of cases, 
employers do not trouble themselves about this matter ; 
and yet who does not see that upon this point depends, 
in a great degree, the value of the services rendered while 
the clerk is on duty. 

I ask clerks. How many of you receive any indications 
that your services are appreciated ? How niany of you 
have ever been invited to meet your employers at a house 
of worship, even in cases where they are professedly 
Christian? I ask, again, how many of you are requested, 
even once a year, to visit your employers at their dwell- 
ings for one evening of social intercourse ? What per- 
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centage of our members are sent here at the expense of 
their employers ? There are a few, and each year shows 
an increase of the number ; but they bear a very small 
proportion to our whole body. 

I am well aware that the above suggestions will, by 
many, be regarded as unworthy serious consideration. 
One wise saying will, in their estimation, explode the 
whole train of thought, and they will not be induced to 
make trial of any new plan, fearing, lest "familiarity 
should breed contempt." 

But, until brothers and sisters cease to be bound by 
the warmest ties ; till intimacies are not cherished, and 
love is extinguished; until firiendship is unknown, and 
children repay their fathers' kindness and their mothers' 
love and aflfection with contempt; — ^then, and not till 
then, will it be admitted that the frank and friendly in- 
tercourse between master and clerk, employers and em- 
ployed, at proper times and under judicious restrictions, 
will end in any thing but increased interest, mutual 
respect, and manly confidence. 

Another evil, which is more prevalent than formerly, is 
the false hopes often held out to young men to induce a 
sacrifice of present good upon the promise of future ad- 
vancement, — an advancement which is always future and 
ideal. What greater crime can be committed against 
society than to coolly calculate how far one can speculate 
upon the rising hopes of a young man, by basely holding 
before him a delusion, which, when exposed, wiU send 
him forth to the world a disappointed man, the victim of 
g^ierous confidence, of human cupidity, and the foulest 
wrongs. 

What punishment is due the niggard, who sunders or 
weakens the bonds which bind man to his fellow-man in 
ties stronger than aught save love and affection 1 What 
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is life worth when honor is gone ? And who shall repair 
the ruin to that mind, cheated of its fondest prospects, 
and allured to sacrifice its time in vainly chasing a buh- 
ble, which bursts ere the hand could grasp its emptiness! 

Let no young man for one moment imagine, however, 
that, because his manhood is not acknowledged, and his 
better nature and nobler impulses are not thus appealed 
to, there is, on his part, any relaxation of the high- 
est moral obligation to do every thing in his power to 
advance the interest of his employer. 

No neglect or remissness of the employer can obUterate 
his claims to all the abihty and force of character pos- 
sessed by the young man. His duty is none the less 
plain, because his life and enjoyments form no portion of 
the thoughts, and engage not the attention,, of the man 
who claims his time and talents. 

Two wrongs will not make one right. And the boy, 
whose daily actions and every movement are regulated 
by any such narrow and grovelling standard, fails alike in 
the duty he owes to his employer and to himself. 

Should negUgence and heedlessness become a habit, 
the injury to the employer is transient and temporary; 
while the evils, of which they are the prohfic parents, 
will follow their unfortunate victim through life, and prove 
a curse, from whose withering influence he will never be 
disenthralled. 

The lessons of the past, and the united voices of rea- 
son and revelation, urge the young man forward to his 
duty in every relation of hfe. By the constant exercise 
of fidehty, he will rise superior to the obstacles which 
seem to arrest his progress, and, by serving others, he 
will confer lasting benefit upon himself. Enlightened 
self-interest will press him onward in the path which 
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duty and obligation mark out ; and he wiU show the 
world, — ^and experience, himself, — ^the wisdom which dic- 
tated to a son the wise counsel, 

" To thine own self be trne ; 
And it most follow, as the night the day, 
Thoa canst not thea be false to any man." 

The SOCIAL POSITION of ' mercantile young men is 
equally removed from the two extremes of society. The 
sons of our wealthiest men do not mingle in our ranks. 
Their tastes are alien to the feasts we provide ; or, if the 
taste exists, it is accompanied by the means of gratifica- 
tion more congenial than the rivalry we encounter. The 
children of poverty do not visit us, as their daily tasks do 
not harmonize with the purposes of our association. 

The commercial class have a great influence upon both 
these divisions of society. From the nature of their 
profession they reside in cities, where masses of men are 
collected, bound by the ties of interest and consanguinity 
to the country. Business men, as a class, manage the 
corporate institutions in the land ; and, as these are con- 
ducted, they exert an effective agency upon the com- 
munity. But by far the healthiest influence exerted by 
the mercantile community results from the intelligence 
and character of those engaged in its pursuits. In New 
England, business men occupy a higher social position 

than in any other quarter of the globe. 

Hume informs us, that, during the period of the Eng- 
lish Commonwealth, " the prevalence of democratical 
principles engaged the country gentlemen to bind their 
sons apprentices to merchants, and commerce has ever 
since been more honorable in England than in any other 
European kingdom." 

By the arrangements of our social condition, the mer- 
cantile class is the only one by which wealth can be 
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commercial class performs a very prominent part in the 
great schemes for internal improvement, which are now 
the wonder and admiration of mankind. 

The great cause of education, and the benevolent and 
philanthropic societies, which so strikingly mark the 
present age ; the cultivation of the arts, and the aids to 
science, are each and all indebted to this class for their 
largest contributions. 

The influence of commerce is peaceful. The merce- 
nary gospel of the ledger denounces the god of war, and 
charges to his account a vast waste of blood and treasure, 
to the debit of profit and loss. 

Commerce is favorable to the fall development of the 
resources of every land, and calls to its aid all the light 
and knowledge which art and science can render. 

Wherever merchants have given a tone to society, 
civilization and refinement have had a dwelhng-place ; 
literature and the fine arts have been encouraged ; the 
standard of learning has been higher than in communi- 
ties where agriculture and the mechanic arts have been 
solely cultivated ; and reUgion now follows where com- 
mercial enterprise leads the way. 

The influence of commerce in the war of the American 
Revolution has never been so fully and faithfully depicted 
as by Mr. Sabine, in his late work upon the Royalists of 
the Revolution.* This vmter has given a Ust of the op- 
pressive laws and regulations which finally resulted in the 
war. He is of the opinion that England lost the affec- 
tion of the mercantile class of the Northern Colonies full 
a generation before she aUenated the South. 

* I am indebted to the able work of Mr. Sabine for nearly all my statements 
relating to our Colonial History. This gentleman's elaborate work will be a 
lasting monument to his industry, research, and fidelity.

The odious laws of .England, respecting the colonies, 
did not so much affect Liberty or Taxation, as they did 
the laws of Trade and Labor* 

The laws which prohibited the working of wood and 
iron ; which forbade the use of waterfalls, and the erec- 
tion of machinery; laws which shut out markets for 
lumber and fish; which seized sugar and molasses; 
enactments Hke these, paved the way for the battles which 
followed. And the patriotic claims of the merchants and 
ship-owners have not yet received any thing like their just 
weight fi:om History. As a class, they were undoubtedly 
the first persons who s^t themselves in array against the 
measures of the British ministry. 

While Cromwell hved, colonial trade was fi:ee. But 
after his death, the maritime interests of America soon 
felt the difference between a Puritan and a Stuart. 
Charles took measures to restrain and regulate the inter- 
course of the colonies with countries not in subjection to 
him, and even with England. itself. 

An EngUsh traveller, at this period, writes, that in 
Massachusetts some merchants were ** damnable rich.'* 
And another speaks of " a lady who came over from Eng- 
land with the valuable venture of her beautiful person, 
which went off at an extraordinary rate, she marrying a 
merchant worth nearly ^30,000." 

Massachusetts, in Cromwell s time, had her. own. cus- 
tom-houses and revenue laws, and exacted fees from ves- 
sels arriving at her ports. When, therefore, the royal 
collectors of Charles came over, they met with resistance 
from all parts of the country; Edward Randolph, the 
collector of Boston, was treated with aversion and. con- 
tempt. : The collector of Baltimore was killed, and scenes 
of violence attended the execution of the laws. 

For a long time the revenue laws were openly violated,

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and the King s officers were bribed to blindness, in matters 
which passed before their eyes. But about ten years be- 
fore the commencement of the war, the state of the pub- 
lic mind, and the exasperation of the merchants at the 
insolence of the revenue officers, clearly indicate that the 
restrictions to trade and commerce formed a very promi- 
neut cause of the revolutionary spirit. 

The collector of Boston was driven from the town, 
and sought refuge on board a man of war, in the harbor. 
The revenue boat was dragged through the streets by 
the populace, and burned upon the Common. 

The cutting oflf of the fisheries, which were then the very 
life-blood of New England, and the tidings that no ves- 
sel could leave or enter the port of Boston, were the 
crowning acts in the pohcy which produced an appeal to 
anas. 

The great body of the merchants of the thirteen col- 
onies were whigs. Fourteen, or one fourth part, of the 
signers of the declaration of Independen^ce, several of the 
geinerals, and other officers of the continental army, were 
bred to, or engaged in, Commerce. No class of persons 
were so cruelly oppressed ; none did more to throw oflf the 
British yoke. 

The New England Mind has always displayed a deci- 
ded predilection for the sea. The nations of the old world 
have been astonished at the measure of success which 
has attended the voyages of the Americans. They have 
sought a solution of the fact, by looking at physical 
eaoses ; but the success is attributable to moral and in- 
tellectual advantages. 

The American trader carries a heroism into his profes- 
sion, with which the caution and prudence of the Euro- 
pean cannot compete. 
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Our frequent vicissitudes of fortune, the eager strife 
for wealth, and the intensity of our thoughts and desires, 
tend to invigorate our exertions, and render us more im- 
pulsive than the rest of mankind. 

It was these elements, in their rare combination, which 
attracted the keen foresight of, and called forth a burst 
of eloquence from Burke, in the British Parhament, more 
than two generations ago. It was these national charac- 
teristics which excited warmth and enthusiasm in the 
philosophical and discriminating De Tocqueville, and led 
him to remark, that " Nations, as well as men, almost 
always betray the most prominent features of their ftiture 
destiny in their earliest years." " When I contemplate," he 
adds, " the ardor with which the Anglo-Americans prose- 
cute commercial enterprise, the advantages which seem to 
befriend them, and the success of their undertakings, I can- 
not refrain from believing that they will one day become the 
first maritime power of the globe. They were bom to 
rule the seas, as the Romans were to conquer the world." 

We are citizens of the metropoUs of New England, 
and, by virtue of that position, hold an important station 
in the social scale. Our city is exempt, to a remarkable 
degree, from that narrow jealousy, and mean suspicion, 
which too frequently mark the relations cities hold to the 
surrounding country. 

From the very foundation of the colonies. New England 
has ever been proud of Boston. If this statement is 
doubted, its truth can be known by reference to the rec- 
ords of the various town meetings held when the British 
shut up Boston harbor. The contributions which poured 
into the distressed town, the friendly offers of the neigh- 
boring harbors, and the resolutions of sympathy borne on 
every breeze, tell a story equally honorable to those who 
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gavcj and to the . recipients of their bounty. And these 
friendly offices of sympathy and patriotism have been re- 
paid, by the large sums which have since been raised 
here, whenever want, or fire, have brought desolation and 
distress to any portion of our population. 

One marked feature is observable in our history. 
The wealth of Boston has always been respectable, patri- 
otic, and influential. In what other city, do those who 
have a compietency enjoy so wide-spread and beneficial an 
influence, both in morals and poUtics ? This is to be at- 
tributed, in a great degree, to the fact that the accumula- 
tions have been made by commercial enterprise. 

This spirit of enterprise is favorable to enlarged views, 
and an enhghtened understanding ; and, by the extent 
and range of its intercourse, both foreign and domestic, 
it attains a knowledge of the world, and an acquaintance 
with the springs of human action. 

Boston will not answer to the description which Gold- 
smith has painted, in his graphic poem of the Deserted 
Village, where he speaks of a spot. 



." to hastening ills a prey, 



Where wealth accamulates, but men decay." 

Contrast the all-pervading influence of wealth, here, 
with the moral and poHtical relations sustained by the 
affluent classes in the other large cities in this country, 
where landed possessions, held in violation alike of the 
genius and spirit of our age and country, constitute the 
wealth of the rich: or, again, where faiflily influence, 
name, and character, form a caste in society, which yet 
withstands the influence of democratic equaUty. 

The present generation of Massachusetts men cannot 
be too grateful to the legislature which banished from 
our borders the toey families of the revolution. It was 
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a most wise and fortunate riddance of an uneasy and un- 
comfortable class of persons, whose presence here was 
calculated to embarrass the development of the American ' 
character, and to place a false estimate upon what is no- 
blest and dearest in a repubUc. We can pity the persons 
who suffered by this confiscation of property, and follow 
the exiles and their famihes, with sentiments of regret 
for their choice, to be subjects of George the king, rather 
than to be freemen in a Republic. A residence in the 
British provinces, doubtless, cooled their ardor ; for one 
of their number pathetically wrote to a. friend, that " their 
year consisted of nine months of winter, and three months 
of cold weather." Quite a change, surely, for men for 
whom our fathers made Boston too hot. 

The influence of wealth, when it is connected with 
pubhc spirit, and devotion to the best interests of the 
community, will here continue for many generations to 
come. Young as we are, we have seen the population of 
Boston doubled, and yet this infusion, of such a mass of 
persons, has not much changed the character, or altered 
the customs and habits, which are peculiar to this city. 

The early character, stamped upon New England by its 
founders, can be clearly discerned, at the distance of more 
than two centuries. 

Virginia and New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
each and all of them, are now standing examples of the 
influence of early legislation. The Western Reserve of 
Ohio generally echoes back the politics of Connecticut, 
from whence its people originated; and Western New 
York sympathizes with New England, rather than with 
the descendants of the Dutch settlers in the southern 
portion of that State. 

We learn from these facts the great importance that a 
state should be governed, in its infancy, by correct and 
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republican principles. The first impress a colony receives 
is never wholly obliterated. Let ns use whatever influ- 
ence we possess, so that every state or territory on this 
continent should be launched under the broad banner of 
Freedom, with a Constitution and Laws favorable to the 
Largest Liberty, and Human Rights protected against 
Lihuman Wrongs. 

As the stranger sails up our beautiful harbor, he be- 
holds, upon his right hand and upon his left, two promi- 
nent structures, erected mainly by the munificence of 
American merchants. At his right hand, he vnll see 
granite taken fi^om its native bed, and piled in sym- 
metrical proportions, iu commemoration of the conflict 
of our fathers to secure their, and our, independence. 
In our admiration for the means they adopted, let us 
never forget the ends they had in view. As we read 
the sad story of their sufferings and trials, and see the 
snow crimsoned with the blood which oozed from their 
lacerated limbs, as they marched in defence 

« Of their Altars and their fires, 
For the green graves of their sires, 
God, and their native land," 

agsdnst the well-clad and comfortable armies of a tyrant 
and a king, let us be true to the grandeur of their 
stem republicanism, and show mankind that the mighty 
Architect of the universe did not scoop out the valley of 
the Mississippi for the grave of Freedom ; the Rocky 
Mountains were not piled for its monument, nor Niagara 
made to roar its requiem. 

Turning his glance to the left bank of our city, the 
stranger s eyes will fall upon a monument erected princi- 
pally by the liberality of a Boston merchant, — ^not erected 
to tell of deeds of blood, but to pour the treasures of 
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light and knowledge into darkened minds. And though 
the founder of this institution cannot Uterally exclaim, 
with one of old, " When the eye saw. me, it gave witness 
to me," yet, like Job, he can truly say, " I was eyes to the 
bUnd ;" and, though the recipients of his bounty shall 
never see his face, their gratitude and regard will cheer 
the remainder of his days, and he will Uve in their affec- 
tions long after he shall be gathered to his fathers. 

Me thinks, in these two noble works, the thoughtful 
stranger can read an epitome of our national history ; the 
one pointing to our physical and pohtical greatness, — ^the 
other, illustrating the nobler deeds and sublimer triumphs 
of peace and enlarged Christian benevolence. 

The Young American is placed in a position the most 
favorable to a full development of his higher powers. 
His fathers left, three thousand miles behind them, the 
feudal institutions and corruptions of the old world. May 
that distance never be lessened I Rather, as wealth and 
luxury advance among us, let it be increased ! Let us be 
truly thankful that no artificial restraints prevent our 
attaining any station to which our culture would entitle us. 

Our people are pecuharly prone to worship the man 
who rises firom obscurity to eminence by the natural force 
of his character ; and the indomitable energy, whose on- 
ward and upward progress is superior to all opposing 
forces. 

Look about you, and see who the men are who have 
the strongest hold upon the popular mind. They are not 
the men of indolence and ease, the favored children of 
affluence. They are not those whose early advantages 
were what is generally regarded as the best. We ask 
not, Who a man is, so much as, What he is ? The com- 
munity regard a man much as they do a machine. Abil- 
ity to perform, is the ordeal through which both pass. 
We ask not, what does he know ? but, what can he dof 
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The fact cannot be disguised that, too frequently, dis- 
appointment attends the hopes of the father who liber- 
ally pays for what is called a liberal education for his son. 

Much of our collegiate education fails of its efficacy 
from the want of a practical acquaintance with the 
busy world, in the minds of those who emerge " from 
classic halls with sheepskin honors." The youth has 
been so long exploring the buried past, that, to his inex- 
perienced vision, our daily life appears a mystery ; and, to 
his " minds eye," it seems that " chaos has come again :" 
and, as Coleridge observes, our young man has " received 
arms and ammunition, instead of skill, strength, and 
courage," and he is " varnished, rather than poUshed." 

Far be it from us to underrate the value of a thorough 
education in a professional man. Of all men, the mer- 
chant should be the last to under-estimate the worth of 
early disciphne and mental training. No man more 
keenly experiences the want of this powerful agency in 
regulating and correcting the intellectual powers. No 
one has more frequent occasions for the services and 
entire resources of minds which have been reared in the 
severest schools of mental discipline. 

Oin- Collection of Books forms quite an attractive 
feature, in inducing young men to avail themselves of the 
privileges of membership. 

Books have been termed *' the monuments of vanished 
minds ; " and a circulating library pronounced " an ever- 
green tree of knowledge, which blossoms all the year." 
I quote Channing s words, at length, from his essay on 
Self-Culture, as they are the lofty ideas of his gifted mind, 
flowing in his pure, earnest, and simple diction. " It is 
chiefly through books that we enjoy intercourse with su- 
perior minds, and these invaluable means of communica- 
tion are in the reach of all. In the best books, great 
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men talk to us, give us their most precious thoughts, and 
pour their souls into ours. God he thanked for hooks. 
They are the voices of the distant and the dead, and 
make us heirs of the spiritual life of past ages. Books 
are the true levellers. They give to all, who will faith- 
fully use them, the society, the spiritual presence, of the 
best and greatest of our race. No matter how poor I 
am. No matter, though the prosperous of my own time 
will not enter my obscure dweUing. If the sacred writers 
will enter and take up their abode under my roof, — ^if Mil- 
ton will cross my threshold to sipg to me of Paradise, 
and Shakspeare to open to me the worlds of imagination 
and the workings of the human heart, and Frankhn to 
enrich me with his practical wisdom, — ^I shall not pine for 
intellectual companionship ; and I may become a culti- 
vated man, though excluded from what is called the best 
society in the place where I Hve." 

It is related, in the memoirs of Dr. Bowditch, that, in 
his youth, he copied twenty folio and quarto volumes of 
scientific works, as his means were too slender to permit 
him to purchase them, and he wanted to possess their 
contents for future reference. He is the representative 
man of many of his countrymen, in this eager " pursuit 
of knowledge under difficulties." 

There are now more than twenty-five thousand volumes 
a year, recorded upon the hbrarians' books of this In- 
stitution. To suppose that any considerable portion of 
these books have been taken home for any other purpose 
than to amuse their readers, would be fallacious. May we 
not hope Sir Anthony Absolute's answer to Mrs. Malaprop, 
when, in her learned ignorance, she called a hbrary a *' vile 
place," may be true of our young men, " that those who 
are so fond of handUng the leaves will long for the fruit 
at last."

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In the depaitment of American History, this library is 
better filled than any other of its size. And yet, while 
perusing the vast number of books we offer the youthful 
inquirer into his country's history, we are compelled to 
regret that so large a portion of our annals are to be 
written. I ask, where can we find a fair and candid His- 
tory of the two rival PoUtical Parties which sprang into 
existence immediately upon the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution ? 

What historian has done justice to the Purity, Patriot- 
ism, and Moral Sentiment, of the party of Washington, 
Hamilton, Jay, and John Adams ? Where shall we find 
a cool, dispassionate, and philosophical sketch of these 
statesmen, who, for twelve years, dnected our ship of 
state, amidst darkness and gloom, internal commotion 
an4 foreign war ? Fortunately^ for this party, they built 
their own monument, — ^It is, the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

Strange anomaly! for a nation to worship an idol, 
while the hands which reared its majestic form reap no 
honors, and their names and principles are blackened by 
demagogues, whose conduct suggests, to the mind, the 
fabl(3 of the live jackass and the dead Hon. 

If we turn to the great RepubUcan Party, whose 
sway w^s so long continued, and whose movements gave 
so powerful an impression to this vast repubHc, where 
shall the young American, on the verge of manhood, 
desirous of learning more than the party presses tell, 
inform himself respecting the pohtical creed, views, and 
maxims of Jefferson, Livingston, Clinton, and Madison ? 

I am well aware that biographies and histories abound, 
from which, fragments of the hves of these men can be 
jlaiown. But we want a work of pohtical history, which, 
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while it records the actions, and reflects the condition of 
the age of which it treats, above every other considera- 
tion, shonld be candid and just. 

The most impartial account of these interesting por- 
tions of our history, yet published, was written and 
printed in another language, and had to be translated for 
the benefit of our people. 

The people of New England are one of the results of 
EngUsh Puritanism ; but, if we seek in history for a 
faithful account of our ancestors, we find caricature in- 
stead of character, the grotesque instead of the graphic, 
and libels and slanders instead of justice and truth. 

The Tory historians of England, those eloquent apol- 
ogists for tyranny, have, to a great extent, poisoned the 
minds of too many Americans respecting their transatlan- 
tic ancestors, whose principles and characters have been 
depicted by haughty cavaliers, and whose hves and con- 
versations have been reported by irrehgious and profligate 
writers. 

We should not be bhnd to the faihngs, or wish to put 
out of sight the errors and mistakes, of our fathers. Let 
justice be awarded to these men. But while they pass be- 
fore her tribunal, let not her bandage give place to the lens 
colored by party hues; let no false weights turn her 
scale, while her sword executes vengeance upon our Puri- 
tan predecessors. 

Where can we turn, in English history, and find a true 
dehneation of the lofty virtues and moral heroism of Sir 
Henry Vane? Who has vindicated the reputations of 
Hampden, Eliot, Pym, Kussell, and Milton ? Who has 
beMended 

" The glorioas dream of Harrington, 
And Sidney's ' good old cause ? ' ' 
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What American can read the histories of these men, 
and not 

'- Feel the full heart as greatly swell. 
As when the Roman Cato died, 
Or when the Grecian victim fell? ^' 

Forster, Carlyle, and Macaulay, I know, have bravely 
breasted the torrent of falsehood and abuse. AU honor 
to them. But still we may safely assert, that Historical 
Justice has not been awarded the noble men who- are 
known, in EngUsh history, as the Roundheads. We 
wish to know something, at least, of the effect of Puri- 
tanism upon the trade, the wealth, the comfort, and the 
daily life of the masses,, during its connection with the 
government. 

New England has a large unsettled account with the 
venal and corrupt writers who have abused her name, 
her history, and her character. 

Stedman's account of the Revolutionary War is as fair 
and honest a work as was published in England, by any 
one who served as an officer in the British army. He 
is, doubtless, generally believed by his countrymen ; and 
yet, open his pages, and you shall see it stated that the 
people in Middlesex County were savage enough to scalp 
several of the British soldiers who fell in the retreat 
from the battle of Lexington.^ 

Open the American Encyclopedia, where we should 
expect to find a true and candid history of Oliver Crom- 
well, and you will be regaled with a worthless tissue of 
abuse and falsehood, better calculated to excite pleasurable 
emotions in the breast of an EngUsh Tory, than to convey 
facts and historical information to an intelligent American. 

Turn to Alison, and his pages are filled with lies and 
blunders, so grossly intermingled, that the lies would ex- 
cite indignation, if the blunders did not provoke laughter. 
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Let us hope that the works of Mr. Sparks, and his 
friends and colleagues in American history, may speedily 
turn the current of popular thought, and create a demand 
for works written by men whose minds and hearts are 
deeply imbued with the great idea of the value of man as 
man ; of his capacity for freedom, and the power which 
liberty bestows, where the government is of all, by all, 
and for all; works which shall inspire our youth with 
sentiments replete with the loftiest patriotism, and infuse 
into the popular mind loyalty to right and truth, and 
fidelity to the requirements of Christian benevolence and 
an all-embracing humanity. 

The estabhshment of People's Journals, and Young 
American Magazines ; the array of talent connected with 
the periodical press ; the increased attention paid to the 
practical sciences ; the popular interest which follows the 
man of science and cultivation, when he leaves the clois- 
tered halls of the university and comes out into the 
breathing world, and speaks words of wisdom and instruc- 
tion to listening thousands ; the manlier tone observable 
in writers on both sides of the Atlantic ; their pointed 
attacks upon the shams and false standards which yet 
blind the masses ; and, above all, the rapid progress in 
society of the principles and elevating tendency of Chris- 
tian democracy, each and all are causes for congratula- 
tion, and point to that "AH Hail Hereafter," which one 
of England's modem poets shadows forth in his pro- 
phetic lines, 

" There's a good time coming, boys, 
There's a good time coming ! " 

Essays are written, books are published, sermons 
preached, and innumerable addresses dehvered, for the 
benefit of young men. The moral temptations of cities, 
and the depravity of boys, are topics upon which imbe- 
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cility itself seems eager to expend both wind and ink ; 
and yet, amidst this green wilderness of fruitless leaves, 
what voice comes up, to equal the direct admonition, 
mascuUne thought, and sterhng good sense, which Cob- 
bett gives, in his nervous and terse Saxon language? 

The eloquent appeal of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
is, perhaps, an exception to all other American works of 
this class. A few of Jefferson's letters to his young 
firiends convey sound, practical advice, worthy the atten- 
tion of all American young men ; and the book which 
the late Chancellor Kent has written, for the benefit of the 
members of the New York Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion, recommending a course of reading, should not only 
be possessed by young men, but its criticisms on books, 
and its aim and spirit, should be familiar to every intelK- 
gent merchant. But of the great mass of books ad- 
dressed to youth, it can be truly said, they are de- 
fective, as their authors have not followed the train of 
thought which moved the man of old to write to " young 
men because they were strong" but have rather adopted 
the leading idea of the compiler of the New England 
Primer, in their adaptation to infant minds. 

These books may be of service to a few deUcate, only 
sons of anxious mothers, — ^the boys, whose maternal 
parent is not always aware of their absence from home ; 
the innocent youths, whose prudence prompts them 
to mark cases of goods, " every side up, with care," to 
ensure safety from heedless cartmen. But they are to- 
tally useless as guides for the daily life of boys who walk 
alone, conscious of their difficulties and dangers ; who 
are looking forward to manhood as the period of their 
ambition, and a good character, as their passport into the 
society to which they aspire. 

We do not want a race of men, whose every step resem- 
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bles the movements of a machine — the slaves of a set 
code of arbitrary regulations respecting matters of daily 
life, — ^but we want men who are at home in all the varied 
details of active duty ; equal to any emergency, and suited 
to adorn any station in which men are placed ; — those, 
the " daily beauty of whose life," whose honest thought, 
gentle manners, and good to all, are so mixed, " that 
Nature can stand up and say to all the world, This is a 
man," whose character disarms slander, outUves scandal, 
and is proof against whatever maUce, envy, or falsehood, 
shall invent. 

We have too many resolutions — too httle action. The 
Acts of the Apostles is the title of one of the books of the 
Scriptures — their Resolutions have not reached us. We 
must have men who 

" Act with the just, the generous, and the brave, 
Toil for the world, its master, not its slave ; 
Those bold reformers, true, as well as warm, 
Whose chief ambition is their omn rtform^'* 

Having thus hastily and imperfectly glanced at this 
Institution, its objects and history, and briefly noticed 
the class of persons to whom it opens its doors, and the 
influence they will exert as merchants and as men, in 
closing, I would address myself to the members at whose 
call we are now assembled. 

These rooms, and all they contain, are opened for 
your benefit. You are invited here to partake of food 
to satisfy the longings of your souls, and to mingle with 
your equals and brothers in cultivating your powers and 
storing your minds with intellectual treasures. I invoke 
you to use every advantage here ofiered. ' 

If you would advance in the world, and be honorable 
and useful to your age and race, here is an ample field 
for the exercise of your higher nature. 
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The work must be your own. Those only who go into 
the water swim. The moving principle must come from 
within. These rooms will be of service only to those who 
use them. 

Having attained the object which has so long engaged 
the attention of our members, the securing of rooms, let 
us now unite all our forces to increase our Library, and 
make it all we could desire. ' 

The dying advice of the father of the wisest man, 
who was to be his successor as ruler of Israel, was, '^ Be 
thou strong, and show thyself a man," May the last 
accents of the Hebrew monarch guide your youthful 
ardor, and be the ruUng principle which shall urge you 
onward to attain the full measure and perfect stature 
of m^n, 

" Knowledge and Virtue ! sister powers, 
Who gaard and grace a Christian state 
Better than bulwarks, walls, or towers, — 
To you these halls we dedicate."

Happy are we if there may yet appear 
More of such hearts our future course to cheer ; 
Happy, if more of that same spirit bums — 
Will yet produce an Atkins or a Stearns I 
Happy, if to society it yields 
Another Whipple, yet a gem hke Fields. 
Take but their acts our onward course to guide. 
To their wise counsels all our works confide. 
Their shining, bright examples emulate, — 
No fears of what will be our future fate. 

My task is done ; and yet a moment more 
My muse would ask your kind consent to soar. 
Morals, I m well aware, in these fast times. 
Especially when hitched to vapid rhymes. 
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Are voted vulgar, — and but seldom pass 
For their true worth and value, with the mass. 
Yet would I fain some old advice submit, 
Whose trifling worth I leave you to admit. 

Keep cool I the secret of success in life 
Lies not in haste, excitement, bustle, strife. 
This « bolting dinners," hurrying to and fro ; 
Keeping up one continued, constant " go ; " 
Taking your pleasure jaunts at railroad speed, 
And never stopping aught to see or heed ;

Gentlemen of the Association : 

It has devolved on the Board of Directors to make a 
final report of the past and present affairs of our society, 
before you terminate its existence as a private institution, 
and suffer it to merge entirely into the form and legal rela- 
tions of a ''body corporate." But, though ours be a final 
report, we desire that no one may mistake it for a requiem 
The Association, after an ''infancy" four years longer in 
duration than is required of individuals, is now recognised 
"by statute" as a responsible agent, at liberty to do busi- 
ness on its own account. It goes forth into the world with 
its well-saved earnings still increasing, its means of useful- 
ness ever enlarging, its tide of success setting to the flood. 
Still more, it has twenty-five years of its own valuable 
experience (an experience rugged with long and trying 
conflict with poverty, neglect, contempt, and many other 
obstacles,) to look to for advice and encouragement. 

It may not, perhaps, be deemed either useless or inap^ 
propriate, in this report, to take a hasty retrospect of the 
records, and recapitulate from the secretary's minutes, and 
the occasional reports of the directors, some facts in its 
twenty-five years of history indisputably of great interest 
to all concerned at the time they occurred, and not entire- 
ly indifferent to us now. 
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The first preliminary meeting of this Association was 
held at the Commercial Coflfee House, (corner of Milk and 
Batterymarch streets.) Saturday evening, March 11, 1820, 
Theodore Lyman, Jr. in the chair. At this meeting it was 
resolved, that the annual assessment should be two dollars, 
and that " each subscriber should present the library one or 
more volumes, either in biography, history, voyages, trav- 
els, or works relative to mercantile subjects;" and a com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of Messrs. Samuel A. Otis, 
John G. Gibson, and Charles J. Johnson, to report a code of 
rules and regulations. A second meeting was held in the 
same place, on Friday evening, March 17, 1820, the late 
Mr. Lynde M. Walter presiding. Twenty-nine articles of 
regulation were then reported by the committee, and ac- 
cepted, with the exception of one relating to the opening 
of the library rooms on the Sabbath evening, which was 
submitted to further consideration. It was subsequently 
decided, by a vote of 104 nays to 29 yeas, that the library 
should not be opened any portion of Sunday. 

Circulars were sent to prominent merchants, to the effect, 
that a person would call upon them immediately to receive 
such books as they might be pleased to present to the soci- 
ety. The regulations which the subscribers had adopted, 
provided for the election of seven directors, a treasurer and 
a secretary, and it was subsequently resolved, that one of 
tlie candidates for directorship should be "a young man 
in the employment of a dry goods merchant." 

The third meeting of the subscribers was held in a room, 
which they had procured for their library (and which they 
occupied for a long time afterwards,) in Merchants' Hall, 
corner of Congress and Water streets, occupied in part, 
then, and subsequently, by the Post Office, but several years 
ago pulled down to make way for a handsome block of 
stores. Mr. John S. Tyler was moderator, and Mr. Charles 
J. Johnson (who had officiated in the same capacity at the 
two previous meetings,) was secretary. The following 
officers were then elected, viz :

The treasurer was required to give bonds in the sum of 
$500. 

** Boston^ April 24, 1820. The library was opened for 
the reception of the proprietors, and was visited by many 
gentlemen and ladies, who were much gratified with the 
progress of the institution." 

The laws of the society, at this time, were the same, 
with a few additions, and slight alterations, as have always 
governed it. At a monthly meeting of the directors, a few 
weeks afterwards, it was decided to elect a chairman for 
the term of one month, and Mr. H. A. Davis was chosen. 
The same gentleman was re-elected several times for a 
like term, with all the powers of a president, though that 
office was not created until February, 1833. 

The first quarterly report of the treasurer (John G. Gib- 
son,) to the proprietors, June 26, 1820, represented the 
receipts to have been as follows, viz :

Deducting the expenses, the balance of funds in the 
treasury was $63 33. 
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Mr. Gibson seems to have performed the duties of his 
place with great precision, and fidelity, and indeed all the 
offices at the outset of the enterprise appear to have been 
filled by young men of far more than ordinary capacity. 
One of the earlier librarians was Mr. William Jarvis Eaton, 
afterwards agent in Boston of the celebrated bankers, 
Messrs. Rothschild. In the following September, Mr. Gib- 
son resigned, and Robert Farley, Jr. was appointed his 
successor. 

The first creation of honorary members was in Nov. 6, 
1820, when the following named gentlemen were elected, 
viz^:

After a lapse of a year from the commencement, Mr. 
Farley represented the balance in the treasury to be $20 01. 
At the same time, Mr. Edward Codman, chairman of 
the directors, made the first report on the condition and 
prospects of the Association. He stated, that the libra- 
ry at that time (April, 1821,) consisted of 954 volumes, 
including reviews, and 32 pamphlets. The society had 
gained 14 new subscribers, and lost 24 of the original pro- 
prietors. 

The rent was $125, and the librarian's salary $100 per 
annum. A donation of thirty dollars had been received 
a short time before, from Mr. William Sturgis, a gentle- 
man, who, by his frequent *gifts of money, his favorable 
represcHtation of the society to men of means, his excellent 
lectures in our recent popular courses, and his counsel and 
advice at all times, has since proved an invaluable friend 
to the institution.

A committee was appointed to solicit subscriptions, and 
the treasurer's bond was reduced to $250. In June, 1824, 
a committee was chosen to *' consider means for promoting 
the interests of the institution, and report thereon." Mr. 
Geo. A. Sampson, the chairman of the committee, after- 
wards reported, that " from the condition of the funds of 
the institution, it was quite impracticable to make any far- 
ther purchases of books, the receipts not being more than 
equal to the current expenses. He therefore suggested the 
propriety of selling Rees' Encyclopedia, and applying the 
proceeds to the purchase of popular works." The En- 
cyclopedia was sold accordingly for $100, half of which 
was immediately appropriated for the purchase of new 
books. This is a fair illustration of the diflBlculty with 
which the society was sustained during a number of years: 
On the 24th of August, in this year, the library was "bril- 
liantly illuminated," like the rest of the Merchants' Hall 
building, " in honor of the arrival in this city of General 
La Fayette." In September, the room was again let to 
Mr. Fisher for a course of law lectures. During this less 
fortunate portion of the society's existence, the resignation 
of directorship was of so frequent occurrence, that we have 
not stated by whom the vacancy was supplied, contenting 
ourselves with giving the names of the officers appointed 
at the annual elections.

Mr. Sampson was chosen chairman of the board for the 
current year. He resigned ; a vote of thanks was passed 
for his long and faithful services, and William McCandlish, 
Jr. was elected by the directors to preside in his stead. 
Nothing, perhaps, could give these two gentlemen more 
satisfaction, were they still living, than to witness the al- 
tered prospects and present prosperity of the institution, to 
advance which they labored through a series of years with 
so much disinterested zeal and perseverance. Unfortu- 
nately, neither survive ; the latter coming prematurely to 
his death by drowning in Boston harbor, on the 9th of July, 
1828, while yet a director of the Association ; and the for- 
mer, though living long enough to become a merchant iii 
good standing, dying in the midst of his usefulness, in the 
meridian of life. 

In August, 1825, the institute still retrograding, a com- 
mittee was appointed to wait upon the editors of the city 
press, and obtain their intercession with the public in favor 
of the society. In September, of the same year, the balance 
in the treasury, agreeably to the report, was only $33 73. 
In the month of January, 1826, an *^ Address to the Mer- 
chants of Boston," was published by the Association, 
representing its situation in very moving terms. In this 
appeal, complaint is made, that the old patrons of the soci- 
ety seem to have forgotten its existence, and, apparently 
influenced by the conduct of their employers, many young 
men have withdrawn from the list of members. The libra- 
ry, it is stated, in this address, contained "nearly eleven 
hundred volumes."

Upon application, the Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge, for the consideration of $75, delivered the As- 
sociation 140 tickets to its course of popular lectures. 

At the annual meeting for the choice of officers, in April, 
1830, Mr. E. J. Coates, in behalf of the directors, made a 
long, elaborate, and valuable report upon the past history, 
present condition, and future prospects of the institution. 
The number of subscribers, which in 1828 was only 81, 
was now increased to 232, an addition ascribed by Mr. 
Coates to the favorable arrangement made with the " Soci- 
ety for the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge," by which the 
members were allowed admission to its very popular lec- 
tures for a charge merely nominal. The library seems to 
have been much more prosperous during this administra- 
tion than for a number of years before, — perhaps more so 
than at any time previous. The report referred to, states, 
that on the 1st of April, 1830, there was a balance of $186 
in the treasurer's hands, notwithstanding his disbursements 
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had been large on account of many valuable additions to 
the library; 212 volumes having been added during the 
previous year. The library then comprised 1,846 volumes. 
The author of this excellent report, Mr. Coates, was for a 
long time invaluable as an active member oi the Associa- 
tion, and since his retirement from its ranks, though far 
removed from the scene of its operati6ns, (having been en- 
gaged of late years in business in London,) he has con- 
tinued to evince an abiding interest in its success.

In consideration of his untiring friendliness towards the 
society, of which he had been one of the founders, Mr. 
Lynde M. Walter (who had now abandoned his commer- 
cial pursuits, to establish and conduct the ^^ Evening Tran- 
sa-ipV^ newspaper,) was made an honorary member. 

Arrangements were made in October for removing into 
new rooms in Water street, but owing to some misunder- 
standing with the proprietor of the proposed location, and 
abatement of rent by their old landlord, the directors con- 
cluded to remain in Merchants' Hall. At this time some 
excitement was created by two incidents ; the first, the 
breaking open of the rooms by an impatient member ; the 
other, an informal call for and assemblage of the members 
at a meeting in Concert Hall, to animadvert on the ad- 
ministration of the society's aflairs.

In the month of April, this year, the Board of Directors 
published an address to the merchants of Boston, appeal- 
ing to them to aid the flagging means of the Association. 
This appeal elicited from a Boston merchant (then distin- 
guished for his many virtues, and since rendered venera- 
ble and illustrious by his munificent philanthropy,) the fol- 
. lowing letter, enclosing one hundred dollars : 
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Boston, May 14, 1832. 
To the Chairman and Directors of the Mer, Lib. Assoc. 

Young Gentlemen : — ^I have read your circular with 
mingled emotions of pleasure and pain, — ^With pleasure, 
for the evidence it affords of the benefits of your Associa- 
tion, in planting, cultivating, elevating, and strengthening, 
in its members, broad and deep views of duty, not only as 
merchants but as citizens. That your Association, having 
" in its favor the testimony of experience," should lack the 
means of extending its usefulness to its utmost limit, is a 
painful consideration, and shows how apt we are to over- 
look, or pass by, objects of real and substantial good in 
search of hidden and remote ones, which are, at best, of a 
questionable character. Be true to yourselves and the pub- 
lic will be just to you. It cannot be, that, when ye ask for 
bread ye will receive a stone. 

With the best wishes for your Association, and a hope 
that each member of it will qualify himself to fill the highest 
station that any merchant now fills, be pleased to accept 
the accompanying ($100) from 

Your friend and fellow citizen, 

{Signed,) Amos Lawrence. 

In addition to. this very friendly letter and donation, 
Mr. Lawrence presented the institution, a few weeks 
afterwards, with about thirty volumes of valuable works, 
judiciously selected, from his own private library. One of 
these he expressly commended to the perusal of the mem- 
bers: it was Thomas Chalmers's ^' Application of Christ- 
ianity to the Com/merdal and Ordinary Affairs of lAfe^^ a 
book which, we will venture to say, h^s been read as much 
as any other sterling work in our collection. Let us say 
of these books, as our predecessors said in reply to the 
generous donor : " They came to us with the reputation of 
having been in long and good service ; it shall be our care 
that their reputation remains unsullied." 
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In December, the Chairman of the Board, Mr. T. C. W. 
Pierce, gave notice, that, in addition to the sum received 
from Mr. Lawrence, ^150 had been collected of the mer- 
chants, in aid of the exhausted treasury. 

According to the report of the directors, on the 2d of 
January, 1833, the number of members was 170, the libra- 
ry contained 2,378 volumes, and there was a balance of 
$270 in the treasury. The decrease of their numbers is 
ascribed to the formation of another institute of a similar 
character, and the discontinuance of the arrangement for 
the admission of the members to the lectures of the Society 
for the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge. In this report, 
which is very creditable to the writer, (Mr. Pierce,) the 
frequent resignation of the officers, and election of inexpe- 
rienced and indifferent candidates, is strongly deprecated 
as the cause of much inefficiency and actual mischief, and 
the elevation of the standard of qualification for ol^ce 
zealously advocated.

The largest number of votes thrown at this choice of 
officers was 17, shewing a great difference between that 
and our recent elections, in which the number of ballots 
has been over 400. The Association, suffering under this 
decline, now seemed to be at its last gasp, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to wait on the president of a society 
of merchants, known as the " Boston Mercantile Associa- 
tion," to ascertain if such a connection could be made as 
would allow the former to exist under its patronage. 
Meanwhile, the existence of the institution was protracted 
by the treasurer's loans from individual members. This 
was the darkest period in the history of the Mercantile Li- 
brary Association. In June, the annual assessment was 
reduced to $2. At this time the list was reduced to 60, — 
a number which was decreased still further, by the appre- 
hension, that every member over 21 years of age was lia- 
ble for the debts of the society, which already amounted 
to about ^112. Its active friends were sunk in the depths 
of despondency. Mr. G. L. Huntington, (who had suc- 
ceeded to the presidency on the resignation of Mr. Mather,) 
resigning his office in September, Mr. Isaiah M. Atkins,*Jr. 
was elected president, and the vacancy created in the board 
by his promotion, was filled by Mr. A. O. Bigelow. The 
number of directors, which, in the scarcity of members, it 
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would seem should have been reduced, was now, by an 
amendment of the constitution, increased from 7 to 10. 
About this time, the first mention is made of Mr. Edward 
Steams, as an active member, but subsequently tl^ere is 
hardly a page in the history of the Association in which his 
name, and that of Mr. Isaiah M. Atkins, Jr., do not appeaj; 
and it deserves to be mentioned to the credit of both these 
gentlemen, that from that day to this, (Mr. Atkins for a 
much longer period,) they have been zealous and efficient 
members of this excellent institution.

The prospects of the Association appear now to have 
materially revived. Eighteen of the more prominent mem- 
bers signed a pledge, each agreeing to procure a certain 
number of members, previous to the first of January, 1835, 
or, in default, to pay the same number of assessments. 
Within the time specified forty-three new members were thus 
obtained. Most of the same gentlemen, together with some 
others, to the number of twenty-five, also subscribed one 
dollar each, for the purchase of new books. Surely such 
conduct as this, deserved the most favorable countenance 
and support of every intelligent Boston merchant. 

A proposition was made (and for some time entertained,) 
to "amalgamate" the Association with the " Young Men's 
Society." According to a report made at this time, the 
number of non-returned books during the past six years 
was 204. The whole amount of expenditures, for the year 
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ending Feb. 1, 1835, agreeably to the very creditable re- 
port of the president, Mr. Atkins, was $320 88; the receipts 
$326 20; excess of liabilities over assets $6 86; being the 
whole amount of the treasury's deficit. The number of 
new members obtained within the year (mostly within the 
last four months,) was 113. The entire list is estimated at 
not less than 150*; a fact from which it would appear that 
the institution, thrown off the track for a while by the ob- 
stacles which had fallen in its way, was again replaced, 
with some little impetus, on its certain road to prosperity.

In the early part of this year, a proposition was made, 
that the association should institute a course of public 
lectures on mercantile subjects. The idea, however, was 
abandoned, apparently from a want of confidence. By the 
treasurer's report, in April, it appears, that the receipts in 
March were larger than had been received before in the 
same month during the previous seven years. Mr. Fred- 
erick Hudson, the librarian, reported, that during the same 
month twenty-seven new members had joined. The whole 
number at this time was 208. 

In July, Messrs. S. D. Crane, Edward Stearns, W. G. 
Lewis, O. M. Hatch, and T. M. J. Dehon, a committee to 
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collect subscriptions of the merchants, reported that they 
had obtained, by this means, " after much labor and anxi- 
ety on their part during the past three months," donations 
in money to the amount of $676. This result of their ex- 
ertions (unprecedented in the annals of the society,) had 
been procured, they said, through their representations • 
that it was to be made the basis of a reserved fund^ never 
to be used by the Association except in great emergencies ; 
and they impressed upon the members the propriety of 
investing it either in bank stock, or some good merchant's 
note. 

The names of the principal donors only are given in the 
report, a circumstance which we regret, for we would like 
to recal to your grateful remembrance every contributor to 
that fund, which from that day to this^ has steadily in- 
creased, until it now ammmts to about two thousand dollars^ 
and is likely to be large enough in a few years to yield a 
handsome interest We would respectfully solicit the at- 
tention of our liberal friends to this fact, that we have not 
wasted their good gifts, nor been unmindful of the trust 
which they reposed in us. The names, and donations, re- 
ported by the committee, are subjoined.

This was invested shortly afterwards, in Boston and 
Worcester Rail-road stock. 

Mr. Charles L. Thayer, the chairman of a committee 
appointed to consider the expediency of celebrating the en- 
suing anniversary by an oration, and supper^ reported in 
favor of an address; but in regard to the festival, submitted 
several resolutions against it, one of which read as follows: 
^^ Resolved, that to celebrate our annual meeting by public 
entertainments is contrary to the intention of the founders 
of the Association; and, aside from the bad effects which it 
may have on its individual members — ^more especially the 
younger portion — will strike a blow at its future prosperity 
in the minds of the mercantile community (to whose assist- 
ance we look in the hour of adversity,) from which it may 
never recover." The resolutions were all good, and, very 
fortunately, were accepted. 

In September, it was decided by the proprietors to apply 
to the legislature for an act of incorporation. At the same 
meeting, ** Mr. Edward Steams, at the request of William 
Baker, Jr., read a petition (signed by a majority of the 
directors, and many members,) requesting the use of the 
room for an Elocution Class, etc." This was the origin of 
the weekly exercises in declamation, composition, and de- 
bate, which did so much subsequently to sustain the inter- 
est of the younger members, and fill the ranks of the Asso- 
ciation, though, we regret to say, they have recently fallen 
into some neglect. 
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As this "Elocution Class " was distinct from the govern- 
ment of the Association, its transactions are not recorded on 
our books, but the writer of this report will venture to state, 
that, if his recollection serve him right, Mr. Ozias M. Hatch 
was its first president, and Mr. A. L, Stimson its earliest 
secretary, and its exercises took place once a fortnight, on 
Wednesday evening. Sometime in the following year, the 
class was found to have been of so much utility to the soci- 
ety, that the idea was imbodied in the constitution, and 
(though not without a great deal of opposition from some 
of the older members, who considered it a dangerous inno- 
vation,) laws made to regulate the exercises. By another 
change in the constitution, the office of vice-president was 
created, and the number of directors reduced from 10 to 9. 

The treasurer, in his report for the year, estimates the 
receipts from assessments to be $608 95, and the disburse- 
ments $552 65. During the year, 215 had joined the insti- 
tution, and only 10 withdrawn ; the whole number being 
297. The number of volumes added to the library in the 
same time, was 320. The president suggested the feasi- 
bility of erecting an edifice for the use of the Association. 
This report, by Mr. Atkins, is a model for all similar com- 
munications, and we commend it to the attention of the 
members. The society numbered among its officers, at 
this time, several young men of superior capacity and at^ 
tainments.

Shortly after this election, Mr. Dehon (who had served 
in the office a part of the previous year), resigned, and Mr. 
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William Fox Richaxdson was chosen to supply the Tacancy. 
In December, 1836, there was a balance of $222 96 in the 
hands of the treasurer. 

Jamtary 19, 1836. Mr. Alfred Norton, a member, de- 
livered an address before the Association, which was after- 
wards printed by the Board. The exercises of the Elocu- 
tion Class, at this time provided for by the constitution, 
were of the most animated description. The debates espe- 
cially were conducted with great spirit. One of these illus- 
trated the orderly character of the society at this period. 
It was at the time of the great Thompson Abolition riot, 
which took place directly opposite the rooms occupied by 
the Association, at No. 53 Washington street. The ques- 
tion was, ^^Are mobs justifiable under any circumstances?^^ 
When men, cooled by age, experience, and good breeding, 
were excited into disregard of the public peace, it was nat- 
ural that the youth of the time should rush into outrage ; 
but it was not so with your predecessors in the Mercantile 
Library. They calmly discussed the question and decided 
it in the negative. 

March 11, 1836. Mr. G. W. Tyler, an honorary mem- 
ber, delivered an address in celebration of the sixteenth 
anniversary of the institution. The second lecture before 
the class was delivered by Mr. John M. Gould. In the 
early part of June, an attempt was made by an incendiary 
to fire the rooms, which would have destroyed the build- 
ing, but for the prompt exertions of two members, Messrs. 
Samuel L. Winsor and Dudley -C. Hall. On the 20th of 
the same month it was set fire again, and with more suc- 
cess, destroying a small but valuable collection of old paint- 
ings, and greatly injuring the property of the Association 
generally. The loss was nearly covered by an insurance 
of $800 at the Merchants Oflice. 

In the latter part of the month, new and more conmiodi- 
ous rooms were obtained in Harding's Building, in School 
street, on a lease of five years, at $325 per aimum. At the 
opening of them, Mr. Alfred Norton delivered a very ac- 
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ceptable address. A number of the associates opened another 
pledge list, in which they agreed to procure 150 new mem- 
bers prior to the succeeding October. In their report, the 
directors state the number of members to be nearly five 
hundred, an increase which they attribute in a great meas- 
ure to the operation of the literary exercises. The receiptis 
were $1,488 92, the disbursements about $1,300, and conse- 
quently the balance in the treasury nearly $200.

In November, 1836, a committee, appointed to consider 
the expediency of the society's applying to the Legislature 
for an Act of Incorporation, reported, through Mr. Thomas 
Ross, that it was unadvisable, but recommended that^ the 
Association should become incorporated according to the 
provisions of the 41st chapter of the Revised Statutes. 
Their main reason for desiring an incorporation was, that 
if it remained a private institution every member would 
continue liable for the debts of the institution, as long as 
they continued unpaid, and this was a fact which ever had 
been, and must always be, of the utmost injury to the suc- 
cess of the society. 

Mr. A. L. Stimson made, at the same time, a nvinority 

report, in which he advocated an immediate application for 

a special charter from the Legislature. This report was 

accepted by a vote of 47 to 28, and a committee was 

appointed to petition the General Court on the subject. 

Unfortunately, the chairman, and several other gentlemen 

on this committee, were taken very injudiciously from 
4 
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among the most strenuous opponents of the measure, and 
either indifferent to, or dispairing of its success, they did 
not support their application .with the necessary fore- 
thought, confidence and zeal, and consequently they had 
leave to withdraw their petition. The whole subject was 
then abandoned, not to be revived again until about the 
beginning of 1845, when the existing president (wife, it 
chanced, was the author of the former report in its favor,) 
brought it before the Board of Directors. 

The seventeenth anniversary, March, 1837, was celebra- 
ted in the Masonic Temple, by an Address from Isaac C. 
Pray, Jr. and a Poem by A. L. Stimson ; at the conclusion 
of which, the very numerous and respectable audience of 
ladies and gentlemen were eloquently addressed by Hon. 
Stephen Fairbanks and His Excellency Gov. Edward Ev- 
erett. A few days after this occasion, Mr. Fairbanks pre- 
sented the Association with $25, for the purchase of books. 

The annual report of the directors, in October, 1837, 
presented the following schedule of the property of the in- 
stitution, viz :

The institution has been fortunate in possessing several 
excellent treasurers, but none have discharged their duty 
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more acceptably than Mr. John M. Gould, — a fact illustra- 
ted by his accurate, perspicuous and very handsome quar- 
terly reports, which may be seen on file. In October, 
1837, this excellent officer withdrew from the Association, 
to take a clerkship in New Orleans, where (a partner in 
the house of Messrs. John Frost & Co.) he still remains. 
Mr. Ruel Field also withdrew at the same time, to go to 
Mobile. 

About the same period, the society was deprived, by his 
premature death, of the services of Mr. Samuel Oliver 
Torrey, a young man of extraordinary capacity and un- 
usual purity of character, who had been for a long time 
one of its most active members. ** Through the influence 
of Mr. Edward Stearns, a fund was raised among the as- 
sociates, amounting to $500, entitled the Benevolent Fra- 
ternity Fund," which was paid over in five annual instal- 
ments to the family of the deceased, then in indigent cir- 
cumstances. " Honor to whom honor is due" should be 
the first motto in a society like ours, where the services 
of officers, in some cases engrossing much time, are always 
gratuitous. 

In February, 1838, the Association engaged J. Silk 
Buckingham, Esq., the celebrated "Oriental Traveller," to 
deliver, in the succeeding autumn, a course of popular lec- 
tures upon Egypt. These lectures were delivered at the 
Odeon, and commanded great attention at the time, but the 
institution gained nothing in a pecuniary point of view by 
the arrangement. 

The eighteenth anniversary was celebrated on the even- 
ing of September 13, 1838, in the Odeon, by an Oration by 
His Excellency Edward Everett, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth, and a Poem by Mr. James T. Fields, a mem- 
ber. The subject of the address (subsequently printed,) 
was Commerce, — embracing the sub-divisions of Accumu- 
lation, Capital and Credit. It was an unusually happy 
union of the eloquent and useful. The poem had " Traf- 
fic" for its theme, and was remarkable for its felicitous 
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dashes of humor and pathos, expressed in the most harmo- 
nious numbers. 

The well-pleased and applauding audience was one of 
the most respectable and brilliant ever collected together, 
and (to repeat the words of the secretary in his report,) 
** it was indeed a proud anniversary for our Association.' ' 

To this celebration, and the anticipated course of lec- 
tures on Egypt, by the Hon. J. S. Buckingham, may be 
ascribed the fact that 124 new members were obtained 
during the month of September. The balance in the trea- 
sury, at this time, was $156 58 — ^in addition, of course, to 
the reserved fund. Agreeably to the report of the direc- 
tors, in October, the number of members was 525.

In this election, which was held at the "Old Common 
Council Room," the highest number of votes thrown was 
277. 

In the latter part of 1838, many members withdrew from 
their connection with the society, owing (as a committee 
reported,) to the smallness of the rooms and a deficiency 
of new books. Another and probably a better reason was, 
that the interest created by the brilliant anniversary, and 
the fashionable lectures of Mr. Buckingham, was not sus- 
tained by similar excitement. 

In the following May, Messrs. N. P. Kemp and Samuel 
E. Sawyer, committee, reported in favor of a public course 
of lectures, in the Odeon. Mr. A. L. Stimson made, at the 
same time, a minority report, in which he represented it 
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impolitic, as so many other courses were in operation, for 
the Association to attempt so weighty an enterprise " at 
present." The former report was accepted, but many ob- 
stacles presenting themselves, the scheme was abandoned, 
and the society contented itself with lectures in its own 
rooms, delivered chiefly by its own members, as formerly. 

In July, 1839, Messrs. H. B. Howe and E. A. Hobart, a 
committee appointed for the purpose, reported that they 
had carefully examined the records, to ascertain the amount 
of money and books presented to the Association since its 
origin, in 1820, and after recapitulating the different items, 
and the names of the donors during that long period, they 
state that the gifts of money amount in all to $1,379, and 
of books to about 90 volumes. 

The nineteenth anniversary was celebrated on the 30th 
of September, in the Odeon, by an Address from Hon. Ru- 
Fus Choate, and a Poem by Mr. Thomas R. Gould, a mem- 
ber. The oration was an admirable performance, and the 
poem distinguished by its subtlety of thought, playfulness, 
wit and finish. It is to be regretted that neither of these 
gentlemen would consent to the publication of their respec- 
tive productions. In the report of the directors, made in 
October, the whole number of members is stated to be 625. 
The receipts for the year were $1,372 03, and the expendi- 
tures $1,327 57.

In February, 1840, a committee, appointed to solicit do- 
nations of books, reported that they had obtained 217 vol- 
umes. This year, as in former years, the society was 
much indebted to Mr. George W. Tyler, an old and inval- 
uable member, for his gratuitous lectures. 

In June, a committee reported against attempting a 
course of public lectures. 

The twentieth anniversary was celebrated September 
29th, in the Odeon, by an Address from Hon. Caleb Gush- 
ing, and a Poem by Mr. E. P. Whipple, a member. The 
former production was marked by the eloquence of its 
thoughts and the beauty of its imagery, and the latter by 
its terse sense, keen satire, and epigrammatic wit. Both 
elicited much applause from the immense audience. The 
gentlemen, like the orator and poet of the previous year, 
unfortunately declined furnishing copies of their perform- 
ances on this occasion for publication. 

By the annual report, this year, it would appear, that 
the recent interest in the Association was already on the 
wane, for the number of members had decreased from 625 
to 428. During the past twelvemonth, valuable additions 
were made to the library, to the number of about 400 vol- 
umes.

The whole number of votes cast at this election was 261. 

A committee of ten, to solicit donations of books, was 
appointed, of which the chairman was Mr. E. P. Whipple, 
a member who had done much to add to the intrinsic value 
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of the library prior to this, and was of still greater service 
subsequently. 

In the latter part of 1840, the financial affairs of the As- 
sociation were represented to be " in a very lamentable 
state." A committee of twenty was appointed to obtain 
new members, and consider the expediency of calling a 
meeting of the merchants. 

The exercises seem to have been very well conducted at 
this time, and we observe among those who participated in 
them, some of the most talented young men that have ever 
belonged to the society. 

Upon the news of the decease of Gen. William Henry 
Harrison, President of the United States, in April, 1841, 
appropriate resolutions were passed by the members, and 
the rooms were hung with mourning. 

In July, the same year, a long communication was re- 
ceived from Messrs. Walter Channing, Ezra S. Gannett, 
G. W. Blagden, and C. F. Adams, " a committee appointed 
at a crowded meeting of the citizens of Boston, to take 
into consideration the practicability of the plan proposed 
by M. Vattemare," — the gist of which was, the inquiry 
" whether, if a union of the principal literary associations, 
and those for the promotion of arts and sciences, could be 
effected under a single roof, wi?h suitable accommodations 
to make their various collections as available to the public 
of Boston as can be, consistently with their safe preserva- 
tion, it would be the disposition of the Mercantile Library 
Association to co-operate, by doing its part, in bringing it 
about 1" This proposition, though advocated by a few, 
did not meet with the approval of the society. 

In September, the society removed from its rooms in 
School street, to its present location, under Amory Hall, 
corner of Washington and West streets, of which it took a 
lease of five years, at $450 per annum. On this occasion, 
Mr. Daniel N. Haskell delivered a spirited and appropriate 
address. 
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The twenty-first anniversary was celebrated, as usual, 
in the Odeon, by a highly original and admirable Lecture, 
by John Neal, and a Poem, characterised by its wit and 
pathos, by Mr. Isaac F. Shepard. 

In October, the directors submitted their report', by which 
it appeared that the number of members was 414, the bal- 
ance in the treasury ^87 91, the amount invested $1,200, 
and. the number of books on the shelves 3,150 vols.

The whole number of votes at this election was 266. 
Mr. Allen was elected on the second trial, receiving two 
thirds of the whole ballot. 

Mr. Plimpton, the new secretary, besides discharging his 
other duties faithfully, kept his records in the neatest and 
most legible manner ; and in this connection we cannot but 
commend so good an example to his successors hereafter. 
His handwriting, though small, was plain to read. As a 
general thing, however, a large, round hand, is preferable, 
in records so often referred to as those of this society. 

The committee appointed to procure donations of books, 
reported, that in the previous June, they had addressed a let- 
ter to the principal merchants and business men, to the 
number of 375, from only three of whom they had received 
answers, though several months had already elapsed. 

The names of the gentlemen, and the sums they contrib- 
uted, are as follows :

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^' The committee must be allowed to remark, that the 
disparity between the number of merchants to whom cir- 
culars were sent, and those who answered, made them 
listen with the most absorbing interest to that portion of 
the late anniversary oration which referred to the merchant 
princes of Italy, and their patronage of meritorious insti- 
tutions." 

By the report of the directors, in October, 1842, it ap- 
pears, that, ^'for the first time, the lectures were all deliv- 
ered by members of the Association, and the exercise of 
composition sustained the high reputation of previous 
years." " The number of books belonging to the library, 
according to the report of the examining committee, is 
3,320, of which 80 volumes have been purchased the past 
year. We have the pleasure of acknowledging a munifi- 
cent donation from S. N. Dickinson, Esq., of several valu- 
able works, and also from the Rev. Dr. Parkman, Tappan 
& Dennett, and others. More interest has been manifested 
in the cabinet of curiosities, the past year, than at any 
time since the formation of the institution. By the liberal- 
ity of the Boston Marine Society, we have been enabled to 
add to our cabinet their entire collection. From the fol- 
lowing gentlemen we have also received many rare and 
curious additions : Messrs. J. T. Fields, E. B. Gleason, I. 
H. Felt, H. Gyzlaer, R. Pearce, Jr., H. N. Wild, D. N. 
Haskell, H. Blashfield, C H. Blanchard, and others, so 
that our collection now numbers about 2,000 specimens of 
shells, minerals, coins, reptiles, insects, weapons of war- 
fare, models, &c. We are under great obligations to Mr, 
Henry Davenport for the arrangement of the coins. By 
the kindness of the Rev. J. G. Palfrey, we have added 
several valuable newspapers to the reading room, so that 
there are now upon the files 32 newspapers, comprising the 
leading political and commercial journals of the country." 
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" The total amount of expenditures is . . . $1,128 80 
" " " receipts, 1,147 64

The whole number of votes at this election was 162. 
Mr. Fletcher resigning a few days afterwards, Mr. Frede- 
rick A. Peterson was chosen secretary in his stead. The 
deficiency of the treasury, and the diminution of the num- 
ber of members, this year, was such, that a committee of 
twenty was appointed to devise a remedy. This commit- 
tee reported several recommendations in this emergency, 
one of which was to ask signatures of the merchants to 
the following pledge, viz. : " We, the undersigned, mer- 
chants of Boston, do hereby agree to pay for all the clerks 
in our employ, who are not members, and for those whose 
terms of membership expire, and are not renewed, the 
amount of their assessment to the Mercantile Library As- 
sociation, for the length of time appended to our names." 
But this expedient was never resorted to by the society. 
It contented itself at this time with some arrangement for 
elocutionary olios, by Mr. J. E. Murdoch. The liabilities 
were daily increasing beyond the means of payment, and 
considerable was due for money loaned the society by the 
late excellent treasurer, Mr. Fairbanks, when, in the early 
part of April, 1843, Mr. Elliot C. Cowdin, in a set of reso- 
lutions, which were accepted, proposed ^^ the establishment 
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of a course of public exercises, consisting of lectures, de-» 
bates and declamation." The unsuccessful result of simi- 
lar propositions in previous years, induced some prominent 
members to look with indifference, at first, upon the plan 
now advanced by Mr. Cowdin ; but when they reflected 
upon the fact that the lectures of the Society for the DiflFu- 
sion of Useful Knowledge, and the Mechanics' Association, 
had been abandoned, and those of the Lyceum were in the 
wane, they saw that a new enterprise, such as was now 
proposed, with three or four hundred marriageable yoimg 
men to help it forward, would be very likely to '^ take the 
town." The scheme met with favor, and subsequently a 
committee of five, consisting of Messrs. E. C. Cowdin, 
Daniel N. Haskell, Edward Stearns, A. L. Stimson and 
Thomas J. Allen, was appointed to carry it into effect. 
The issue was most fortimate for the Association. 

The twenty-third anniversary was more brilliant and 
honorable to the society than any which had preceded it. 
The Address, by the Hon. Philip Hone, of New York, and 
the Poem, by the Hon. Geobge Lunt, of Newburyport, were 
afterwards published by the society. 

By the report of Mr. Fairbanks, the number of mem- 
bers, at this time, was 550. This large increase was great- 
ly attributable to his own exertions in the sale of tickets 
for the course of lectures.

The course of public lectures projected a few months 
prior to this election, in October, 1843, were commenced, as 
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before stated, under the most favorable auspices, on the 
occasion of the twenty-third anniversary. On each suc- 
ceeding Wednesday evening, until the termination, lectures 
were delivered by the following gentlemen, in the order in 
which they are named : 

How. LEVI WOODBURY, of New Hampshire : « The Progress of Society."

The 
concluding exercises consisted of readings and recitations 
by the elocutionists, Messrs. William Russell and James E. 
Murdoch. In the very handsome annual report of the di- 
rectors, prepared by Mr. Elliot C. Cowdin, it is stated, that 
" the enterprise has succeeded beyond the expectations of 
its most zealous advocates. 

The amount received from the sale of tickets was $1,329 00

With this sum we have purchased three shares of the 
stock of the Boston and Maine Rail-road." 
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Much credit is due to Mr. Gowdin for his untiring labors 
to pro;note this successful enterprise. 

Immediately succeeding the conclusion of the lectures, 
the Association was the recipient of two voluntary dona- 
tions, about equal in amount to all that it had before re- 
ceived. The first was $1,000, subscribed by the following 
merchants of Boston, in sums of $100 each, through the 
iofluence of the staunch friend whose name leads the list, 
viz. : William Stuegis, Nathan Appleton, Abbott Law- 
rence, William Appleton, John P. Gushing, John Bryant, 
David Sears, William Lawrence, Robert G. Shaw and Amos 
Lawrence. The second, obtained through the recommen- 
dation of the Hon. Abbott Lawrence, was the sum of 
$500, presented by Hon. Daniel Webster, in behalf of the 
Society for the Diffusion' of Useful Knowledge. Agree- 
ably to the instructions of the donors, both these gifts were 
at once appropriated to the purchase of valuable books, 
and a committee of ten, judiciously selected from our own 
ranks, was appointed to make the proper expenditure. 

By the report of Mr. Gowdin, the number of volumes in 
the library, on the 1st of October, 1844, was 3,850, select- 
ed, as he observes, with a view to prepare the mind for 
the duties and realities of every-day life. In the latter part 
of 1843, (he 'also states,) classes were formed, in the Associ- 
ation, for the instruction of members in penmanship and 
book-keeping, at an individual expense much less than the 
tuition elsewhere, and the president expresses a hope that 
they will be continued from year to year. At the date of 
this report, the number of members was 650, and the bal- 
ance in the treasury, independent of the fund received by 
donations, which remained in the hands of the committee 
on the purchase of books, was $285. Thanks were rendered 
to Hon. Abbott Lawrence, Rev. Francis Parkman, D. D., 
John G. Palfrey, L.L. D., Hon. Nathan Appleton, Joseph 
T. Buckingham, Henry Codman, H. W. Swett and James 
French, for donations of valuable books, and a well-de- 
served compliment paid to our fellow-member, Mr. Francis 
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G. Allen, for his preparation, arrangement, and superin- 
tendence in the publication, of the present neat and con- 
venient Catalogue.

The whole number of votes cast at this election was 395. 
Mr. Pike, who had been elected treasurer, was not destined 
to act in this capacity, or any other, in the society of which 
he had been so valuable a member. Unwell at the time 
of his appointment, his illness afterwards assumed the form 
of typhus fever, and he died quite suddenly, on the 19th of 
October, at his boarding-house, in Central court. In the 
words of one of the appropriate resolutions, passed on this 
occasion, '4t affords us a mournful satisfaction, that, 
throughout the sickness of our lamented associate, he was 
attended by members of the society, that they were near 
his bedside in his last moments, and that his burial obse- 
quies were performed in a manner so honorable to his 
memory and creditable to the Association." The deceased 
was buried under very impressive circumstances. The 
services were read in the presence of a large assembly of 
friends, in the Rev. Mr. Rogers's church, and the remains 
were followed to the grave by nearly four hundred mem- 
bers of the Association, under the direction of the presi- 
dent, — Messrs. I. M. Atkins, Jr., Edward Steams, William 
Banks, Thomas J. Allen, William N. Fairbanks and E. C. 
Cowdin, ex-presidents, acting as pall-bearers. 

The office vacated by the death of Mr. Pike was filled 
by the election of Mr. Reuben J. Todd^ and his place, as a

director, was supplied by the choice of Mr. George O. Car- 
penter. A short time afterwards, Mr. Giffbrd resigned as 
director, and Mr. Fitz W. Caswell was elected to the va- 
cancy... 

The lecture committee (the success of the first having 
induced us to attempt a second course,) consisted of the 
following named members, viz. : Messrs. E. C. Cowdin, 
Edward Steams, Edwin P. Whipple, Thomas J. Allen and 

A. L. Stimson. The arrangement for lectures proceeded 
with even more spirit and hopefulness than in the previous 
year. 

In January, a great accession was made to the cabinet 
of curiosities, by the receipt of a large number of rare and 
curious birds, collected in the East Indies, and belonging 
to the Boston Marine Society. Had these been properly 
cleansed and arranged in suitable cases, they would have 
greatly added to the appearance of our cabinet, but we re- 
tain all of the specimens in our collection belonging to the 

B. M. Society by so uncertain a tenure, that it was not 
deemed advisable to go to any expense in the premises. 

The reception of these interesting individuals of the 
ornithological kingdom, led to a correspondence, of which 
it is only necessary to publish a part to furnish the gist of 
the whole. The letter is directed to Messrs. Edward 
Steams, A. Hanscom and A. C. Haskell, and reads as fol- 
lows : 

" Gentlemen: 

Your letter, as a committee of the Mercantile Library 
Association, to the president of the Boston Marine Soci- 
ety, has been received by that gentleman, and, at his 
request, I reply to it. The Boston Marine Society placed 
with your Association the articles of curiosity belong- 
ing to that society, and now in yotir possession, on loan, 
for your Association to hold them in trust imtil the Bos- 
ton Marine Society should call for them, and then your 
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Association was to deliver them back to the Boston Marine 
Society, without any charge for storage or other expense — 
your compensation for keeping them having been the grat- 
ification and benefit that you and your visitors had from 
the sight of them. It is on the same terms that the Boston 
Marine Society now place with you the birds received from 
Mr. Darling, of Batavia, per ship New Jersey, Capt. Whit- 
ney. The Boston Marine Society cannot now say when 
they may call on you to deliver up to them their articles. 
As the writer explained to two of your committee yester- 
day, it may be next year, or it may not be for many years 
to come. It depends on circumstances that we cannot con- 
trol. The president of our society will call at your rooms 
in a few days, and, after looking at the birds, will agree 
with you as to the proper course of preserving them.

We publish the foregoing communication, to show how 
precarious is our possession of a large portion of our pres- 
ent cabinet, that the members may be more strongly im- 
pressed with the importance of making such new acquisi- 
tions to our collection as will be in every way our own. 

During the past year, we have been fortunate in receiv- 
ing, from M. Alexandre Vattemare, of Paris, a present of 
the large and costly work, entitled *' The Gardens of 
France," the letter-press printed in the French, German 
and English languages, and the whole illustrated by nu- 
merous elegant drawings. Hon. Abbott Lawrence has 
presented us with a rare and faithful bust of William Ros- 
coe, the celebrated Liverpool merchant and scholar ; and 
from Mr. E. L. Byron, Capt. Pratt, and others, we have 
received the gift of a number of very interesting additions 
to our collection. We trust that our associates and friends 
will feel a growing interest in the increase of this attrac- 
tive portion of our property, and lose no opportunity to 
augment it. 
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Owing to the absorbing interest excited in the public 
course of lectures, the regular exercises (with the excep- 
tion of declamation, which was under the able and untir- 
ing direction of Mr. William H. Towne,) fell into some- 
neglect last season, — an evil which, we hope, every exer- 
tion will be used to remedy in the coming year, as in times 
past the " Elocution Class" (so called,) has been of incal- 
culable advantage, not only to the society but to individual 
members. After all, the public lectures, which are so 
much advantage to us, at present, may pall upon the taste, 
we know not how soon, and be no longer a source of in- 
come. In the meantime, we should not suffer any of our 
more permanent attractions to pass into disrepute or neg- 
lect, and more especially, it should be with us an aim, 
never to be lost sight of, but steady and constant as the 
sun in its daily circuit, to add to the extent and intrinsic 
value of our library. All other objects should be subsidiary 
to this. It has been well said to us by one of our best 
friends, (Hon. Abbott Lawrence,) "your library! your 
library ! get twenty thousand volumes of good books upon' 
your shelves, and you need entertain no fear of a deficiency 
of applicants to read them, in a city like Boston." 

The course in book-keeping, under the able tuition of 
Mr. B. Wood Foster, was commenced about the beginning 
of 1845, and continued with the same good success as in 
the previous year. The formation of the classes was en- 
trusted to Messrs. Samuel Gould, A. C. Haskell and E; 
H. Stowell, a committee appointed from the Board. 

Early in February, 1845, the president, (Mr. Stimson,) 
at the suggestion of Mr. William Sturgis, brought forward, 
— ^for the second time during his connection with the society, 
— a proposal, that the Association should apply to the Legis- 
lature for an act of incorporation. The motion was made 
through Mr. A. C Haskell, who was appointed, together 
with Messrs. R. J. Todd and G. L. Bradford, a committee 
of the directors, to bring the subject before the Association 

at its next meeting. This was accordingly done, and 
6 
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though the idea was strongly opposed by one or two prom- 
inent members as utterly hopeless, a committee was ap- 
pointed by the society to inquire into its expediency. Mr. 
A. C. Haskell, the chairman, reported strongly in its favor, 
at a subsequent meeting, offering several reasons for so 
doing, most prominent of which was the fact, that every 
member of this Association, who is not a minor, is respon- 
sible for its debts, not only during membership, but after- 
wards, until the same are paid. This, in times past, 
especially when the society was in debt, had made young 
men hesitate to become members, or to continue their con- 
nection, if they already belonged, and it would always 
have that effect. An act of incorporation would obviate 
this difficulty. Mr. E. C. Cowdin explained what the 
president had before stated, (on the authority of Mr. Stur- 
gis,) that the more immediate cause of action in the prem- 
ises was, that if the Association were incorporated, an aged 
merchant, and friend of the institution, would make it a 
handsome donation or bequest. After some discussion, 
Messrs. A. L. Stimson, Elliot C. Cowdin, N. P. Kemp, M. 
A. Herrick, A. C. Haskell and G. Francis Thayer, were 
appointed a committee to petition the Legislature for an 
act 

Early in April, this committee reported to a meeting 
called for the purpose. It stated, in substance, that Chas. 
G. LoRiNG, Esq., (the distinguished lawyer, and friend of 
the society,) had been called upon, by the committee, to 
draft an appropriate bill, — a bill which should not conflict 
with the spirit of the constitution and the perfect equality 
of membership, — and he cheerfully professed his willing- 
ness to do so.- The petition (presented by Mr. Edmund 
DwiGHT, the well-known merchant, and the oldest Boston 
member in the House,) was referred to the Committee on 
Education, and through the good offices of the chairman 
of that committee, (Peleg W. Chandler, Esq.) the bill 
drafted by Mr. Loring passed to be enacted, in both 
teancbes of the General Court, about the middle of March, 
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and, on the 18th of tliat month, receiving the signature of 
His Excellency Geo. N. Briogs, became a law, in the fol- 
lowing words, to wit :

AN ACT 

To Incorporate the Mercantile Library Association. 

BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. Alexander L. Stimson, Nathaniel P. Kemp, Elliot C. Cowdin, 
M. A. Herrick, Alonzo C. Haskell, G. Francis Thayer, their associates and 
snccessors, are hereby made a corporation, by the name of the BIercahtilb 
Library Association, op Boston, for the purpose of diffusing and promoting 
knowledge among yoimg men now engaged in, or destined for the mercantile 
profession, with all the powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, 
restrictions and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sect. 2. The said corpoi^tion may hold real and personal estate, t& be 
used for the purposes aforesaid, not exceeding in all the value of fifty thous- 
and dollars, the legal title of which shall be in five trustees, to be appointed 
by a majority of the members of the corporation, and all of the said trustees 
shall be of adult age, but subject in the care and management and disposal 
thereof to the control and direction of a majority of a joint board, consisting^ 
of the said trustees and of the board of directors for the time being, which 
board of directors shall not consist of more than thirteen members. 

Sect. 3. Persons engaged in mercantile pursuits, or preparing themselves 
therefor, and above the age of fourteen years, shall be eligible as members of 
the corporation, and entitled to vote and act as officers thereof; excepting 
that no person under twenty-one years of age shaU be a trustee.

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The committee acknowledged its obligations for the pas- 
sage of this very favorable bill, to Messrs. Edmund Dwight, 
Horace Mann, William Sturgis, Charles 6. Lorino, Myboh 
Lawrence and Peleq W. Chandler. 

The acceptance of this charter, by the Association, met 
with strenuous opposition on the part of a few influential 
members, and a number of meetings were held before it 
was adopted; but it was finally accepted by an over- 
whelming majority. 

The following motion was passed by a vote of 73 to 3 : 

** Voted, That the Board of Directors be requested to make 
a legal transfer of all the personal property of the Associ- 
ation, of whatever nature it may be, together with all its 
jiiabilities and assets of every description, to the corpora- 
tion which shall organize under the above act, (referring 
to an act of the General Court, at its last session, to incor- 
porate the Mercantile Library Association, of Boston,) as 
spon after it shall have taken a legal existence as they may 
deem expedient. Provided, nevertheless, That this vote 
shall not go into effect, and this contemplated transfer shall 
not be made, until our fellow-members of the Association, 
known to us, at this time, as the " Mercantile Library As- 
sociation," shall all be voted in, by name, members of the 
corporate association, under the style of the " Mercantile 
Library Association, of Boston," with all the rights and 
privileges belonging to such membership, by the corpora- 
tors, after they shall have accepted their act of incorpora- 
tion ; otherwise, this vote of transfer shall be null and 
void." 

The report of Mr. Elliot C. Cowdin, in behalf of the 
lecture committee, at the conclusion of the second success- 
ful course, in April, was of the most satisfactory character. 
The series commenced in the Odeon, Oct. 9,- 1844, with an 
Address from Hon. John Davis, of Worcester, and a Poem, 
by. Park Benjamin, Esq., of New York^ in cdiebration of 



our twenty-fourth anniversary. On each succeeding Wed- 
nesday evening, lectures were delivered by fte following 
named gentlemen :

Of this amount, $50 was paid into the treasury^ being 
the sum appropriated for the lectures of Messrs. Gary and 
LoRiNG, but generously presented by those gentlemen to the 
society, to be expended for boc^s. The exertions of Mr. 
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Slurgis, for the Association, always gratuitous, were used 
to obtain for us several of the most eminent lecturers men- 
tioned in the list, — and we are much indebted to others, 
whose influence alone could have induced their friends to 
undertake the task of a popular address. 

The profits of this course were invested in three shares 
of the Boston and Maine Rail-road, which (with the soci- 
ety's usual good fortune in its investments,) has advanced 
six per cent, since the purchase. 

The whole number of members at this time is 875. The 
balance in the treasury, agreeably to the treasurer's report, 
is $472 12.

Through a careful examination, made by our assiduous 
treasurer, Mr. Reuben J. Todd, we are enabled to state, 
that the whole amount of donations received by this socie- 
ty, from its formation in 1820 to this time, is $3,100. 
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With the donations of $1,000 and $500, a great many 
vahiable books have been purchased, and the whole sum 
is now nearly expended. The money is gone, but the 
books remain in our possession, and long after we shall 
have passed away from the earth, and the memory of all 
that survive, they shall be seen upon the shelves, or doing 
sturdy service in the hands of the members, of the Mer- 
cantile Library Association. They shall be glorious me- 
mentos of the wisdom and liberality of the donors, and 
more honorable than monuments of granite or marble. 

Prominent amongst the recent purchases, are the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica, 21 vols. : Whewell's Inductive Sci- 
ences, 3 vols. : The Early English Dramatists, 6 vols. : 
Mills's British India, 6 vols. : ThirlwalPs Greece, 8 vols. : 
Clarendon's Rebellion, 8 vols. : Forster's British States- 
man, 7 vols. : and the works complete, of Spenser^ Chau- 
cer, Bacon, Burke, Richardson, Franklin, Hazlitt, Hume, 
Jeremy Taylor and Brougham. There are many others of 
the most sterling character, too numerous to mention. 

In the latter part of 1844, the president called the atten- 
tion of the Board to the insufficiency of our rooms to ac- 
commodate the meetings, and general uses of the Associa- 
tion, since the great increase in the number of members ; 
and a committee was appointed to inquire after more com- 
modious apartments. The chairman (Mr. Stimson,) called 
on Mr. Thomas G. Cary, a trustee of the Boston Athenaium, 
and was informed by him that there was a probability that 
the Association would be allowed to rent, if it saw proper, 
spacious rooms in the projected Athenaeum Building, in 
Tremont street, when finished. The gentlemen of the 
committe3 thought this so desirable a location, that they 
made no further inquiry as to any other ; and we would 
respectfully recommend, that if there should be no prospect 
of the Association having a building of its own, eflbrts be 
made to procure an establishment (embracing an apartment 
for the library, a reading room, committee rooms, and a hall 
for the meetings of the members,) in the new Athenaeum, 
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We would, also, beg leave to commend to your consid- 
eration, the expediency of such a change in the by-laws as 
shall prescribe that the rooms of the Association shall be 
open for the delivery of books, &c. every night in the 
week, (Sunday excepted,) the year round, instead of a 
portion only, during the summer, as at present. And, if 
the salaries of the librarians be too small to render such an 
arrangement entirely reasonable, we would suggest that 
they be increased. Members are very frequently disap- 
pointed at finding the library closed, and as our means are 
ample to obviate this evil, we would humbly submit it to 
your consideration whether or not it should be remedied. 

A day or two previous to the organization of the society 
imder its act of incorporation, the president was requested 
by Col. Thomas HANovsmE Perkins, through Mr. Thomas G. 
Gary, to call upon him at his residence in Brookline, to 
confer in regard to his intended donation to the Associa- 
tion. He went, accordingly, accompanied by Mr. William 
N. Fairbanks, one of the trustees. Gol. Perkins informed 
these gentlemen of his intention to give the Association, as 
soon as it should be organized under its charter, five shares 
of the Boston Merchants Exchange, equivalent to $2,500, 
and one share in the Athenaeum, for the use of the presi- 
dent for the time beiiig. Any action on the part of the 
society, on the subject of the munificent donation of this 
venerable merchant, rests with the officers elected under 
the act, and we cheerfully resign it to their disposal, confi- 
dent that they will not suffer so princely a present to pass 
without those marks of gratitude so richly due. 

In accordance, gentlemen, with your vote, (passed at a 
meeting called for the purpose,) this Board appointed, cm 
the 6th inst, a committee, consisting of the president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer, to transfer all the prop^ 
erty of this Association, of whatever nature it might be^ 
to the president, directors, and trustees of the Mercantile 
Library Association corporate, upon their assuming all the 
liabilities of our society. This, which like the adoption of 
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a new code of laws, and the recent new election of a Board 
of 'Directors, was rendered necessary by the terms of the 
late act of incorporation, was, of course, a mere matter of 
form. In effect, the property of the Association will suffer 
no transfer beyond its own control. 

In conclusion, the Board of Directors, in taking leave of 
you and the honorable trust which you have reposed in 
them, beg permission to impress upon you the duty of do- 
ing every thing in your power to sustain the elevated char- 
acter of the various oifices in your gift. Properly conduct- 
ed, the Association may wield a benign and palpable influ- 
ence on the whole mercantile community, but this cannot 
be the case unless the standard of qualification, for its 
more prominent offices, at least, be raised far above medi- 
ocrity. The chief aim and end of the institution was, at 
the outset, and should be always, the union of mercantile 
and inteUectual superiority in the same person, — that it 
may be shown how mifounded is the slander, now become 
almost an axiom, that literary accomplishment is incom- 
patible with the character of a good merchant. A Medici 
and Roscoe, of other lands, and a Halleck and Sprague, of 
our own, have proved the aspersion to be false ; it is your 
duty to add to the evidence. Every officer of the Associa- 
tion should, in a greater or less degree, according to his 
rank, illustrate its chief design. The president, especially, 
should be elected with a view to this fact, and the institu- 
tion will never attain to that elevated position, as a great 
moral and intellectual agent, for which it is destined, until 
this is the case. Make this the standard, and it will give 
rise to a noble emulation among the members to fit them- 
selves even for the subordinate offices : and those who are 
elected, aspiring higher, will educate themselves up to the 
paint at which they aim. You will thus render the Associ- 
ation a school (not the less invaluable because peculiar,) 
where the awards will be such offices of trust and respec- 
tability as any young man might well be proud of possess- 
ing.

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As, in the new vesture of incorporation, recently con- 
ferred on you by the Legislature, you will conle promi- 
nently before the public, and, as an association, be ever a 
conspicuous object for either praise or censure, you can- 
not be too circumspect and orderly in your transactions 
and appearance. It has been stated in another part of this 
report, that, in 1835, a proposition to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the society, that year, by a supper, was promptly 
voted down, and resolutions passed to the effect, that such 
a festival was calculated to injure the morals of the mem- 
bers, especially the younger portion, and hurt the Associ- 
ation in the opinion of its friends. We trust that our asso- 
ciates may always entertain such sentiments, and that 
nothing will ever be done by the society foreign to its de- 
sign, which is confined exclusively to the moral and intel- 
lectual improvement of its members. Bearing in mind the 
true uses of the institution, and the fact that it numbers in 
its ranks more than eight hundred young men, the most of 
whom are under twenty years of age, these few words 
of counsel, we believe, will not appear officious or inap- 
propriate. One word more in regard to elevating the char- 
acter of our offices; and this we crave permission to 
address to your employers and the merchants generally. 
We cheerfully bequeath all the good it may produce, to 
our successors. If to direct the concerns of the society,, 
young men are elected agreeably to the standard which 
we have suggested, is it not due from their employers that 
they should put a higher value upon their services) than 
upon the labor of those, of like age and business, who^ 
make no effort, or are inferior, in self-culture ? If the 
merchants would take this into consideration, we feet 
assured that there would be few clerks in Boston out of 
our ranks, and that there would not be a more intelligent 
class of men in this or any other coimtry. But how standa 
the case? Many mercantile men labor under the common 
impression, that every moment devoted by a young man to> 
Hterary pursuits is an injury to his capacity for business, and 
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one who dissipates his leisure time in unprofitable amuse- 
ments is often preferred to him who devotes the same time 
to study. This is a fact which cannot be controverted, 
and we implore this class of the mercantile community to 
inquire of their own consciences, whether they are doing 
their duty to their profession, and the age in which they 
live, by countenancing such wrong, or suffering it to con- 
tinue. 

A quarter of a century has passed since the origin of 
this Association. When we review its toilsome ascent to 
its present palmy condition, and think of the clouds and 
shadows which surrounded it for a long period, until its 
pathway growing gradually brighter, it at length emerged 
into the full effulgent sunshine of success, we cannot but 
ascribe the^ issue to the goodness of our cause, sustained 
by providential favor. To the same omnipotent power let 
us continue to look for support in our efforts, — ^for though 
once in a quarter of a century we may feel at liberty to 
look back over the rugged course up which we have strug- 
gled, and, perhaps, draw a long breath, let us not tarry by 
the way, but, persevering steadily onwards and upwards, 
never rest contented upon one height of usefulness as long 
as there is another unattained.

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ADDRESS. 



Gentlemen of the Mercantile Library Association : 

In obedience to your flattering invitation, I appear 
before you, and this highly respectable audience, to 
assist in the celebration of your twenty-third anniver- 
sary. Not, I sii^cerely hope, from any expectation on 
your part, that what I am about to say will afford you 
much pleasure or instruction, but that my selection for 
the performance of this pleasing duty may be taken as 
an expression of good feeling towards a kindred insti- 
tution, the Mercantile Library Association of New 
York, which sprung into existence about the same 
time as yours; *a grain of mustard-seed' then, but 
being sown in good ground, warmed by the sunshine 
of public favor, and nurtured by the hand of skilful 
husbandry, it has, like yours, become, if not * the great- 
est among herbs,' a plant bearing nutritious fruit, and 
flowers of pleasant odor. 

To this institution, I, as a trustee of Clinton Hall 
Association, and its presiding officer, stand in the rela- 
tion of guardian and counsellor; and the uniform 
kindness and deferential respect, which those endear- 
ing relations have procured for me from its members^ 

1* 
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could not fail to inspire me with sentiments not unlike 
those of a parent, solicitous for the welfare of his off- 
spring, and exulting in the fruition of the hopes held 
out by the promise of its early years. And now, my 
friends, as I have assumed the character of father to 
your cousins-german of" New York, I shall expect to 
receive from you the indulgence due to an uncle. 

The topic which naturally presents itself on an occa- 
sion like this, namely, a history of commerce, with the 
vast train of reflections which flow from it, delightful 
as it is, and inexhaustible as it may appear, is not with- 
out its difficulties; so much has been written and said, 
of late, on'this subject, by learned men, and statesmen, 
and philosophers, that it would seem presumptuous to 
attempt to offer any new ideas, or to throw any new 
light upon it Even the kindness of your committee 
-^ in presenting to me, as an inducement to undertake 

my present task, the names of the distinguished men 
who have preceded me, together witii copies of their 
addresses, calculated, as it should be, to stimulate me 
in my present attempt, may, I fear, operate as a dis- 
couragement, for how can I hope to produfce fruit of 
my own in a garden, every inch of which bears evi- 

\ dence of the successful labors of some more skilful 

cultivator? But I cannot refrain from following the 
reapers in this prolific harvest, and shall be fully com- 

: pensated, if, like the Moabitish damsel, it shall be my 

good fortune to glean some of the sheaves which may 
have been left of the super-abundance of the rich hus- 
bandman of Bethlehem. 

And what subject more appropriate than commerce, 
can be offered by a citizen of New York, to the con- 
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sideration of a Boston audience? Both cities have 
risen, and prospered, and grown great, upon the foun- 
dations which were laid by commerce. Their chari- 
table, scientific, and literary institutions have been, in 
most instances, founded and endowed by the munifi- 
cence of merchants. The fine arts have found in them 
the most liberal patronage, and education acknowledges 
the beneficial influence of their labors and benefac- 
tions. 

The natural effect of commercial enterprise is to im- 
prove the understanding, by opening new fovmtains of 
knowledge, and to refine the social condition of man, 
by the mutual exchange of commodities of the mind, 
for the men that * go down to the sea in ships ' never 
fail to bring home with their return cai^es, and con- 
tribute to the common stock, treasures of information 
otherwise unattainable, and often more valuable than 
the gold of Ophir, or the spices of Arabia. 

When, at the close of the war of the revolution, the 
commerce of the United States sprang into existence, 
and she was free to make her path on the ocean wave ; 
when the stripes and stars of independent America 
had fought themselves up to the mast-head, and the 
young eagle of the West had begun to plume her pin- 
ions for an unwonted flight, Boston and New York 
became competitors and rivals in the honorable career ; 
competitors in enterprise, and rivals without hostility ; 
then it was that the * Experiment,' an Albany sloop of 
eighty or ninety tons burthen, made a safe and suc- 
cessful voyage to Canton and back, astonishing, by the 
temerity of the undertaldng, the unbelieving natives, 
who, in the subsequent voyages in vessels of a much 
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larger class, of my old friend, captain Deane, the re- 
spectable commander, always saluted him with the title 
of ' the one mast captain.' About the same time, ' The 
Empress of China ' was fitted out for a similar voyage, 
from Boston; and however disposed we may have 
been at times to dispute the fact, it is better to ac- 
knowledge with a good grftce, that Yanlcee enterprise 
got a Utde ahead of the worthy descendants of the 
Dutch burgomasters on that occasion, as it has on some 
of more recent occurrence; but the same laudable 
emulation has continued to characterize the two cities, 
and although from natural causes, more operative in 
the state of New York, her capital city has increased 
in size and population in a greater degree than that of 
Massachusetts, the latter may challenge for her mer- 
chants a comparison for patriotism, enterprise and 
liberality, with the most distinguished of their New 
York brethren. Equally are they indebted to com- 
merce for a large share of the prosperity which they 
have hitherto enjoyed, with equal magnanimity and 
unwavering integrity have their merchants sustained 
themselves under the embarrassments mainly occa- 
sioned by a wayward and fluctuating system of na- 
tional legislation, and whenever the clouds which have 
overspread the land shall be dissipated, and the bright 
star of the republic again be in the ascendant, they 
will be the first to improve the happy omen, and prove 
themselves, as they ever have, the harbingers of better 
times. In expatiating upon the beneficial influence of 
mercantile character upon the other classes of society ; 
the patriotic services, and the willing sacrifices and 
liberal benefactions which men engaged in trade and 



commerce have contributed since the days of the levo- 
Intion to the present time, for the benefit of their fellow 
citizens, I refrain from presenting a list of the names 
of those of that honored profession to whom New 
York is deeply indebted for so large a share of all she 
boasts; to whose mmiificence and public spirit she 
owes, in a great measure, the distinction which she 
somewhat arrogantly assumes, of being styled the 
'empire city.' Possessing an extensive influence in 
the community, and, until lately, the means of render- 
ing that influence available, their benefactions have 
ever been the city's exchequer for all good works, and 
I should fail in my duty to the institution which I, in 
some wise, represent on this occasion, were I not to 
acknowledge the obligation which they have conferred 
upon it, in giving it a ' local habitation,' and assisting 
it to rise to its present elevation. 

But I am hot forbidden by similar motives of deli- 
cacy, firom doing homage to the merchants of Massa- 
chusetts, many of whose names are inscribed on the 
records of the revolution, and all of whom have con- 
tributed by acts of patriotism, devotion to the public 
good, and adherence to sound principles, to ennoble the 
profession to which they belonged. And what name 
so fit to head the catalogue as that of John Hancock ? 
Methinks 1 see the dignified form of this unflincliing 
patriot, surrounded by his illustrious compeers ; an as- 
semblage of heroes, firm and uncompromising as the 
barons of Runnimede, affixing his name first on the 
magna charta of the new world; and pledging with 
them ' life, fortune, and sacred honor ' to the glorious 
cause of liberty and independence. And there is that 
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noble autograph, in characters unlike the mincing chi- 
rography of the supple courtier, or the tremulous hand 
of the suppliant for favor or forgiveness ; but bold, and 
strong as the traces of lightning on the riven rock; 
seeming to say proudly to all the world, here stands 
my name, the delegated representative of New Eng- 
land, and here she stands, armed in the panoply of 
truth and justice, with the shield of faith, and the 
breast-plate of righteousness ; her lance formed of the 
tough oak from the forests of the rock of Plymouth, 
couched in rest to do battle against her oppressors, and 
ready to ' do or die ' in the sacred cause. If that cause 
falls, I and my fortunes fall with it ; if it succeeds, as 
with the blessing of God, and the union and patriotism 
of my countrymen it cannot fail to do, succeeding ages 
will reverence the name of John Hancock, the mer- 
chant of Boston. 

In unfolding this interesting scroll of the time-hon- 
ored names of departed worthies who have graced the 
mercantile character, the eye rests with satisfaction 
upon those of Gteorge Cabot, Thomas Gushing, Tris- 
tram Dalton, Benjamin Goodhue, Samuel A. Otis, 
y (father of your distinguished citizen, Harrison Gray 

Otis, the ornament of private society now, as he for- 
merly was of the bar and the forum,) Stephen Higgin- 
son, Jonathan Jackson, and James Lloyd, all of w^hom 
held conspicuous stations in the councils of the nation* 
You will recognize with pride those of John Coffin 
^ Jones, Richard Derby, Jun'r, Samuel Dexter, Oliver 

Wendell, Thomas Davis, and WiUiam Phillips, (father 
and son of that name,) prominent actors in their coun- 
try's struggle for liberty and independence, and of 
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Thomas Melville, one of the experimental philosophers 
of the day, who taught the ladies of Boston to make 
tea with cold water ; of the brothers Amory, Samuel 
Eliott, John McLean, Thomas Russell, Francis C. 
Lowell, of whom thousands of Jennies and Billies 
* continually do cry,' and of his son, John Lowell, 
equally eminent as a merchant during the short career 
he was permitted to run ; of William Gray of Salem, 
and Israel Thorndike of Beverly; and of that othet 
house, the first adventurers to the south-west coast of 
America, one of whom, after manifold acts of munifi- 
cence, affixed the seal to his patent as friend and pa- 
tron of literature and the arts, by his princely gift to 
your Athenaeum, and the other who happily survives, 
whose character is embalmed in the glowing eulogium 
of his friend, the inspired orator of Bunker-hill, to the 
justness of which I trust I may be allowed to add my 
testimony, as the experience of an acquaintance of 
some years standing, and to unite in the fervent prayer 
made on the occasion alluded to, that ' he may long 
remain with unimpaired faculties, in the wide field of 
his usefulness.' 

, All these, with the exception of the gentleman last 
named, are of that honored by-gone generation, the 
pleasant odor of whose good names marks the path of 
their sojourning, but we may not confine ourselves to 
these, but pay a passing tribute to living worth ; to 
Peter C. Brooks and Robert G. Shaw, to the family of 
Lawrence, and that of Appleton, the Bryants and 
the Sturgises, to the Peabodies, the Silsbees, and the 
Phillipses of Ssilem, and others, whose weU-earned 
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thrift, collected in the reservoirs of care and carefulness, 

* droppeth as the gentle rain of heaven 
Upcm the place beneath.' 

In thus presenting to your view the claims upon 
your gratitude of the mercantile character, and placing 
before you, as an example for your imitation, such of 
your fellovr citizens as have chosen trade and com- 
merce as the avenues to wealth and distinction, it is 
not my intention to derogate from the merits of other 
classes of your enlightened and intelligent community. 
In no state of our union have the learned professions 
sent more worthy laborers into the field of patriotism 
and public spirit, and the agricultural and mechanical 
classes have not failed to furnish their foD quota. 

The only view which I intend to take at this time, 
of commerce, a subject so multifarious in its aspects, 
and so prolific in its details, is its connection with the 
fi«e institutions of government, the only soil in which 
it is raised and nurtured to perfection, and the recipro- 
city of interests which should bind them to each other. 
Commerce has never thriven under the retroaction of 
an arbitrary government, and even the bright gleam of 
commercial sunshine which flashed for a moment at 
the close of the fifteenth century, over Spain and Por- 
tugal, when under the auspices of the former, Cokon- 
bus, the daring navigator, made in the great waters a 
path to the star which he descried, in the west, and the 
discovery of a new passage to India, by the Cape of 
Good Hope, placed the trident of commerce within the 
grasp of the latter, these important events in the com- 
mercial history of the world, serve only to confirm the 
theory Which I have advanced. In vain the seed was 
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planted and sprung up, the icy hand of despotism 
checked its growth, and the fierce raya of superstitioa 
scorched its branches; the genial dews of popular 
lights were not permitted to visit its roots, and it was 
denied the healthful culture of equal laws ; and thus 
■were the beneficent objects of divine goodness fi-ustra- 
ted by the selfish inventions of man. 

The principle which it is my desire to establish aa 
an axiom, namely, thai commerce can flourish only 
under the influence of popular laws, Is beautifully il- 
lustrated by Dr. Watson, in his history of Philip the 
second, where, in speaking of the causes of ihe commer- 
cial prosperity of the Netherlands in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, that accomplished historian discourses thus elo- 
quently : 

" The greatest advantages which nature affords for 
improvement in the arts of life may be rendered use- 
less to the people who possess, them, by an injudicious 
or tyrannical and oppressive exercise of the civil 
power ; an^ universal experience proves, how vain it 
is to expect, that men will apply themselves with vigor 
to commercial pursuits when their persons are inse- 
cure, or when the fruits of their industry may be seized 
by the rapacious hand of a despotic prince. But hap- 
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Arough that prosperity which their moderate go)fern- 
ment had enabled their subjects to attain." 

The pages of early history prove that commerce 
thrives best under a republic, and that it was then, as 
it ever has been, the source of wealth and power to the 
government from which it derives protection and en- 
couragement This theory is well supported by the 
history of ancient Carthage. Originally a colony of 
Tjrre, she imbibed from the mother country a better 
Imowledge of the principles and practice of commerce, 
than was enjoyed by any other state. It became at 
once her peculiar pursuit and favorite occupation ; it 
was fostered by the arm of civil power, and protected 
by the laws ; men of all classes, the nobles as well as 
the meanest citizens, followed it as the most honorable, 
as it was the most profitable profession, and thus it 
was that by the reciprocal benefits of free government 
and commercial enterprise, this mighty republic sus- 
tained her power and preserved her institutions, during 
a period of seven hundred years, amidst th^ overthrow 
of nations, and the subjugation of empires; and by 
this she was enabled to carry on a war of forty years 
duration with the all-conquering Romans ; a war doubt- 
ful at all times, and in which she carried terror and 
dismay even to the gates of Rome, and was only con- 
quered when deprived by perfidy qf the benefits of her 
commerce. 

The celebrated Hanseatic league, the powerful com- 
bination of the middle ages, owes its origin and suc- 
cessful continuance for so long a period, to the liberal 
forms of government, and the lenient exercise of civil 
power, enjoyed by the several members of the confed- 
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eracy. Originally entered into by the free cities of 
Liubeck and Hamburg, with the object of resisting the 
pirates who infested the Baltic, and to protect their 
vessels from the barbarous natione, who had very in- 
distinct notions of ' free trade and sEulors' rights,' " they 
soon derived such advantages from this union," as 
Gibbon informs U3, " that other towns acceded to their 
confederacy, and in a short time, eighty of the most 
considerable cities, scattered through those vast coun- 
tries, which stretch from the bottom of the Baltic to 
Cologne on the Rhine, joined in the famous Han- 
seatic league, which became so formidable that its alli- 
ance was courted, and its enmity dreaded by the great- 
test monarchs." 

I am not prepared to say that this mighty combina- 
tion of aristocratical merchants was the best school in 
the world for the cultivation of liberty and equality, es- 
pecially as understood at the present day, and there 
is abundant evidence that they were not by any 
means particular in their choice of customers; they 
bought and sold, alike with chrislian, Jew, and 
infidel ; they lent their money with equal freedom to 
the arbitrary Austrian emperor, and the enlightened f 
Netherlanders, to assist him to rivet more firmly, and 
them to break asunder, the chains of despotism ; and 
extended pecuniary assistance alike to the holy pontifi^ 
and the stubborn reformer. The best security and the 
largest interest, there is reason to fear, preponderated 
over the desire to improve tiie civil condition of man- 
kind, or extend the blessings of a reformed religion. 
But all this, if it be so, does not weaken the position I 
have assumed ; the benefits of this great commercial 
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league, whilst they were felt by the several confeder- 
ated cities in the increase of wealth, the consciousness 
of power, and the diffusion of knowledge, spread far 
and wide over the civilized world, and the light then 
kindled on the altar of commerce, illuminated the dark 
places of superstition, though her priests may have 
been too much engaged in the pursuit of wealth, to 
assist in its dissemination. These were substantial 
benefits, and, in my opinion, the causes which pro- 
duced them could not have existed under an arbitrary 
form of government The operations of trade must 
naturally tend to the diffusion of liberal opinions, albeit 
men will select their customers where they please, but 
the pure air of liberty is necessary to the existence of 
commerce as the favoring breeze which wafts the ves- 
sel to the 'haven where she would be,' and steady 
laws, administered upon settled principles, indispensa- 
ble as the compass by which she is steered. 

If other examples are necessary to prove that 
'where liberty dwells there is the country' of com- 
merce, they may be found in the well regulated com- 
mercial systems of Holland, the brilliant achievements 
. and extensive influence of the Venetian republic, and 

^ a new and better perception of the beauties of elegant 

literature and refined taste, which the nations imbibed 

from the Medician merchants of Florence. And in 

* this category we may not omit to mention our good 

old mother across the waters, who, (less fi'ee in name, 
r and form of government than some countries which 

have been enumerated, enjoys as large a share of the 
blessings of rational liberty,) owes much of her na- 
tional prosperity to the wisdom and stability of her 
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laivs for the protection of commerce, and the secori^ 
of the persons and property of those engaged in its 
pursuits. 

There is another view which presents itself of this 
subject, to illustrate the happy influence of free insti- 
tutions of government upon the operations of com- 
inerce, and the mutual protection and support which 
they owe, and are bound to render to each other. As 
the calling of a merchant is honorable, and beneficial 
to the community, his views should be exalted, and his 
integrity above reproach; commercial character must 
alwrays exercise an influence upon the mass of man- 
kind, and contribute in a large degree to the formation 
of popular manners and dispositions. This character 
can only be created and sustained by the favorable 
estimation in which the individuals who compose the 
class are held by their fellow-citizens, and especially 
by those who are presumed, firom their elevation to 
posts of honor and official trust, to give a tone to pub- 
lic opinion. That this character has, in our country, 
in former times, earned for its possessors, a rank, equal 
at leaat, to that of any other profession, the records of 
your own patriotic slate, as well as those of others, 
afford abundant proofs ; and in the present generation 
of merchants, the proportion has not fallen ofl'; public 
improvement bears the impress of then- liberality, ajid 
fair dealing is the characteristic of their vocation ; but 
despotic power has ever been opposed to the just ele- 
vation of this useful class of society, and jealous of its 
preponderance; and the commercial character neces- 
sarily pines and withers under its banefid influence. 
It is not assuming too much to say that the compaia- 
2* 
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live estimate of commerce and commerdal character 
formed by a people, may be considered as the index 
of tbeii adherence to stable laws, and wise, liberal, and 
free government The reason is obvious ; commerce, 
as we have before remarked, prospers best under fixed 
roles of government, and the only changes it counte- 
nances, are such as conform lo the spirit of improve- 
ment in its administration, and keep pace with the 
increasing knowledge of the age; following, rather 
than leading, in all such changes. A commercial 
circle in any country unfettered by bigotry or despot- 
ism, must necessarily be composed of the most intel- 
ligent, enterprising and-quick-sighted portions of the 
community ; none other can hold a dUtinguished sta- 
tion in such a circle. The man of commerce must 
know all that is passing at home or abroad, and no 
ofession is required to study so closely this 
if intelligence. Every action of government 
leen and felt by the commercial circle ; they 
it were, the out-post or piquet guard. The 
he manufacturer, the artisan, and the man of 
md literamre, and even the government itself, 
le earliest intelligence of distant events through 
ihant 

in all truly liberal and free countries, such 
1 guardians are allowed to hold an elevated 
in the scale of estimate, and to enjoy an im- 
share of individual and collective influence; 
JO in countries less free, or under governments 
Terent character, they cannot afford to permit 
icnce, they could not exist beneath the light of 
intelligence such as this; hence, under all 
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despotic forms of government, the object is to weaken 
the effect of commercial influence, and keep it as far 
as practicable in the back gromid, so that its warning 
voice shall not be heard from the watch-towers of the 
nation, to disturb the action of its rulers. A government 
so constituted wiU naturally discourage an institution, 
which in its very nature is opposed to the existence of 
arbitrary power, and the perpetuation of error : and the 
most effectual means of attaining this object, is to lower 
its members in the eyes of the other classes of the 
community, by denying them privileges common to 
all others ; no blame can attach to an arbitrary govern- 
ment for this, it is only part of a principle which 
unhappily exists in all parts of the world, a struggle 
for power, of the few over the many, which can only 
be corrected by the extension of liberal opinions, and 
the diffusion of intelligence among the people. If the 
autocrat of all the Russias, manages, with the aid of 
the privileged orders who surround his throne, to push 
back the Russian merchant, even to the denying him a 
participation in the festivities of the court, which is 
extended to all other classes, and thereby keeps him in 
a comparatively degraded position, litfle distinguished 
from that of the itinerant pedler, so much the better for 
the autocrat and his arbitrary edicts. The same invid- 
ious distinction was maintained even by Napoleon, the 
child of the revolution, nursed by democracy, and 
raised by popular favor: the fauxbourg St. Antoine 
could be easily managed at all times, but the stubborn 
spirit of the Bourse required to be kept in check by the 
hand of despotism. Political, as well as religious truths 
has ever been most effectually assailed in the persons 
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of its disciples, and the influence of the free principles 
of commerce can only be counteracted by the proscrip- 
tion of its followers. 

I am precluded by the circumscribed limits of the 
present discourse, and the desultory nature of the topics 
which the occasion would seem to call for, from taking 
any other view of the copious and engaging subject of 
commerce than that which I have endeavored to present 
to you, and shall confine my remaining remarks to the 
advantages to be derived from your association, and 
the best means of rendering available some of the 
branches of study which it embraces. 

An institution of this nature is, to society, like an 
eddy in one of those rivers of the southern continent 
in which gold dust is found. It brings within its vor- 
tex, and concentrating in one spot, gives a value to the 
scattered particles of the precious metal ; whilst others, 
beyond the reach of its influence, rendered w^orthless 
from the want of the benefits of association, lie unno- 
ticed on the shoals, or amid the quick-sands of the 
stream, or are swept away, and lost in the undiscrimi- 
nating ocean. 
^ The emulation excited by this fraternity of literature, 

and the habits of study which it inculcates are among 
its greatest advantages. Nor should its moral influence 
upon the minds of young men, (of which class asso- 
ciations of this kind are principally composed,) be 
l- overlooked ; for it rarely happens that the youth who 

frequents your lectures, and seeks "his recreation from 
the shelves of your library, will have a taste for idle 
pursuits and dissolute pleasures. Blessed indeed is 
your institution, and eminently worthy of the support 
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and countenance of all classes of your citizens, when, 
through its means, seeds are thus sown in early life, to 
produce in its decline, the comfortable harvest of a good 
conscience, and the pleasant fruition of a cultivated 
imagination ; well and beautifully has it been said by 
a living author of England, the bard of Memory, who 
has himself passed from one to the other of those two 
periods of mortal existence, 

* Ah ! who can tell the triumphs of the mind, 
By truth illumined, and by taste refined ; 
When age has quenched the eye, and closed the ear, 
Still nerved for action in her native sphere 
Oft will she rise.' 

One of the great advantages which the student derives 
from his access to a public library is the means which 
it affords him of taking up, and pursuing consecutively, 
any subject with which he is desirous of becoming 
thoroughly acquainted, and any other method of read- 
ing will be found incomplete and unsatisfactory. The 
small fry which skims over the surface of modern 
literature is a poor recompense for the patience and 
skill of the angler whose line is long enough to reach 
to the bottom. Youth is a season too valuable to be 
frittered away in this desultory and inconclusive course 
of study. I would not be understood to condemn all 
light and amusing reading, but it should be taken only 
in the same proportion to the standard authors with 
whose works your library is enriched, as the dessert 
bears to the substantial meal, and with the same end, to 
promote digestion, and impart a higher zest to more 
wholesome food. At this time of day, when * wisdom 
crieth without, and uttereth her voice in the streets,' it 
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may be considered a hazardous undertaking to com- 
mence a crusade against the transient literature known 
as penny papers. Allowing that the multiplication of 
those importunate assuagers of the public thirst for 
news, and their cheapness, make more readers,, they do 
not read as well, and profitably, as formerly ; informa- 
tion is more widely diffused, but it is not equally 
reliable. Those who cater for the taste of the multitude, 
and supply their customers at so low a rate, will not be 
particular as to the quality of the food supplied. But 
one thing is indispensable, or the intellectual banquet 
will go untouched, every dish must be highly seasoned. 
Competition is so great, and the public palate has been 
BO long accustomed to exciting food, that the plain 
roasted and boiled of truth and soberness will not go 
down, and if no news can be found of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant the use of type of an extra size, it 
must be invented, for the paper must sell. 

The editor of a country paper, apologizing to his 
readers for the paucity of his intelligence, attributes the 
circumstance to his being 'out of accidents'— his 
misfortune certainly, but his fault consisted in his want 
of invention to supply the deficiency, or of enterprise 
in not sending to Boston or New York, where it is 
presumed they may be had ready made at all times, 
with blanks to be filled up with names, dates and 
places. The want of truth is novserious objection to 
this interchange of rare commodities, for an apology is 
easily made, and serves to furnish a paragraph to assist 
in filling up a hiatus in some future number. 

But who, it will be asked, should be blamed for this 
perversion of the public taste ? The public themselves 




unquestionably. If truth was equally saleable as 
falsehood it could be more readily furnished, for it' 
costs some wear and tear of imagination to frame a 
lie, and the beauties of Nature are more easily por- 
trayed than her deformities. Nor would I conceal the 
fact that in New York, the market town of ingenious 
devices, some of our editors, whose correct principles 
have never been doubted, have been compelled to adopt 
this mode to distribute their papers, and support their 
establishments. 

But if the moral influence of the penny-paper system 
should be thought less questionable than I am endeav- 
oring to describe it, and its character be redeemed in 
some degree by the exceptions to which I have alluded, 
to the general tone of ribaldry and mendacity, which 
characterizes a portion of it, what shall be said of those 
liiat assail us at the corners of the streets, and obstruct 
our path, and offend our ears, on that sacred day, when 
the mind is presumed to be engaged upon something 
less exciting than the details of ' horrible murders,' 
'infamous seductions,' and 'astounding defalcations,' 
■which the youthful Ups of idnerant vagrancy are taught 
to pronounce with the indifference attending the use of 
' household words ? ' Who shall portion out between 
the publisher and the reader, the parties to this whole- 
aale system of sabbath-breaking, his proper share' of 
condemnation? Much we fear the proportion of each 
■will be lamentably increased by that which they will 
have to assume for the army of juvenile transgressors, 
whom they have enlisted in their service, and led astray 
from the instructions of well-meant philanthropy on 
that day, as they have from the paths of honest labor 
on every other. 
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The remarks which I have ventured to make upon 
this cheapest and most evanescent of all the literary 
wares, with which the reading world is now supplied, 
do not apply with equal force to the periodical publica- 
tions of less frequent recurrence. The reader of those 
is not so often offended by violations of taste and 
decency, nor compelled to waste his time on distorted 
facts and exaggerated details, but this exemption from 
blame is not so general as might be wished in our own 
country, and it requires even more charity to extend it 
to productions of that class in England. It cannot be 
denied that talents of a superior order are enlisted in 
their service, but where authors are paid like scriveners 
by the folio, the brain must be spun out like a skein of 
Sea Island cotton, though it may diminish the strength 
of the fabric, and to suit the vitiated taste of their 
readers, the dish must be spiced, even at the risk of a 
forfeiture of gentlemanly regard, and kind feeling, and 
a degradation of literary character at the call of party 
malevolence, an instance of which we have lately 
witnessed, so glaring as almost to raise a doubt if the 
images of Pickwick, and the lock-smith of Clerkenvrell 
^ could have been creatures of an imagination so 

perverted. 

But the great evil which lies at 'the root of all this 
; redundancy of periodical literature is, that it occupies 

that portion of time allotted to reading, and diverts the 
, minds of young persons from a more useful course of 

study. It would fain raise the portico before the foun- 
dation is setded, and seeks for fruit ere the blossoms 
have departed. And again, as in the case of the penny 
papers, where there are so many rations to distribute, 
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tiie contractors cannot always supply food of the best 
quality, and the bon-bons and candies which aie served 
up in the countless hebdomadals and monthly publica- 
tions weaken the digestio% and unfit the palate for food 
of a more nourishing nature, and instead of fastening 
themselves upon the so^d places of the ima^nation, 
and improving the mind's capacity for instniclion, the 
images they present, like Banquo's insubstantial issue, 
' come like shadows, so depart' 

These ' bubbling runnels ' of literature, rejoicing in 
their escape from obscure and imknown fountains, and 
sparkling from their very want of profundity, have 
accumtJated so much of late, that the literary freshet 
threatens to break down the barriers of correct taste, 
and judicious criticism, to destroy the beautiful fields 
once culdvated by Shakspeare, and Milton, and Dry- 
den: to eradicate, the seed sown by Addison and 
Johnson and Steele, and to remove the landmarks 
erected by Hume, and Robertson and Gibbon. 

These are dangers against which I would guard 
you, and the means of their avoidance may be found in 
a public library such as yours, w^here you can pursue, if 
you so choose, the subject which interests you, until 
you master it, and work up regularly from the founda- 
tion to the atdc 

The course of reading which I have designated aa 
consecutive, and the adoption of which I would earn- 
estly recommend, is pointed out and well illustrated in 
a little volume prepared by chancellor Kent, for the use 
of the Mercantile Library Association of New York. 
This learned «nd excellent man enjoys now in his 
eighty-first year, all the vigor of intellect and bri^t- 
3 
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ness of imagination which have adorned^ his valuable 
life. It has been my privilege to enjoy his fiiendship 
for many years, and I am at a loss to determine 
whether my judgment is best satisfied with the qualities 
of his mind, or my affections with those of his heart. 
The method of his mind is admirable, and his memcwry 
wonderful, few men have read more, and none more 
advantageously: the works he recommends in this 
little compendium of knowledge, he has read diligently, 
and understands thoroughly, and if you pursue the path 
he has laid down, you will, like him, at the close of 
your journey, enjoy the proud consciousness that you 
have not lived in vain. 

The branch of study which has usually the most 
attractions for young minds, who have discernment 
enough to seek for mental aliment more substantial 
than tales, charades, and cross-readings, is that of his- 
tory, in which are blended in agreeable variety, truth- 
fulness of narrative, and the deductions of philosophy, 
that most agreeable study described in the quaint, 
sententious language of Ben Jonson as 

' Time's witnesse, herald of antiqaitie^ 
The light of truth, and life of memorie.' 

But here, in an especial degree the youthful student 
will perceive the advantage of reading thoroughly 
tfirough his subject. This plan of reading history is 
the ladder by which the mind mounts from the origin 
to the completion of its investigation ; a chain, which, 
whilst it binds it in a pleasmg captivity to the power 
of truth, is concealed by the ornaments of genius. 
So, if the history of Rome be the object of research, 
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the reading traveller will set out on his journey in 
company with Livy, Sallust, Tacitus, Cffisar, and 
Plutaich, to whom he will have been introduced by 
Baker, Mair, Murphy, Duncan, and I*anghorne, and 
his companions having been divested of their ancient 
habiliments, and made to converse in his own vernac- 
ular language, will be found equally instructive and 
entertaining? The journey being thus happily com- 
menced, he will set himself earnestly at work to explore 
every avenue, and follow the course of every stream, 
on which the diligent research and varied knowledge 
of modem historians have shed their light to illumine 
his path. He will avail himself of the labors of Hooke 
and Rollin, the antiquarian researches of Niebuhr, and 
the philosophical reflections of Montesquieu ; the suc- 
cinct narrative of Groldsmith will engage his attention, 
and Dr. Middleton's admirable biography of the patri- 
otic citizen, and inspired orator of Rome, whose dying 
groans were mingled with those of his country's liberty, 
will be found essential for the correct understanding of 
that interesting portion of the glowing theme, when 
Rome, no longer sustained by the virtue of her citizens, 
fell at the feet of corruption and tyranny, and her glory 
became the inheritance of the Cffisars. 

The progress and termination of the mighty republic, 
the story so fraught with instruction and admonition to 
mankind, and without a knowledge' of which no course 
of education can be complete, is told with elegance 
and accuracy in Ferguson's history ; and fi-om this the 
student viR naturally pass to the immortal pages of 
Gibbon, in which the decline and fall of the proud 
empire which held the worid in chains, is chronicled 
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with a pen of fire. May I be indulged in expatiating 
for a moment on the beauties of this work ? which I 
consider one of the greatest trophies of the divine 
nature of the human mind. In it we find the accu- 
mulated learning of ages laid open, and spread before 
its readers in the purest Saxon English, rich in the 
ornaments of style, and fortified by the best authorities 
of ancient and modern knowledge. The flowers of 
imagination, and the fruits of erudition, are placed 
within the reach of the traveller on this intellectual 
journey, even to its last stage, and he lingers at its close 
to resurvey the path which has afforded him so much 
pleasure. To have written such a book is fame greater 
than that of the proudest warrior whom he celebrates, 
and the book itself a monument less perishable than 
the arch of Titus, or the dome of St. Sophia. 

The prophecy regarding the Flavian amphitheatre, 
the mighty monument of the power and resources of 
Vespasian, the existence of which, nearly coeval ^vitb 
the christian era, seems to have been happily chosen, 
as a type of the duration of the 'etertial city,' may 
without exaggeration be applied to this history: *As 
long as the Coliseum stands Rome shall stand ; when 
the Coliseum falls, Rome will fall ; when Rome falls, 
the world will fall.' And may we not add, that as long 
as correct taste remains, and the English language 
continues to be used, the name of the historian of the 
Roman empire will not be forgotten. 

In descanting upon the beauties of the ' Decline and 
Fall,' I would direct the attention of my youthful 
hearers to the sixty-eighth chapter of that adnurable 
work, in which is described the siege and capture of 
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Constantinople by the Turks under the sultan Mahomet 
the second, one of the most beautiful pieces of writing 
in the English language. The st j^e is poetry without 
rhyme, painting without colors, speech without voice. 
Nothing can exceed the touching description of the 
agony of mind, and the energy of despair, with which 
the Greelcs surrendered to the followers of Mahomet, 
their houses, their altars, and the body of the last of 
their emperors, who fell as he ought, with the Eastern 
Empire, which, having stood on the confines of Europe 
and Asia, and commanding both, for a period of eleven 
hundred and twenty years, fell on that memorable 
twenty-ninth of May, in the fourteen hundred and fifty- 
third year of the christian era, under the dominion of 
the Turks, where it has remained ever since. 

It is worthy of remark that the former capital of the 
Eastern Empire, and the chief seat of the Greek religioHi 
the present centre of the Ottoman power, and of the 
worship of the prophet of Mecca, was founded and 
lost by two emperors of the same name ; Constantino 
the Great, and Constantine Palaeologus. The former, 
while in the possession of unbounded means, and 
unlimited power, planted this mighty city, embellished 
and enriched it with the treasures of the east, and 
fortified it with the power of the west He gratified 
the utmost stretch of his vanity, and consummated his 
glory by leaving it the inheritance of his great name, 
which it still possesses in the annals of the christian 
world ; and the latter died nobly in defending it against 
a force of two hundred and fifty thousand savage foeS| 
impelled by a hatred of the cross of the blessed Saviour, 
ft thirst for the rich spoils of the Byzantine capital, and 
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a dread of the punishment which awaited the slightest 
show of reluctance, from the unsparing severity of their 
terrible master. ^ 

The whole account of the siege, the ferocity of the 
assailants, the indomitable courage of the defenders of 
the devoted city, the suffering and panic of the inhab- 
itants, and the desecration of the temples of religion, 
in which number was included the church of St Sophia, 
with its magnificent dome, styled by the Greek 
historian, * the earthly heaven, the second firmament, 
the vehicle of the cherubim, the throne of the glory of 
God,' which on this melancholy occasion was 'de- 
spoiled of the oblations of ages;' all these events are 
described in language equally glowing and graphic. 
The human imagination never conceived a series of 
images, more illustrative than those in which is por- 
trayed the triumphal entry of Mahomet into the sacked 
city of the Ceesars. After taking possession of the 
great church of St Sophia, which after having been 
devoted for ages to the religion of the cross, was, in 
an instant, and in the midst of tumult, rapine, and 
slaughter, consecrated by the hand of a ruthless inva- 
der to the worship of the crescent, he raised his 
blood-stained hands to God and his prophet, at the 
very altar, on which had been so often exhibited the 
holy symbols of the death and sufferings of the Sa- 
viour of the world, and the desolation which himself 
had created in the palace of a hundred successors of 
the great Constantine, extorted, says the historian, from 
the ruthless conqueror, a 'melancholy reflection on 
the vicissitudes of human greatness, and he repeated 
an elegant distich of Persian poetry: 'The spider 
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tets woven his web in the imperial palace, and the 
owl hath stuig het watch-song on the towera of Afra- 
sciab." * 

And now having acquired by this course of 
reading, a knowledge of the hiatory of Borne, from 
the time when imder republican institutions, the title 
of a Roman citizen was the most honorable distinction 
among men, to that, in which, enervated by luxury, 
and corrupted by wealth, she became the spoil of the 
barbarian, and the slave of pontifical power, the 
student will naturally follow up his researches into the 
history of more modem tunes. At the outset of this 
investigation, I need not suggest the reading of your 
own ' history of the reign of Ferdinand and Isabella,' 
which embraces a period commencing a quarter of a 
century after the conquest of Constantinople, and the 
downfall of the Eastern Empire ; few I presume in 
this assembly, are unacquainted with this history, one 
of the best of modem times, a worit which proudly 
claims for its author, a right, and well may it maintain 
that right, to have the name of Prescott inscribed on 
the same imperishable tablet of fame with those of the 
great triumvirate of Britain — Hume, Gibbon, and 
Robertson. 

* Since i?elivering thia address, it has been suggested to me in a quarter 
which commantl^ my utmost respect and deferenCB, that my admrTation of 
the profound learning, and briliiBnl style of Gibbon's great work, has caused 
me to overlook the evidences of a waul of reverence for religion, with 
which, in common with those of tnany writers of his lime, his pa^s are 
occasionally sullied. This view of my subject did noi escape me, but its 
diaeuaaion, even if I bad entenained leas douht of ray ability to undertalis 
it, wouhl have rendered more prolijc my discourse, which required as it 
was, all the indulgence of the most polite and atleniive audience lever 
bad the honor of addressing. Ills, 1 trust, equally unnecessary to assert 
my BOlire dissent from Iho irreligious principles of the great historian, as to 
warn my yoiuig readers of the danger of imbibing them. 
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And here, let me indulge for a moment, in the gratis 
fication of expressing in his own town, and in the 
presence of his own townsmen, my respect for the 
accomplished author of this charming work, in which 
the mind of a philosopher, and the ' pen of a ready 
writer,' have been employed to elucidate the interest- 
ing subject of which he treats; a work rich in the 
lore of the Spanish archives, diving deep into authori- 
ties with which the reading world has been hitherto 
unacquainted, and maldng clear the dark passages of 
that interesting period of European history, the close 
of the fifteenth, and the commencement of the sixtenth 
centuries. 

The reading of * Ferdinand and Isabella,' naturally 
induces a desire to know what is said in the kindred 
histories of our other 'bright, particular star,' Wash- 
ington Irving, how he portrays the character, and nar- 
rates the achievements of the Grenoese navigator, and 
how gracefully his fascinating style is employed in 
describing the wars of Grenada ; a contest in which 
BO much personal prowess was displayed, so many 
chivalrous deeds performed, that it appeared during 
its whole progress, lilce a gay and brilliant tournament, 
and has furnished themes for the writers of romance 
in all succeeding ages. 

This desire being gratified, the continuity of histori- 
cal research, will be kept up by Dr. Robertson's great 
history of Charles the Fifth, the mighty monarch, 
whose insatiable ambition, not content with the accu- 
mulated power, and regal grandeur of emperor of 
Austria, king of Spain, and master of the low coun- 
tries, exhausted the treasures, and poured out the blood 




-of Europe to obtmn more power, and an increase of 
dominion ; and whose ruthless and fiery temper, im- 
pelled by bigotry and intolerance, m-ged him inces- 
santly to the impracticable task of governing the relig- 
ious consciences of men, as he did their persons, by 
the means of tyranny and persecution, mitil at last, the 
demon of ambition released liis hold, the feverish 
mind of the despot collapsed; and to the astonish- 
ment of mankind, he resigned his power, smTrendered 
his dominions, and the burning sceptre fell immaturely 
from his shrinlcing hand. In the voluntary confine- 
ment of the monastery of Sl Justus, the St Helena of 
the sixteenth century, the grandson of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, sought the tranquillity, which for eo long a 
period, he had denied to others, closed his eyes upon 
the desolation which his ambition had spread over the 
face of Europe, and the feelings of satiety and dis- 
gust, assuming the language of philosophy, affected to 
deplore his time misspent in fruitless endeavors to bring 
the minds of men to a uniformity of religious faith. 
And in this retreat, after a residence of seven months, 
IcEiding the life of an ascetic, subjecting himself to 
the severest rules of monastic discipline, self-condemned 
to penanee and mortification, the consolations of true 
and rational rehgion, chased Irom his distempered 
mind by the gloomy dogmas of superstition, at the 
ripe and vigorous age of fifty-eight, died the emperor 
Charles the Fifth — the minion and the dupe of for- 
tune, who established by persecution, the truth of the 
gospel, taught mankind by oppression the value of 
civil rights, and famished in his life and death, a preg- 
nant example of the insufficiency of earthly power 
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and grandeur to insure the happiness of their posses- 
sors. 

For the history of the reign of the bigoted and 
tyrannnical successor of Charles the Fifth, who w^ell 
deserved such a wife as Mary of England, and such 
a death as that which ended his bloody reign, we are 
indebted to the accurate and beautiful work of Dr. 
Watson. It would seem that the last act of the pub- 
lic life of the father, his abdication in favor of his son, 
was intended to carry to the uttermost, the baneful 
effects of his despotic will. His spirit was infused 
into a harder heart, the scourge was intrusted to a more 
unrelenting hand, and he adopted the only plan for 
making mankind regret his loss, by substituting a suc- 
cessor worse even than himself. The character of 
Charles acquired a sort of beauty, by the contrast of 
Philip's deformity, and the page of history on which 
his actions are recorded, appears white against the 
blackness of that of his son. 

But the wisdom of the Almighty hardened the heart 

of this inflexible monarch, as it did of old, that of 

Pharoah, and the cause of religious truth, and civil 

and political rights, acquired strength by opposition. 

^ Well has it been said, that * the blood of the martyrs 

was the seed of the church,' and great and glorious 

was the light of the gospel of truth, which could pierce 

• through the darkness of bigotry and superstition, and 

strong the arm of faith, which could sustain the princi- 
t pies of the reformation, the glorious, the justifiable 

reformation, against the persecutions of pontiffs and 
prelates, emperors and lungs; feeble were the un- 
righteous edicts of civil and ecclesiastical tribunals to

operate upon the enlightened minds, and regulate the 
pure consciences of men who had at length become 
capable of thinking for themselves, and faint the thun- 
ders of the Vatican, and the war trumpet of secular 
tyrants, to drown the sturdy denunciadons of the 
uncompromising Luther, and the persuasive eloquence 
of the gentle and pious Melancthon. 

The fact seems incredible which is stated by contem- 
porary writers, that the blood of fifty thousand refonn- 
ers in Germany and the Netherlands, encrimsoned the 
escutcheon of the emperor during his reign, and even 
that powerftil supporter of papal supremacy, intolerant 
and bigoted as he w^is, was restrained by policy from 
carrying out in all its rigoiu, his mEdevolence against 
the protestants, it was reserved for his less scruptiloua 
eon, to enforce the exterminating edicts which he had 
reluctandy suffered to sleep. The history of his reign, 
as drawn by the glowing pen of the historian, abounds 
in pictures of the most revolting persecution; bat 
through all these fiery trials, the hand of the Almighty 
led the reformers to a signal victory. Truly indeed, 
Was ' the Uood of the martyrs the seed of the church.' 

The method of reading history, which it is my design 
to recommend, and which I have endeavored to illus- 
trate ill the foregoing remarks, can of com^e be 
appKed, with equal efficacy, to other branches of the 
same interesting study. The annals of other nations, 
besides those to which I have alluded, have been eluci* 
dated by historians, annafists, and biographers, learned 
and laborious as those who have been enumerated. 
The chain of Enghsh history is unbroken, though not 
of equal strength in all its parts, from the rude times 
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of Britain's waxlike queen Boadicea, to the present 
happy period, when the sceptre of power is firmly 
held under the sanction of wise laws, righteously ad- 
ministered by the hand of one of the loveliest daugh- 
ters of the land ; and the chivalrous knights of Arthur's 
round table may be placed side by side with the 
heroes of Waterloo, at the more abundant round table 
of his name-sake their illustrious commander. And 
the modern Gaul, in tracing the long line of his mon- 
archs from the Merovingian and Carlovingian races to 
the present dynasty, will look in vain for one, whose 
reign has produced more prosperity to the nation, or 
more happiness to his people, than his, on whose head, 
the crown by a combination of fortuitous circum- 
stances, now happily rests. 

History seems by general consent at the present 
day, to form three great divisions of time, the first of 
which, including of course the whole range of ancient 
history, is terminated by the overthrow of the West- 
ern Empire of Rome, near the close of the fifth 
century, at which epoch commenced the ten cen- 
turies, denominated the Middle Ages, ending with 
the sacking of Constantinople, and the death of the 
last of the Greek emperors in the year 1453, firom 
which period, the events of ' the great globe, and all 
which it inherit,' come fairly within the scope of 
modern history. It is by collating the recorded facts 
of these several divisions of histoty that the philosa^ 
phical reader is taught that similar causes lead to the 
same results ; the scientific reader rejoices to find that 
the laws of nature are less mutable than those of 
man ; the patriotic ireader is admonished by the over- 
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throw of governments, and the fall of nations, to per- 
form with fidelity and devotion, any part, however 
humble, which may be allotted to him in the preserva- 
tion of the laws and liberties of his country; and 
the devout reader derives consolation and hope from 
the manifold proofs of the wisdom and providence of 
the Almighty ruler of the universe. 

The aimals of our own country, brief compared 
with those which have come under review on this 
occasion, are fraught with themes o€ deep and glow- 
ing interest, and have found native writers fuUy capa- 
ble to do them justice. The American reader will 
derive much valuable information from Dr. Ramsay's 
succinct history of the United States, the works of IVb. 
Rtkin and Mi. Bancroft form valuable accessions lo 
our libraries ; and the events of the war of the revolu- 
tion, are handed down to us by the plain and authentic 
narrative of Gordon, the elaborate life of Washington 
by the learned and patriotic chief justice Marshall, 
and the admired memoirs of the southern \Var by 
general Hemy Lee, himself an actor in the scenes he 
describes. To these interesting records of the revolu- 
tion have been lately added by the talents and research 
of Mr. Sfarks, the invaluable biographies, and imper- 
ishable correspondence of Washington, Franklin, and 
Morris, and the hands of filial affection have raised 
the lileraiy monuments of Jay and Hanulton. 

Of the foreign authors who have written upon the 
present condition of the United States, and their insti- 
tutions, none are, in my judgment, entitied to more 
commendation than the author of ' Democracy in 
America.' A better work on the potitical institutions 
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of our country has never been published at home or 
abroad. Mons. De Tocqueville is deeply imbued Avith 
the theory of democracy, which he has now for the 
first time seen practically illustrated. He is too much 
of a Frenchman not to be subUmated in his notions, 
but too much of a philosopher to be led away from 
truth by the errors of theory. He has looked at men 
and things, and studied principles, keenly and care- 
fully, and represented them fairly. He admires in the 
main the character of the people, and approves the 
forms of government ; but his praise is not indiscrim- 
inate, and he does not withhold censure where it is 
merited ; and our national vanity will reconcile us to 
the animadversions of a writer who predicts that our 
country 'will one day become the first maritime 
power of the globe,' and flatters us by the assurance 
that we ' were bom to rule the seas as^ the Romans 
were to conquer the world.' 

The two great historical works of the present day, 
are * Thiers's history of the French Revolution,' and 
* Alison's history of Europe,' but I am compelled to 
qualify my praise of the latter by adverting to the 
strange errors into which the author has fallen, when 
treating of this country, and to express a hop^ that the 
same candor with which he has acknowledged a mis- 
statement in his former account of the conduct of 
commodore Bainbridge to the captive ofiicers and 
crew of the Java, and avowed his determination to do 
justice to the memory of that gallant ofiicer, in his 
forthcoming edition, may lead him to correct the errors 
to which I allude. 

The capture of the Java was an event which, as it 




did not reflect much glory on the British nation, was 
liable to be misrepresented, and the author, who had 
to take liis facta from hearsay, might very easily be led 
astray ; but the errors I am speaking of, relate to the 
fundamental principles of the government of the coun- 
try, ila established institutione, and settled laws ; matters 
in relation to which he was bound to acquaint himself, 
ere he ventured to make them a part of hia great his- 
tory of the times. It. is quite inconceivable that the 
man who could write such a book, should have be- 
trayed so great ignorance of any part of hia subject, 
and it can only be accounted for by the want of cor- 
rect information, which prevails in so great a degree in 
Great Britain, in relation to this country. But it is in- 
excusable in this able writer. If we were worth writ- 
ing about at all, it was worth while to take some pains 
to arrive at the truth about us. 

In treating of the fascinating subject of history, I 
would willingly bestow, as Dogberry says, more ' of 
my tediousness upon you,' but I am admonished by 
the time which has already been consumed, to trespass 
no longer upon your patience, than may be necessary 
to make a few brief remarks upon one other branch of 
study, which your institution is, in an eminent degree, 
qualified to teach. 

Elocution is a talent which has always flourished 
most in republics. Under forms of government leas 
popular it is not so much an object to convince the 
people, and lead their judgment, because there is less 
to be gained by them. ; they have not so much to give. 

The French are fluent, and declaim well, but do not 
reason well ; they are better speakers, but not so good 
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thinkers as the English, who, it is presumed, in this, as 
in some other particulaxs, make it a point of national 
orthodoxy to differ from their mercurial neighbors. A 
distinguished nobleman, (lord Morpeth,) whose late 
visit to this coimtry will long be remembered with 
pleasure by those who had the good fortune to meet 
him, may be brought, (I trust without apology,) as a 
proof of my assertion. None who know him will 
deny him the character of a high bred-gentleman, and 
accomplished scholar ; and yet, in the delivery of his 
speeches, fraught, as they were, with erudition, given 
in pure English, and characterized by good taste, there 
was an awkwardness of manner, and a want of flu- 
ency, which impeded, for a time at least, the favorable 
impressions which he ultimately made upon his hear- 
ers. And so it is with a large proportion of all the 
great men at the bar and forum, and in the pulpit of 
England. 

On the other hand the fault of our extemporaneous 
orators, is more apt to consist of a redundancy of 
words, the effect of which is to conceal rather than elu- 
cidate the ideas ; as a profusion of drapery hides the 
fine proportions of the statue, or over-coloring destroys 
the tone of the picture. 

Public speaking in this country, where none are 
born to official stations, is the most likely road to pre- 
ferment; it attains its object, and arrives more direcdy 
at its destination, than written arguments; its seeds 
are sown simultaneously into the minds of a thousand 
listeners, while a book, however abounding in well 
studied precepts, and enriched with the ornaments of 
style, can only be read by one at a time.

It may be aaid that this diificully is obviated in a 
great degree by the multiplication of the copies of a 
printed book, and the instruction to be derived from 
them, when read with attention and reflection, more 
deeply implanted in the mind, and more likely to ' bear 
fruit to perfection.' But, the sovereign people, who 
consdtute the jury in the case we are now considering, 
do not usually read with attention and reflection. Not 
that I would compromise my loyalty, by insinuating 
that they are deficient in those attributes, but that they 
are prevented by their dally avocations from properly 
exercising them, and therefore prefer to be instructed 
by ' word of mouth.' Hence the importance of culti- 
vating this talent, which as I have before observed 
would seem to thrive so well in our country. 

Fluency of speech and an aptness for extemporane- 
ous speaking, are almost indispensable to an aspirant 
after popular favor, or public distinction ; the people 
are fond of it, and he who would win their favor must 
know how to administer to their taste, a laste infinitely 
more rational, and worthy the dignity of human nature 
than the popular fondness for the gladiatorial shows of 
the Roman republic, or the buU-fighta of modern Spain. 

This predilection was particularly apparent during 
the severe political canvass which created so great an 
excitement tiuree years ago. On no previous occasion 
had the people evinced so strong a desire to hear the 
truth from the lips of their popular orators, and never 
before had they listened with the same attention and 
discrimination ; they demanded facts, and Avould not 
be put off with fancy ; and vain was the attempt to 
substitute declamation for argument I have seen 
4* 
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crowded assemblies of men, (aye, and women too, who 
are always the best auditors,) placed in fatiguing and 
painful positions ; sometimes exposed to rain, or the 
scorching rays of the sun, listening for hours together 
to orators who were compelled from necessity to treat 
upon subjects of which they had heard again and 
again ; and such assemblies would refuse to break up^ 
when the hour of adjournment arrived, but called for 
more speaking and fresh speakera. And in no other 
country is such good speaking heard ; lawyers, mer- 
chants, and mechanics, gray-headed men and beardless 
boys, all speak well, and are heard with attention, and 
encouraged by well-timed applause. 

Time will not permit, and it would be a work of 
supererogation to enumerate even the most distin» 
guished of those whose eloquence has warmed the 
hearts of the old, and instructed the minds of the young 
of the present generation ; you have them among and 
around you. The patriotic sage, whose time-honored 
head recendy bent beneath the weight of honors in a 
neighboring state, honors unbought by artifice, and re- 
quited only by the spontaneous flow of heart-felt elocu* 
tion, is still employed in your service ; you claim as your 
own the distinguished diplomatist, to whose accents the 
nobility and gentry of England lend an attentive and 
admiring ear ; maxims of judicial wisdom, and forensic 
eloquence, exalt the Story of your countiry's fame ; and 
the spirit of the revolution will be kept alive, and its 
sons and their descendants be duly honored by the 
American people, as long as the warning voice shall be 
heard, of him who proclaimed the glorious sentiment, 
* Liberty and union, now and for ever, one and insep- 
arable.* 
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I perceive that I am again trespassing npon yotir 
grounds, and purloining your firoit, bat how can I hope 
to make my garland acceptable, if it be not interspersed 
with the flowers which Webster has made indigenons, 
(Xt commend a cup to your lips, which shall not be 
redolent of his eloquence. 

But besides all these, the very stones cry out, and the 
hill-tops rMse their voices. Well was it said by yotir 
matchless orator, when he invested with the to^ 
vifilis, the noble offspring of New En^and patriotism, 
which overlooks your city, in strcuns of eloquence bright 
and vigorous as those in which he formerly announced 
its birth, that it was Its own orator. And there stands 
in simple grandeur, and grave majesty, the silent 
expositor of a nation's glory, encumbered with no 
decorations of sculpture, for it has a plain story to tell ; 
wreathed columns, ornate capitals, and elaborated baa- 
reliefs, would be equally out of place aa the thyrsus of 
Bacchus, with its ivy and vine leaves, a trophy at a 
temperance festival. But here, all is grave, calm, 
majestic. Earth and sea within the scope of a large 
horizon, behold its noble proportion3, and its gray head 
seems to make acquaintance with the clouds. And 
what says this mighty orator? That on that spot the 
yeomanry of New England were first taught the mo- 
mentous lesson, that the well-appointed and carefully 
drilled forces of England were not invincible; that 
their own Prescotts and Putnams, their Knowltons 
and PoMERovs, could successfully measure swords 
with the Howes and the Clintons, and turn the tide of 
batde agEunst the Percies and the Pigots. 

It tells also of a famous deed of separation and 
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emancipation, in which was engrossed on that day, in 
the blood of Warren and Gardner, Parker and 
Moore, the solemn and portentous Know all men by 
these presents^ which was subsequently filled up at 
Trenton, recorded at Saratoga, and acknowledged at 
Yorktown. 

Men of Massachusetts, with this monument before 
your eyes, you will ever call to mind the patriotism and 
devotion with which yomr fathers opposed the tyrannical 
doctrine of taxation loithowt representation. Let it also 
record your own worthiness to enjoy the blessings for 
which they fought and conquered, and bear witness to 
your posterity that their fathers rejected the new and 
pernicious doctrines of nullification and repudiation. 
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'T IS said some orator of ancient name 
Chose for his theme Alcides and his fame ; 
No axiom clearer, as he proved how great 
Alcides, long beyond the reach of fate, 
IBs labors ages o'er, and he confest 
A demigod, secure, and with the bleat! 
'Till that shrewd stander-by, who seldom faila 
To act his ready part in ancient tales, 
{Deeming, perchance, an old renown, which long 
Had woke the legend and inspired the song, 
Scarce left mach untried Hight for fancy's wing, 
But might be counted for a settled thing,) 
Inquired, Why eulogize, since no man blamed 
The hero all have praised and none defamed? 

Yet let me trust no question nice and sage. 
Like this, shall scrutinize my modest page ; 
A thankless quest it were for things unknown, 
Bince art and nature have so common grown ; 
5 
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And oft in specious novelties we jfind 
Less fruit of judgment than a waste of mind ; 
As foam and fury do but serve to show 
How shallow, not how deep the stream below, 
Or distant rocks may shine like burnished gold, 
That, nearer seen, are barren, bleak and cold ; 
And well content, be mine the nobler praise, 
Old truths, though homely, to defend and raise. 

Culture the theme that floats my strain along, 
A seemly subject for a generous song! 
Yet why require the dedicated rhyme 
To gild this flower and glory of the time ? 
Dulness is out of date, since science meets 
Compeers at all the comers of the streets ; 
Our sires were honest men, but had their day, 
And the green laurel has discrowned the gray ; 
They plucked the flower, but we enjoy the fruit, — 
A wise good world, indeed, 'tis past dispute! 
The gauntlet fling of an enlightened age,— 
What venturous champion lifts the battle-gage ? 

Yes, 'tis an age of much pretence, indeed. 
Too much in haste to think, and yet we read ; 
This one the solid substance of reviews. 
And that, at least price-currents and the news ! 
Or, since wild thoughts by worldly times are bred, 
As superstition reigns when faith is dead, 
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And folly, even in error, seeks relief 
From days too practical for sound belief. 
The stmggliag spirit, hard to be controlled. 
Bathes in transcendent dews its finer mould, 
And flows in oracles, whose thought intense 
Escapes the grasp of merely human sense I 
Yet while some Newgate felon's base career 
Or Gaul's wild nonsense draws the worthless tear, 
And many a speculation skims its roimd, 
The shallowest most when most it seems profound, 
How tedious grows the page, whose nobler art, 
Might wake the burning mind and swell the heart ! 

To some, indeed, a book were dull pretence, 
And learning's self might pass for lack of sense ; 
Chained to the world's routine, that every day 
With labored effort seems but sadly gay. 
They feel no breezy speculations roll 
That stir the stagnant ciurent of the soul, 
Nor fire of heaven, that will not come unsought, 
Upon their spirit's altar kindles thought 
Were all like these, the world's imsocial face 
Had lacked the chaim of ev^ dearest grace ; 
No cultured sweets had cheered the savage wild, 
Nor sovereign art on subject natm* smiled. 
The wants of mere existence, few and small, 
The roamer of the waste supplies them all ; 
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Were this enough, nor Sovereign Good designed 

Expanding treasures for the opening mind, 

He had not spread with beauties new and strange, 

The untrod mountain and the forest range ; 

Winged the sweet breath that dies in deserts rude, 

Or hung the lily trembling in the wood ; 

Bid the bright bell imbloomed in purple rise, 

Or living gold look up to lonely skies ; 

Dressed secret nature in her tangled bowers. 

And crowned her glorious with unheeded flowers ! 

No, 'tis the course of heaven's ennobling plan, 
That Mind supreme shall vindicate the man. 
Bid him from cultured thought enjoyment draw, 
And find his happiness his being's law! 
Rob him of this, behold he naked stands 
A tented Arab on his parching sands ; 
Or roams a wanderer through the lonely woods 
Where rock-born Oregon rolls down his floods ; 
Or, still barbarian in the haunts of men. 
The spire-crowned city as the mountain-den, 
The wretch to nature's best emotions cold. 
The train of folly and the slave of gold. 

But this the triumph of eternal mind, 
That levels to its worth all human kind^ 
Asserts its own great element of birth 
And keeps it sovereign over subject earth. 




ThiB tears away the filmy veil that clings, 
A floating shadow, round the shows of things ; 
From cultured life averts that fixed control, 
Mere matter's empire in the untaught soul ; 
Kates at its value fortune's gilded dower, 
And wrings the truncheon from the grasp of power;

And the soul sickens in the selfish war. 

But if an inner shrine the spirit knows. 

Thither it turns and seeks no vain repose, 

As hearts that feel their mortal cares decay, 

In the sweet stillness of the sabbath-day. 

And if the mind its copious draughts inspire 
At the pure fountains of perennial fire, 
By generous lore and manly thought supplied, 
That gush a living and exhaustless tide ; 
Unshaken still and incorrupt it stands, 
And gathered force its native strength expands. 
And finds such sober solace of delight 
Sweeten the day and sanctify the night. 
Sustained by this the soul replum^s its wing ; 
Absent, and life, methinks a cheerless thing. 
Has scarce a show to sadden o'er its stage 
Like worldly manhood shrunk to vacant age ! 

Walpole, avowed upon the file of fame 
By every muse, at least a doubtful name ; 
Driven firom the politician's jobbing trade. 
When faction had unmade what first it made, 
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Relieved from base corruption's servile art, 
Felt life a burthen at his stagnant heart ; 
Looked on its varnish with a jaundiced eye 
And dared pronounce all history a lie ; 
Though long ere Hume his James or Charles had 

shown, 
Or Alison had writ republics down ! 
With much still left to dignify decline. 
In listless solitude prefered to pine ; 
Found not for him that peace in Houghton's bowers 
Which breathes o'er forests and exhales from flowers ; 
Threw books away, and 'mid ennui and gout 
Fretted and sighed life's lingering taper out! 

Fit retribution for the falsely great, 

When false ambition justifies its fate. 

The cankered mind by treacherous doubts misled. 

And withered laurels for a withering head ! 

Better the German Cesar's beads to teU, 

And find enough for empire in a cell ; 

Or, with Gaul's captive eagle, clank his chain 

Chimed to the surge beyond the hopeless main ! 

Even Hastings, rich in spoils of guilty gold, 

Ransom of ruined states and princedoms sold, 

Shook from his heart, beneath the tropic sun, 

The staggering curse of power unjustly won, 

And gave his mind, what power but rarely yields, 

To studious leisure in his native fields ; 
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Asked of the muse to breathe round nature's close 
Some sacred whisper, friendly to rfepose, 
And half forgot, enchanted with her tone, 
All plundered India's universal groan ! 

And thou, whose tardy spring no blossoms cheer, 

But all seems winter-season in thy year. 

Let thy worn heart throb backwards to its prime, 

And breathe some spirit of the summer time ! 

What though the world's unspiritual cares 

To narrow thoughts would bound and mean affairs, 

O pause awhile, ere yet the jostling strife 

Crumble this baseless scaffolding of life. 

And homeward win those thoughts that charmed away, 

With golden dreams thy childhood's holiday ! 

But yet, to keejp the conscience undefiled. 

The judgment clear, nor reason's self beguiled. 

Seek not the flippant and debasing page. 

That marks the trivial humor of the age. 

And fain would leave us UttTe to deplore. 

When steadfast thought and feeling are no more. 

Nor yet devote thy whole of studious days 

To Fancy's themes which innocence might praise. 

Whose purer thoughts in flowery bands have knit 

The heart of genius to the soul of wit 

Life, unamused, were scarcely worth its price. 

And care-worn virtue lives next door to vice ; 
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But to give all to pastime would control 
The sober instincts of the reasoning soul. 
As wine, that often bids the heart expand, 
And full of bounty prompts the open hand, 
A generous thing, indeed, if used aright, 
Perverted, clouds the mind and dims the sight. 

But since our virtues only live by toil. 
While vice spontaneous springs in every soil, 
Would you, betimes, a solid barrier form 

Against life's follies and confront its storm,

With balanced powers well-rallied to resist 

The banded charlatan and sciolist, — • 

On-the world's ample annals, deep and vast, 

Rich in the wise experience of the past. 

Muse to some end, as muigle with thy dreams 

Earth's highest objects. Heaven's ennobling themes ! 

Or dwell with sage philosophies, that find ' 

And sound the well-springs of the human mind ; 

Nor vainly judging that the noblest art. 

By genius swayed to raise and mend the heart, 

Enraptured hang upon the living line 

Which kings and statesmen long have deemed divine, 

Victorious yet to glorify a throne. 

Or vest a hut with graces all its own ! 

Or turn, as turned from Mersey's burthened tide. 

Triumphant trade, its glitter and its pride. 
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Roacoe, no slave to sordid splendor sold 
And bent, a pilgrim, at the shrines of old ; 
Saw the advancing mom with softening light, 
Dissolve the shade and melt incimibent night, 
When first reviving Learning's orient day 
Shone on ten gloomy centuries rolled away, 
And drew such colors from the gorgeous scene 
As told the story of the Florentine. 

And though our era, grown too strangely wise. 

Rejects the Past, the Present deifies. 

And Time's old oracles to ruin hurled. 

Confound a restless and unstable world ; 

And our new hariolationa might approve 

As well the Delphian as the Orphic grove, 

So close aUied to heathendom theii aim. 

So little kindred to the christian name ! 

Though our presumptuous, vain and heady youth 

Quite overrides the humble graybeard, Truth I 

Of this be certain, for a lesson tried, 

If human pride be weakness, such our pride ; 

In spite of prophets most profoundly blind, 

A circling limit bounds the human mind ; 

And mysteries still our sons shall mysteries know, 

As Plato knew, two thousand years ago ; 

Still, darkly bright, the folded cloud embrace 

Glories too great for mortals face to face I 
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And, as the rastic by the flowing tide 
Waited, vain fool ! to find its channels dried, 
So men, 'tiQ heaven's secure foundation nods. 
May wait, and dream, but never can be gods ! 

And since brave men and many, long before 
King Agamemnon, trod the Trojan shore, ' 
It were no stretch of reason to conclude 
Men quite as wise as we, perhaps, as good. 
Breathed, thought and felt in Age's primal time, 
Who sleep forgotten by the sacred rhyme ; 
Had questioned nature in her secret cells. 
And sounded inspiration's deepest wells ; 
Knew all we know, what force mysterious guides 
The world-old wonder of the rolling tides ; 
As well how flames Aurora's polar ray. 
And the sweet marvel of the Milky Way ; 
By what strange fire the red volcano gleams. 
On what wild path the spectral comet streams ! 
Yes, though with added wings o'er earth we fly. 
No art too deep, nor science seem too high. 
Just such as we, the fools of human pride, 
Vaunted their feeble strength and heaven defied! 
On Shinar heaved the ponderous tower in vain. 
Their nameless fabrics piled on Cairo's plain ; 
Unerring drew each constellated star. 
The Zodiac-gems of desert Denderah ; 
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FoT die wise monarch reared with onknown skill 

The noiaelesB stonea on Zion's templed hill, 

And wrought the pillared rock that ciowna in state 

The Idumean road by Bozrah's gate I 

How shamed the feebler labors of our hands 

By gray memorials strewn o'er well-snng lands I 

As looks a monarch irom his living crowd 

Less awful than a beggar in hia shroud, 

No living art like that which desert glooms 

Show great in nun, ^orious in their tombs. 

Thy moral nature may advancing rise 
And claim its lost perfection in the skiee ; 
But check the better soul's aspiring wing 
And the mind's progress is a fearful thing! 
If kinder feeling win no added grace, 
Our best refinements only make us base. 
Round Reason's shrine the mad Parisian trod, 
And polished Athens served an unknown Crod ; 
But hell's dark precdncts can reveal alone 
The whole that mind without a heart has done ! 
And thotigh thy keels come laden lo the shore, 
With freight more precious than the virgin ore ; 
Thine ivory balls with diamonds shine inlaid, 
And peerless porphyry build thy colonnade ; 
Though thy capacious intellect, has wrought 
Consummate perfectness from subtle thought, 
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And all earth, sea and sky could teach thee, hung 
With aU an angePs aecents on thy tongue ; 
Be these the boasted glories of the State, 
And faithful Time has chronicled its fate ; 
Nor wealth, power, grandeur, earth's unstable all 
That ever built an empire stayed its fall! 

I ask no veil, by vague abstraction wrought, 

To cloud the purpose of transparent thought ; 

The soul's unfilled desires phall bid it pant. 

Till a true culture meet the social want. 

Nor needs the student of the heathen page 

Blush for the virtues of a christian age. 

Let smooth-tongued disputants, in grave debate. 

Phrase round and round the world's * transition-state ; ' 

The social mind with reasoning circles wake. 

As boys with pebbles stir a sleeping lake ; 

Look with his eyes who saw the laboring sun. 

And said, ' 'tis only a phenomenon.' 

But in a changeful world of wild unrest. 

The end of ^ movement^ were the graver quest! 

To ask if life improve, or * progress ' nurse 

The world's old illness into something worse ; 

Not speculate with folded arms, but feel 

Each good man's effort must secure its weal. 

And ere that day approach, which Heaven forefend, 
(The doting world declining to its end,) 
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"When sociEil life's comipted forces draw 
Relaxing morals down with loosened law ; 
And standard Truth, almost immoral grown, 
Each witling makes a standard of hie own ; 
"When cold refinements flitter faith away, 
Nor tested honor hides the true assay ; 
The statesman's heart by venal schemes engrossed, 
The rich man's conscience slumbering at its.post; 
The common mind by countless follies vexed, 
And the world's heart bewildered and perplexed ; 
Though, in this fiery confiict, never still, 
"Waged on the powers of good by powers of ill, 
All Armageddon's adverse ranks combine, 
If one firm phalanx hold our shaking line,— 
Then, as the leader of a wavering host 
Must snatch the moment, or the field is lost, 
And risking all, his more than all to gain, 
He flings his last battalion on the pl^n,— • 
Then were the time for every manly breast 
To try this issue, nobly worth ihe test,— 
Has God ordained, or does but man pervert 
Expandirig power of good to fatal hurt ? 
Is knowledge, Evil — .Vice refinement's sway? 
Must Wealth conupt and Empire be Decay ? 

Count not my verse too serious or too fi^e, 
Poets are moralists, or ought to be ; 
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It is the high prerogative of rhyme, 
With sounding truth to moralize the time ; 
And ihey, lilte prophets, should be very bold, 
Who rouse the dull and animate the cold ; 
And thus inspired, their names, in every age, 
Stand out the brightest on the brightest page. 
'T is the time's cant to scorn the muse's wing. 
And reckon verse, at best, an idle thing. 
Though, in a world of fading dreams, alone 
She makes them brighter^ or revives them gone ! 
'Tis some excuse, when poets by their song 
Scarce help to vindicate the muse's wrong, 
Stoop to their age, its judgment antedate, 
And bending to the sentence court their fate. 

And otirs, I fear, is no heroic time. 

For honor, truth, love, manhood, and the rhyme ; 

And oft, when all responsive chords are mute, 

The heart but faints upon the dying lute. 

C'urtius himself, were he alive again. 

Unsung might leap the yawning gulph in vain, 

And scarce would ring to struna of chorded joy 

Another Helen in another Troy I 

O, that some breath of heaven's diviner glow, 

Full of the tuneful soul of long ago, 

Rlight sweep this tideless wave, so icy cold, 

And stur our buried hearts with thoughts of old I 
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And ye, to whom in vain the fields appear, 
When flowers and sunshine dress the varied year, 
And vainly rings in melody along 
The careless carol of the wild-bird's song; 
Who pine amid ^e city's feverish fret, 
And feel life wear away one long regret, 
Forever grasping at some gilded sin, 
The prize but lost to lure the hope to win ; 
Whose restless toils, that task the laboring heart, 
Crowd out the reeling brain's diviner part ; 
Who mar too soon God's glorious image, lent 
With noble powers, for every high intent, 
Nor find the green old age whose calm repays 
Obedient wishes and contented days ; 
Would that my verse, in natoie's languid hours, 
Might come like incense of untoiling flowers. 
Some roundelay of careless birds might bring, 
Stored in the garnered heart of memory's spring ! 

And ye, who float along those shining bowers, 
Where mirth and music wing the roseate hours. 
Whose thoughts, if thoughts they be, intrusive time 
Cheat with unmeaning prose and vapid rhyme ; 
Though no wild fancy flaunt along my line, 
The harp-strings answer to a voice divine ! 
Behold a field where one but weeds shall meet, 
While- others pluck the wild-flowers at their feet, 
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A rugged quarry, rough with truth unknown, 
Where this one finds a gem and that a stone. 
And oh, in reakns which liteauty deigns to grace, 
If lay like mine may darq assert a place, 
Though flattery scarcely on the measure swell 
Nor strains melodious court a golden shell,— 
Yet there, last hope ! still reign the muse's art, 
To fling no vain enchantment round the heart. 
There stUl the power, unselfish and supreme, 
Throw all life knows of magic o'er the dream! 
And, as of old, the valiant knight in am^ 
His treasure found in virtue joined with charms. 
And beauty scorned the selfish thought that weighed 
Her and her dowry by the laws of trade, 
Be still one priceless thing beneath the sky, 
A woman's heart, which gold can never buy ! 

And thou, fair city of the western wave, 

Built on the forest-hunter's vanished grave. 

Thou, whose whole story is a lesson taught. 

How vanquished nature yields to conquering thought! 

As down their vista all thy years unveil. 

Fain would my heart prophetic read thy tale ! 

A richer wealth than sea-bom Venice bore, 

A nobler dower than golden Florence wore, 

No art has wrought it and no price can buy 

With Ophir's wedge, or Tyre's imperial dye, — 
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Seek wealth, if riches can afford thee rest,—* 
Power, if one human heart it ever blest,—* 
Yet be not like those combatants unwise. 
Who snatch the glory but neglect the prize ; 
Nor like the hireling soldier, for his pay, 
But some fair leaf of honor take away ; 
Act with the just, the generous and the brave, 
Toil for the world, its master not its slave ; 
Be that reformer, true as well as warm. 
Whose chief ambition is his own reform ; 
Prepare thy harness, knightly-proof, and strive. 
With manful spirit, to keep life alive. 
And make it thoughtful, but as sweet ftnd bright, 
As summer moonrise on the sober night ; 
Or like the fireside of thy hopes and fears, 
Where sunshine congregates with all thy tears ! 
And though around thee every hollow breath 
Of the world's surges hoarsely murmur, * Death ! ' 
Thy soul shall stiU, heard through the stormy strife, 
Toned to a sweeter cadence, whisper, * Life ! ' 
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
